Gold Mohurs are coined only at the mint of Calcutta; at til.* su¬ 
bordinate mints of Benares and Fnrrurkabad, silver alone is coined.

—According to the old monetary system, accounts were 
kept at this PieMdency in Star Pagodas, Fanains, and Cash 'I lie 
Pagoda weighed ,Vi.56 grains troy, and was commonly valued at 
Hs It was divided into 45 Fannins, each Funani ron'uiniiig 80 
Cash, 'i'his was tli*> proportion oliseived by Government, the 
Panic, and Agency Jlonses; but in the shops and bazar exchange, 
the nun.her of Fanams to the Pagoda fluctuated according to cir¬ 
cumstances, from 42 to 46 Fanun.s. 

The Cl-o'd Coins were the single and double Pagodas ; the Sil¬ 
ver Coins were the single, double, and 5 Fauam pieces; the one- 
eighth, quarter, half, l and 2 Rupees; and quarierand half Pagodas ; 
the Copper Coins consisted of 1, 5, 10, 20, and 40 Cashpieces. 

According to the new currency, fixed by proclamation, dated 
Fort St. C co/ge, 7th January, 1816, the Silver Rupee constitutes 
the standard coin of this Presidency. The public, accounts are ac¬ 
cordingly converted from the Star Pagoda (the coinage of which 
is discontinued) into the Madras Rupee, at the exchange of 350 
Rupees per 100 Mar Pagodas* All Government transactions are 
now concluded in Rupees.

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Remarks on the Coins of Bombay. 

Silver. — 1 he old Bombay Rupee is the same as was coined 
at Surat under the Mogul Government. It weighed 178.314 grains, 
and contained 1.24 per Cent, of alloy. By an ancient .'greenienc 
with the Nabob ot Surat, the Rupee of both Governments was to 
circulate through both at an equal value; while they mutually 
pledged themselves to keep up the Coin to its exact staud.nl of 
weight and fineness. The Nabob, however, did not keep to ti-is 
agreement; for his Rupees were found soon afterwards to contain, 
instead of 1.24 per Cent, of alloy, no less than 10.13, and even 15 
per Cent. The consequence of this was, that all the Bombay Ru¬ 
pees were carried to Surat to be recoined. 1 his mint was entire¬ 
ly stopped in its silver coinage lor more than twenty years, and 
the circulation of silver was occupied by the Surat Repce. 

In this sitiuaton of things the mere hauls amid not afford to 
coin their bullion here, and therefore Bombay was long without a 
sil>er coinage of its own ; when Government in 1800 ordered the 
Surat Rupee to be struck in this mint, and since that time the Rupee 
has been kept at an equal value in both mints. In both the Silver 
Rupee weighs 179 grains, and contains 7.97 per Cent, of alloy. 

Gold. —lu the \ear 1774 the Gold Mohur was made of the 
same weight as the. Niiver Rupee. It was ordered to be of the fine¬ 
ness of a Venetian, and to pass for 15 Silver Rupees lu this c in¬ 
age, therefore, 14.9 grains of silver represented one gram of gold; 
for such is I he proportion betwem the quantity of gold in this Gobi 
Mohur, and the silver in 15 old Bombay Rupees. When the Surat 
silver ciinency had occupied the circulation, this proportion between 
gold and silver was qn te destroyed; so that gold coined accoiding 
to the regulation of 1774, was now exchanged for no more than 
thirteen times its weight in silver, and often for much less. 

in order to remedy this, and to bring back the Coins of gold 
and silver to nearly their ancient proportions, and their relative va¬ 
lue in the market, it was ordered in 1800, that the Gold Mohur 
should be of the weight as the Silver Rupee, that it should contain 
the same quantity of alloy, and that it should pass for 15 Rupees. 

Weights. —The English weights being in common use here,, 
and at all the other Presidencies, the following account of their re¬ 
lative proportions may be found useful. 

The two principal weights established in Great Britain, are 
the av»irdupois and troy weights ; the last is again divided intodiu- 
mond and money weights; the grain is understood to be a gr ain at 
wheat, gathered in the middle of the ear.

There is but one kind of money made in China, which is cal¬ 
led Petty, or Ca-h; it is of a ba-e metal, cast, not coined, and ve¬ 
ry brittle; it is round, about the size of an English farthinsr, mark¬ 
ed on one side with Chine-e characters, rather raised at the edges^ 
with a square hole in the middle. They are usually strung a hun¬ 
dred in a string ; but they rise and fall according to the quantity in 
the market, varying from 750 to 100u Cash for a Tale. Their chief 
use is in making small payments amongst the lower classes of the 
people 

Spanish dollars are the principal coin current, but other silver- 
coins are occasionally met with- For small change they cut the* 
coins into pieces, and weigh them, for which purpose every mer¬ 
chant carries scales and weights with him. put np in small portable 
wooden cases ; they are made somewhat after the plan of the Eng¬ 
lish steelyards, and arc caSed by the Chinese a dotchin. For the 
purpose of cutting the silver, they have a pair of scissois ; and some 
are so dexterous, that they will cut the quantity required, without 
having occasion to cut a second time. All dollars which pass 
through tiie Jiong Merchants’ hands bear their stamp, or chop; so, 
th it by frequent exchanges, the dollars become soon mutilated, and 
are then cut up for small change, or melted into ingots. All duties 
ate paid in sycee or pure si.ver. 

In the East India Comoany’s accounts the Tain is reckoned at 
6s. ltd. sterling ; but its intrinsic value is according to the ptice paid 
for silver in Loudon.

In deliverinr a cargo, English weights and scales are used, and 
afterwards turned into China Peculs and Catties. If the weights 
and scales are brought from Canton, care should be taken that the 
beam is not longer an one side that the other; some of them have holes 
or notches at each end of the beam, by which they can, by hanging the 
scales in one or other, diminish or increase the weight considerably. 

The weights are in generally light, particularly those they sell 
by, as have been found by weighing tutenague, raw silk, &u Ma¬ 
ny of their dotchins are loaded in the pea. Above all, it is particu¬ 
larly necessary to pay attention to the weighing man, who is very 
apt to jerk the scale down, or pull it to him before he cries the 
weight, and that often erroneous. If a person delivering a cargo, 
will take the trouble of putting in the weights himself, and ba¬ 
lancing the scales, the benefit that will be derived by the cargo, 
laming out well, will be an ample compensation for his trouble. 
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Gold and silver are also weighed by the Tale and Catty; 10ft 
TaWs are reckoned to weiuh 120 oz. 16. dwts. troy, which make 
the tale equal to 579.81 grains. 

The foregoing Weights are sometimes otherwise denominated 
bv the natives ; the Catty is called Gin; the Tale, Lyang; the 
IVlace, Tchen ; the Candarine, Fwen; and the Cash. Lis. 

Gold is purchased in ingots of a determined weight, which 
the English call Shoes of Gold ; the largest weigh ten Tales, and 
the gold is reckoned 94 Touch, though it may be only 92 or 93. 

The Chinese arithmetic is mechanical. To find the aggregate 
of numbers, a machine is in universal use with *11 descriptions of 
people. By this machine, which is called a swanpan, arithmetical 
operations are rendered palpable. It consists of a frame of wood, 
about an inch dee , and of various sizes, from 4 to 12 inches long, 
by *2 to 6 broad, divided into two compartments oy a bar dowa 
the middle through this bar at right angles are inserted a num¬ 
ber of parallel wires, and on each wire ; i:i one compartment are 
five moveable halls, and in the oth"r, two. 'I he.se wires may 
be considered as the ascending and descending power of a nu¬ 
meration table, proceeding in a tenfold proportion, so that if a 
ball upon any of the wires in the larger compartment be placed 
against the middle bar, and called unity, or one ; * ball on the 
next wire above it will represent ten; and one on the next, one 
huudied: so also, a ballon the wire next below that expressing 
unity, will be one-tenth; the next lower, one hundredth; and the 
balls on the corresponding wires in the smaller compartment will be 
five, fifty, five hundred, live-tenths, five hundredths, five thousandths ; 
the value or power of each of these in the smaller division, being 
always five times as much as those in the larger. This system, front 
its apparent ease and simplicity, is much admired, but is subject to 
error; and a person commonly conversant with arithmetic, will 
make more progress, and be more correct, than the most skilful of 
the Chinese with the swan pan. 

Measures. —The long measure in use at Canton is called the 
covid or cobre: it is divided into ten punts, and is equal to 14.625

ON THE CALENDAR, AND ITS SUCCESSIVE REFORMS. 

The divisions of time, such as they aie presented in thp Calendar, are com. 
posed of days, weeks, months, and years. The modes of determining these divisions 
have been various amongst the nations of antiquity, and there are still vauationa 
in tliese modes in the modern world. 

The manner of reckoning the DAYS hy the ancient Jews, and which subsists 
amongst that people at the present time, is, to commence the clay at a cm tain 
hour of the evening, and to finish it on the next evening at the same hour. Thus 
their sabbath begins on the afternoon of Friday, and in completed on the alter, 
noon of Saturday'. The Roman Catholic church also commences its festivals iti 
the evening; and this custom is retained amongst ouisclves in some ot our po¬ 
pular observances, such as the eve of S(. John, and Christmas eve. 

The civil day now commences at 12 o'clock at midnight, and lasts till the 
same hour ot the following night. The civil day is distinguished fiom the 
astronomical da\, which begins at noeju, and is counted up to 24 hours, terminating 
at the succeeding noon. Tins mode of reckoning the day is that used in the 
Nautical Almanac, and it sometimes leads to mistakes with persons not familiar 
with this manner of computation: a little consideration will obriate the dilliculty. 
Thus, January 10, fifteen hours in astronomical tune, is January 11, in the 
morning, civil time. In France, and in most of the states of Europe, as with ns, 
the hours are counted up to 12, from midnight, till noon, and from uoou till mid¬ 
night. In parts of Italy, and of Germany, tiie day is held to commence about 
sun-set, and the hours are counted on till the next sun-set. This mode is very in 
convenient to tiareilers, as the noon of the “ Italian hours’’ at the summer solstice 
is 16 o’clock, and 19 o’clock at the winter solstice. 

The English names of the days of the week are derived from the Saxons ; 
and they partly adopted these names from thr more civilized nations of antiquity. 
The following ingenious origin of the ancient names has been suggested in con¬ 
nexion with astronomical science. The planetary arrangement of Ptolemy was 
thus : 1, Saturn ; 2, Jupiter; 3, Mars ; 4, the Sun ; 5, Venus ; 6, Mercury ; 7, 
the Moon. Each of these planets was supposed to preside, successively, over 
each hour of the 24 of each day, in the order above given. In this way Saturn 
WO uld preside over the first hour of the first day ; Jupiter over the second hour ; 
Mara over the third ; the Sun over the fourth, and so on. Thus the Sun, preai- 
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ding over (he fonrth, eleventh, and eighteenth hours of the first day, would preside 
over the first hour of the second dav : and carrying on the series, the Moon would 
preside over the first hour ot the third day. Mars over the first honr of the fourth 
day. Mercury over the (iist hour of the fifth dnv, Jupiter over the first hour of 
the sixth day, and Venus over the first hour ol the seventh dav. Hence, the 
names of the days yet used in the learned professions throughout Europe. The 
present English names are deiived from the Saxon : —

Tivv, Woden, Thor, and Fnga were deities of {he Pagan Saxons. Thor 
was the god of thunder, as well as the ancient Jove ; aud l'riga was a goddess, 
the. wife of Woden. 

Almost all nations have regulated fheir months, in great degree, hv (he 
revolution of the moon. Some have endeavoured to unite this division with the 
annual comse of the sun, hy an augmentation of davs at the end of eneh vear, 
or by adding a thirteenth month at the end ol every fluid yeai. The Jews ami 
the Athenians followed this latter method. The. Macedonians, and some nations 
of Asia, assigned their mouths 30 and 31 days. The Tinks and the Aiahs have 
29 and 30 days. The months of the Anglo-Saxons were governed hy the te- 
volutions of the moon. Their common year consisted of twelve lunar months, 
three months being appropriated to each of the four seasons; hut eveiv third 
year contained an additional lunar mouth, which was given to the summer sea¬ 
son. The names of their lunar mouths either had refeieuce to their icligioiis 
ceremonies, or to tliu natural appearances of the year. 

A considerable violation prevailed generally amongst the nations of ant", 
qnitv, and still puitiuity pievails, with regard to the commencement of the yu\k. 
The Jews dated the beginning of the sacred year in the month of March; the 
Athenians in the month ot June ; tile. Macedonians on the 24th September ; the 
Christians of Egy pt and Ethiopia on the 29th or 30th ol August, and the Pei- 
siaus and Armenians on the 11th of August. The Jewish civil year begins on 
the first day of the month Tisri, which this vear corresponds with our 9th of 
September ; thn Mahomednna begins on the fiist of the mouth Moharem, which 
this year corresponds with our 14tli of July. Neatly all the uations of the Chris¬ 
tian world now commence the year on the 1st of J.inuaiy ; but as recently as 1752 
even in England, the year did not legally and generally commence till the 25th of 
JVIarch. In Scotland at that period, the year began on the first ot January. Thia 
difference caused great practical inconveniences, and January and Feluuarv, and 
part of March, sometimes bore two dates, As we often find in old records, as 1711-12. 
This practice often leads to chronological mistakes : for instance, we populaily 
say, “ The Revolution of 1088 that great event happening in February of the 
year 1688, according to the then mode of computation : but il the year were held 
to begin, as it does now, on the 1st of January, it would he “ The Revolution of 
1689.” In the anniversaries given in the British Almanac, the alterations of style 
made in 1752, have not been followed ; as any roi rectiou of date would have em¬ 
barrassed the reader iu historical and biographical lefereuces. 

The year, pioperly so called, is the solar vear, or the period of time in which 
the sun passes thiough the. twelve signs of the Zodiac. Tins period comprises 365 
days, 5 hours, aud48 uiiuutes, 51 seconds, 6 decimals, and is called the astrono¬ 
mical ysar. 
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The Calendar is a table of the dnvs of the rear, arranged to assist the distri¬ 
bution of tune, and to indicate lenmrkahle days connected with devotion or busi¬ 
ness. If every nation bad adopted the same divisions of time, and a uniform ca¬ 
lendar had been general thioughout civilized states, bistory would present much 
fewer difficulties and contradictions. The progress of astronomical science lias 
necessarily produced great < hanges in the manner ol dividing time ; and thus, 
whilst some nations huve been leadi to give their calendar eveiy possible advan¬ 
tage ol a scientific construction, the prejudices of others have rendered them un¬ 
willing to depai t (tom then accustomed mode, however inaccurate. ft iimv bo 
curious and instinctive to trace, veiv biiefly, the changes of the calendar, ordina¬ 
rily called the chaiges of st_v Ie. 

The Romans called the first davs of each month Calends from a word which sig¬ 
nified culled ; because the poutiii's on those days called the people together, to 
apprise tnein ol the days of festival in that mouth. Hence we deiive the name of 
Calendar. 

The Roman calendar, which has in great part been adopted by almost all nati¬ 
ons, ,s stated to have been uitiodiiceil by Romulus, the founder of this cilv. lie 
div idcd the v ear into ten months only : Mars, Apnlis. Mains, Junius, Qmntilis, 
(afterwards called Julius ) Se\tilcs, (afterwards called Augustus,) September, Oc- 
tohei, November, f)en iiiliei. i\|ais, Muius, Quintdis and October, contained 31 
(lavs, and eaeli ol the six other months 30 days: so that the ten months comprised 
30-1 days. The \ear ut Romulus was therefore, ol 50 days’ less duration than the 
lunar year, and ol til day s’ less than the solar year ; and its commencement of 
course did not cniespond with any fixed season. Nuina Pompillus corrected tins 
calenil'ii. by adding two months, Januaries, and Pebruaiius, which he placed be¬ 
fore iMais Julius Ca-s.ii, being desnotis to render the calendar still more noriect. 
consulted tlie asliono,.ii rs of Ins time, who fixed the solar year as 365 days, 6 
hours, eo'iipi ismg as they thought, the peuod from one venial equinox to auotlier. 
The six boms w re s^-t aside, and, at the end of four yeais, forming a day, the 
fnnitli year w.ik made to consist ol 366 days. The day thus added was called in- 
trrc.il.ii v, and \v is added to the month ol Februaiy. bv doubling the 24tli of (hat 
month, or according to their way ol reckoning, the sixth of the caleuds of March. 
Hence the year was called Bissextile. This almost pertect anangernent, which 
was denominated the Julian style, prevailed geneiaily through the Ghiisti.in world 
till the time ol Pope Gregniy XHI. The calendar of Julius Caesar was defective 
iu (ms particular ; tuat tlie solar yeai, consisting ol 365 days, 5 liouis and 4'J 
minutes, and not of 365 days, 6 hours as was supposed ui the time ol Julius Caesar 
there was a dilFeieiice brtweeu the apparent yt-ai aud tlie real year of eleven niiutites. 
This dilleiem.e at the time ot Gregory XIII., had amounted to ten entne days, the 
venial equinox falling on the 1 Ith, ni«tead ot tlie 21st ot Marcli, at vyhich period it 
fell correctly at tlie time of the Council of Nice, in the year325. To be obviate 
this inconvenience, Giegory ordained, m 1562, that the 15th October should be 
counted instead of the 5th foi the lutiire ; and to prevent tlie recuirence of this 
eiror, it was blither determined that the year beginning a eentuiy should not he 
bissextile, with the exception of tlie beginning each lomth century. Time, 1700 
and 1600 have not been bissextile, nor will 1900 be so ; but the yeai 2000 will be 
bissextile. In this maimer three days are retrenched in four hundred yeais, be¬ 
cause the lapse of tlie eleven minutes makes three days in about that period. The 
yearot the calendar is thus made as neatly as possible to coirespond with‘the trua 
solar yeai ; Mid future errors of chronology are avoided. 

The adoption of this change, which is called the Gregorian, £r New Style, 
(the Julian being called the Old Style,) was f r some tune resisted by states not 
under the authority ol the see of Rome. The change ol the style iu England was 
established by an act of parliament, passed in 1752. It was then enacted that the 
yeai should commence on the 1st of January, instead of Match 25 ; and that in 
the year 1752, the days should be numbered as usual until September 2, when the 
day following should be accounted the 14th September, omitting 11 days. The 
Gregorian principle of dropping one day in every hundicdth year, except the 
fourth hundredth, was also enacted. The alteration was for a long time opposed 
by the prejudices oi individuals ; aud even new, with seine persons, the old style 
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is so pertinaciously adhered to, that rents are made payable on the old qnarter- 
davs. instead of the new For this reason, and not in deference to the prejudice, 
the old festivals are mentioned in the British Almanac. The Russians still re¬ 
tain the Old Style, thus creatine; an inconvenience in their public and commercial 
intercom se with other nations, which we ttust that the growing intelligence of the 
people will eventually correct. 

During the period in which Fiance was a Republic, the authorities introduced 
an entue change in the calendar, which was in existence more than twelve 
yeats ; and is important to be noticed, ns all the public acts of the French nati¬ 
on were dated accoiding to this altered style. The National Convention, by a 
decree of the Mb October, 1703, established a new era, which was died, in the 
place of the Christian era, the cm of the French. The commencement of each 
veer. Or the first “ Vemliinmire," was fixed at the midnight commencing the day 
on which the autumnal equinox fell as determined at the ohservalorv at Paris. 
This era commenced on the 22nd Tptembei. 1702. bi-in-j the epoch of the founda¬ 
tion of the Republic; but its t stahlishnient was not decreed till the 4th “ Fnmaire" 
of the. year II. (24th November, 1703). Two diva nfiei winds the public acts 
were thus dated. This calendar existed till tl»- lOtu “ Nivose,” year XIV. (tha 
31st December 1805) when the Giegori.ui mode oi computation was restored.

EXPLANATORY NOTES FOR THE YEAR. 

1. Dowinicvl Letter.—T ho seven dnjs of the week, reckoned as begin¬ 
ning on the 1st of Jaiiii.ily, are designated by the first seven letteis of the alpha¬ 
bet, A, li, C, D, IS, F, Cl ; and the one of these which denotes Sunday, is the 
dominical lettei. Thus it the year begin on Sunday. A is the dominical letter ; 
if it li^gm on Monday, that letter is G : if on Tuesday it is F, and so on generally. 
To find the dommial lettei, call New Year's Day A, the next day 11, and so on till 
you come to the first Sunday, and the letter that answeis to it is the dominical 
letter. If theie were 364 days or exactly 52 weeks in the years, the dominical 
letter would be always the same ; but the year contains 365| days ; an excess of 
1$ day over the 52 week*.. The day is taken into the accouut every year, and 
the one-tonrth makes a day in eveiy four years : so that the dominical letter falls 
back ward one letter foi each of ihe three yeais in which the date or number of 
the year cannot be divided, without remainder, by 4, and ttoo letters every fourth 
year when the date can be so divided : as in the yenr 1823, it is divisible by 4, 
and therefore February will contain 29 days. The year began on Tuesday : count 
forward Tuesdays to Sunday, inclusive, is six days ; and the sixth letter from A 
inclusive is F. Therefore, at first F is the dominical letter; but the 29th of 
February, which is added, or intercalated, throws the 1st day of March a day 
later in the week thuii it would otherwise imve been ; and, therefore, the Sunday 
letter for March and all the remaining months will be E. The yeais which Imva 
the 29 days in February, and the two dominical letters, are called Bissextiles, 
for the reason already given; or leap gears, because the day of the month, after 
February, leaps over a day of the week. In law* the 28th and 29th of February 
&re accounted one day. 
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2. The Got.den Number. At the end of every nineteen years, the new 
and full nioona Inppen at very nearly the same times of the year. The. ancients 
discovered this and reckoned the nineteen years, or “ cycle of the moon,” ns it is 
called so that it terminated the year before the Christian era. Tins cycle was 
marked by the Greeks with letters of gold. Therefore, to find the golden number. 
Or number of the year in this cycle add 1 to the date; divide by 19: the quotient 
in the number of cycles of the moon since the birth of Christ, and the remamd r 
is the golden number. As the present year in 1328, add 1, is 1829; divide by 
19 is 90 cycles, and there remains 5 the tjolden number. 

3. Tire Cycle of tiie Sun is the numb* r of years that elapse before the 
Sundays thioiigliout the year happen on the same days of the month. 11 them 
were 801 days 111 the year, that would happen eveiy year : if 303, it would happen 
evety si'M'utli year; but because the o»n,-fourth ot a day makes an alteration of a 
day every touitli year, the cycle must extend to *23 years. Nine years of this oy do 
had elapsed beiore the hiith of Cm 1st. Theiefore, to find tlu* cycle of the sun, 
add 9 to the date, divide by 23 ; the quotient is the number of cycles mine the 
biitli of Christ and the remaimlei is the cycle ot the sun : as. tor the \i ti 1828, 
add 9, is 1837, divide by 28, the quotient is 65 cycles, uud the reiiuuuUci is 17 
the cycle of the sun. 

4. Tm? Mr act is the moon's age for the fust day of Janidtrv 01 the equation 
between the !>• Riming of the solai and the Inn 11 ytar. The time tiom one in w 
moon tn.-.uothei is about 29| days. Thus tlieie are, in a year, twelve levolut mis 
o( the moon, and II davs ovri : therefore, the twelfth new moon vvill take pi ice 
it davs eaiher each yeai then it did the vear before. In the lunar cycle of 19 
yeais, tlieie are 12 new moons in each 01 12, and 13 in each ot 7 : because the 
11 day.-of yearly difference in three yeais exceed a lunar month by 3J days. 
If it were not for tbe odd minutes and seconds, the age ot the moon on the 1st 
of J.nmaiy could always br found, bv multiplying the golden number by il, anil 
dividing by 30, tbeu tiie remainder would be tin* epact, or age of the moon, on the 
1st id January. The following method vvill answer tor the day ol the moon’s age 
011 the 1st of Januai y till the end ot the present century'. Take 1 from the golden 
number multiply wliat is lelt by 11 divide bv 30 ; the remainder is the epact, 
or moon's age, on the 1st ot Jauuaiy : as foi 182S, the golden number is 5; take 
away 1, leaves 4; multiply by 11, is 44; divide by 30, remains 11, the epact, or 
moon’s age, on the 1st of Jauuaiy. 

5. The Number of Direction is the number of days after the 22d of 
March, including both days, upon which Easter Sunday takes place. For in¬ 
stance, the Number oi Direction (or 1823 is 10,. Easter Sunday is Apul 6, 
being 16 days inclusive iioiu March22. 

6. Easter is directed to be celebrated on the first Sunday after the full 
moon that happens next alter the 21st oi March; winch being the fourteenth day 
of (lie hist Jewish month, corresponds to their fust day of the week alter the 
Passover, the aniitversaty of the resurrection ol Christ. The tune at which 
this day must happen varies with the year ; blit the limits within which it must 
fall aie the 22d of March and the 25th of April, inclusive, making a period of 
thirty-five days. 

In ordt c to find Easter, the first thing to be done is to find Flatter limit, 
that is, tiie number of day's after the first of March, 011 which the full moon 
preceding Easter shall happen. To do this, add 6 to the 'epact, and sub¬ 
tract, the sum if less than 30, or the 1 muinder when 30 is taken away, 
if more, front 50, the remainder is the dav after the first ot March, on which 
tbe full inoon preceding Easter happens. Tims, for 1823, the epact is 14, 
add 6 is 20, subtract this from 50, leaves 30 days after the first of March, 
when the full moon preceding Easter takes place, which is the 31st, or last 
day of March, then the following Sunday is Easter day. To find the day 
itself, add 4 to the number of the dominical letter, subtract the sum from 
the limit, and the remainder, from the next number of 7s tlmt is greater than 
itself; this last remainder, added to the limit, will give the number of days

7. Tub Rowan In diction The cycle of indiction has no connection 
witli tlie motions ol the sun mid moon turthci than its consisting ol 15 years. It 
was established by the Emperor Constantine m the year 312, to regulate certain 
payments by the subjects of tlie empire, therefore, to find it lor utiy year, sub¬ 
tract 312 liom tlie date, dtv ule by 15, and tlie lemainder is the indictuni ; as Irma 
1828, s ibtrart 312 leaves 1516, divide by 15 leaves 1, the Roman indictiou. 

8. Seftlaoesima Sunday is tlie ninth Sunday before Easter. 

9. Siikovk Sunday is tlie seventh before Easter. 

10. Whit Sunday is the seventh after Easter. 

11. Trinity Sunday is the eighth after Easter. 

12. Advent Sunday is the Sunday nearest the 30th of November, whe 
ther before or alter. 

When Easter is known, any of the davs that depend on it can bn easily 
found. As, lor 1828, Easter is April 6, Whitsunday is 7 weeks, 49 days, 
alter. Then 6 fiom 30 (days in April) leave 21; 21 (torn 49 leaves 25, therefor* 
Whitsunday, 1828, in the 25ti» of May. 


THE DAYS OF THE CALENDAR. 

JANUARY. 

1. New Year's Day .—The ancient popular customs connected with New 
Year's Day, Shrove-tide, May-day, Christmas, and other festivals, will be illustrat¬ 
ed in a luliirc *‘ Companion to the Almanac.” 

1. Cireumcision. —This festival was originally called the Octave of Christ¬ 
mas ; and the fiist menliou found of it is in the year 487. It was instituted by 
the Church to conimemmate the ceremony undei the Jewish law, to which Christ 
submitted, on the eighth day of his nativity ; and was introduced it to the Liturgy 
of the Church of England in 1550. 

6. Epiphany .—The word Epiphany signifies appearance or apparition. 
This festival is kept in commemoration of the “ Manifestation” of the Saviour of 
mankind to the Gentiles, aud appears to hare been first observed as a separate 
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PIKf I.] 

feast in the year 813. The primitive Christians celebrated the Feast of the 
Nativity for twelve day’s observi ig the first and last with the greatest solemnity. 
From the circumstance of this festival being twelve days alter Christmas, it is 
vulgarly called “ Twelfth-Day.” 

ll. Plough Monday is the first Monday after the Epiphany, and received 
this appellation from its having been fixed upon by our forefathers, ns the period 
when they returned to the duties of agriculture after the festivities of Christmas. 

25. Conversion of St. Paul. 

29. Accession of King George IV. —The biith-day, accession, proclama¬ 
tion, and emanation oi the reigning King of England, are political festivals, set 
apart, both in ecclesiastical and civil matters, as red-lettei or holy days. 

30. King Charles the First's Martyrdom —The death of Charles I. is cele¬ 
brated as a fast of the Church. 

FEBRUARY. 

2. Purification. —This day is kept in the reformed Church as a solemn fes¬ 
tival, in memory of the punfication of the Virgin Maty, who submitted to the in¬ 
junction oi the law uuder winch she lived, und pieseuted tin. infant Jesu.t in the 
Temple. The festival was celebrated in the Christian churches with an abun¬ 
dance of light, and was onginiilly called “ Candlemas Dayas well as the D.iy 
ol Purification. The practice ol lighting the Chinches has been discontinued in 
this country since the second year of Edward the Sixth. In the Romish Chinch, 
the original name, and all its attendant ceremonies, ate still letained. 

7. Sepfiiayesiiiift Sunday. - Septuagesiuvi Sunday is a Sunday dependent 
upon Lent, as that season is upon E ister. It is to Up. considered as the preparati¬ 
on foi th-j fast ol Lent. Its observation was instituted by Pope CJregory the 
Gicat. I’iie name ot the first Sunday in Dent having bepn distinguished by the 
appellation of Qiindiagesiina, and the three weeks preceding having been appro¬ 
priated to the gradual introduction of the Lent Fast, tile tluee, Sundays of this 
weeks were called by names significant of then situation : and reckoning by De¬ 
cades [tenths), the Sunday preceding Quadingesinia, received its pieseut title of 
Quimpia', •smia, the second Sexagesima, and the third Septuagesima. 

1 I. St. Valentine. —The practice of “ choosing a Valentine,’’ as it is called 
on tins day, is too well kiiow'ii to need explanation. The origin ot this custom has 
been much controverted : it is indisputably of vei v ancient dale. Valentine was 
a piesbvter of the Church, who suffered mait- tdom under Claudius II, at Rome, 
A. D. 271 

23. Shrove Tuesday. —After the people bad made the confession required at 
this season by the discipline ol the ancient Chuicli, they were permitted to indulge 
in festive amusements, although not allowed to partake of auy repast beyond the 
usual substitutes for flesh ; and hence arose the custom yet preseived ot eating 
pancakes aud fritteis at Sluovetide. On these days of authorized indulgence, the 
most wanton recreations were tolerated, provided a due tegard was paid to the 
abstinence commanded by the church ; and fiom this origin sprang the Popish 
Carnival. From the loose pastimes of the age in which the Carnival oiiginated, 
are also to be traced the neatly exploded diversions of cock-figktiug and cock- 
throwing. 

24 Ask Wednesday —The primitive Christians did not commence their Lent 
until the Sunday now called the first in Lent. Pope Felix III., in the year 4S7, 
first added the four days preceding the old L it Sunday, to complete the unrulier 
of fasting davs to forty. Gregoiy the Great introduced the sprinkling of ashes on 
the fiist of the four additional days, which give it the name ot Dies Cinerum, or 
Asli Wednesday. At the Reformation, this practice was abolished, as being a 
mere shadow, or vain show.” 

2s. Quadragesima, or first Sunday in Lent. Ercombert, king of Kent fiist 
’ appointed the fast of Lent in this country, in the year 641, succeeding genera¬ 
tions marked the distinctions between the various foods. We find flesh to have 
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been early prohibited during Lent though Hem v VIII, published a proclamation 
in 1543, allowing the nse of white meats, wliicii continued in force until, by pro¬ 
clamations of James I, in 1619 and 1626, and by Charles I. in 1627 and 1631, flesh 
was ngam wholly forbidden. 

MARCH. 

17. St. Patrick. —St. Patrick, fiom the eminent services he rendered the 
Irish in converting them from ido}jtiy, is called the Apostle and Father of the Hi¬ 
bernian Chni eh, and is the patron or tutelar saint of that island. 

21 Midlent Sunday .—This day received its appellation because it is the 
middle Sunday between Quadragesima and Eisler Sunday. It is by some called 
the Mothering Sunday, a term expressive oi tile ancient usage of visiti >g the Mo¬ 
ther, oi Cathedral churches of the several dioceses, when voluntary offerings vver# 
made, which are now culled Easter Offerings. 

23 Annunciation, or Lady Day .—The reformed Clinrch celebrates this day 
as a jovial lestival, trout the connexion between the circumstance commemorated, 
and (lie incarnation. “ Our Lady” is the ancient and popular name ot the Virgin 
Mwiy. 

APRIL. 

4. Palm Sunday .—Palm Sunday is the Sunday preceding Easter, or tho 
last Sunday in Lent. In the ancient Church, Palm Sunday, with the whole of 
the week which it commences, was held in st.-iot deration, and observed with 
gieater rigour, as to lasting ami hmiiHiation, than any other part of the Lent 
season. Flic festival commemorates our Saviour’s tiiuniphal entry into Jerusa¬ 
lem, when branches of palm were spread befoie him. 

9. Good Friday —From the earliest records of Christianity, this dav lias 
been held as n solemn last, in lemeinbraiice oi the Cmcdixion. Its appellation 
of Good appears to be peculiar to the Church of England. Onr Saxon fore la¬ 
thers denominated it Long Friday, liom the length ot the offices and tastings on 
that day. 

11. Easter Sunday is a moveable festival, held in commemoration of tho 
Resurrection, and being the most important and most ancient iu observance, 
governs the whole ol the other moveable feas's throughout the yeai. 

16. Mailed "y Thursday .—Edvvaid III. in the year 1363. appears to have 
been the fust English monarch who intioduced into this country the piac.iice of 
feeding, clothing, and distiUniting money to indigent persons on Muunday Thms- 
dav. The Custom has continued without intermission to tlie present penod ; and 
\eailv,on tins dav. (lie Lord Almoner, or in his absence, the siih-aliuouer, at¬ 
tends tor tint pm pose in Whitehall Chapel. 

23. Saint George. —Edward HI, at the battle of Calais in the year 1349, 
joined to England's tuen supposed principal g.iaidi'.i, St Edvvaid the Confes¬ 
sor. the name ol St. George, both of whom he earnestly invoked to aid his arms. 
The next vear, the Order of the Garter was established, dedicated to St. George ; 
and the Saint himself has, from that period, been considered as piotector of 
Englatid. 

26. St. Mark the Evangelist .—On this dav the reformed Church holds a 
festival in commemoration of the benefits the Cluistian religion has received from 
the exertions of this Evangelist. 

MAY. 

1. St. Philip and St. James, Apostles. —The Church on this day com- 
memoiates the sufferings of St. Philip, and also of St. Jatues the Less, the first 
Bishop of Jerusalem. 

16. Rogation Sunday .—Rogation Sunday received and retains its title from 
the Moudnv, Tuesday, and Wednesday immediately following it, which are called 
Rogation Days, derived from the Latin Rogare, to beseech. The earliest CiuistL 
ana appropnated extraordinary prayers and supplicatious for those three days, as 
• preparation for tbe devout observance of our Saviour’s Ascension, o.n the day 
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«ptt succeeding in them, denominated Holv Thursday, or Ascension Day. The 
•* whole, vreek in which these days happen is styled Rotation Week ; and in some 
parN it is still known Iiv the other names of Crop Week, Grass Week, nnd 
Ganjj or Procession Week. The perambulations ofparishpsarpinadetn this week. 

20 Ascension Day or Holy Thursday, is the day on which the Chnrch 
celebrates the Ascension of our Saviour, the fortieth day after his resurrection 
from the dead. 

30. Whitsunday _On this day is celebrated the descent of the Holy Ghost 

upon the Apostles, in the visible appearance of ficrv cloven tongues, and in those 
miraculous pnweis which were then conferred npon them. Whitsuntide is seven 
weeks after Easter. 

JUNE. 

0. Trinity Sunday —Trinity Sunday is a festival observed hv the Untin 
nnd Piotesfant Churches on the Sundav next followin'* Pentecost, or Whitsuntide, 
of which original!v it was merely an Octave. 

21. St. John the Baptist — 1 The refonned Church holds a festival on this 
day, in commemoration of the “ Nativity of St John the Baptist.” 

2?) St Peter the Apostle —The Feast of St. Peter was instituted in the 
year SI 3. perhaps to celebrate the martyrdom of the Apostle, who su lie ted at 
Rome about 64. 

JULY". 

3 Dog-days begin. —The Canicular, or Dog-dnys, commence on the 3rd of 
July, and end on the 11th of August. Common opinion has been accustomed to 
regard the lising and setting with the Sun, of Sirius, or the Dog-star, as the cause 
of excessive limit, and of consequent calamities, instead of viewing it as the sign 
wlmii such effects might bp expected. Of this notion, Dr. Hutton says, '‘thestar 
not only varies in its rising, in every one year as the latitude varies but is always 
later and later every year in all latitudes ; so that in time the star may, by'the 
same rule, come to be charged with bringing frost and snow.” 

25. St. James .—This Apostle is called James the Gieat, to distinguish him 
from the other Apostle, who is called the Less. 

AUGUST. 

1. Lammas firry.— Lammas is one of the four Cross Quarter-days of the 
year, as tliev are now denominated. Whitsuntide was formerlv the tiist of tlieso 
quarters, Lammas the second, Martinmas the next, and Candlemas the last; and 
such partition of the year was once equally common with the present divisions of 
Lady-day. Mid-summer, Michaelmas, and Christmas. Soiiip rents are yet pay¬ 
able at these ancient quarterly days in England, and they continue general 
in Scotland. 

24. St. Bartholomew the Apostle. —The proper name of this Apostle was 
Nathaniel, by which, and not by that of Bartholomew, lie is mentioned by St. 
John. The (estival of St. Baithoiomew was instituted A. D- 1130. 

SEPTEMBER. 

21. St. Matthew.—This P.vnngelist’s festival is nf great antiquity. 

29. St. Michael.—This festival was, in the jear 487, established in ho¬ 
nour of Michael, the reputed Guardian of the Church, under the title of u St. 
Michael and All Angels.” 

OCTOBER. 

IS. St. Lithe the Evangelist.—The festival held in commemoration of this 
Evangelist was first instituted by the Christiai Church in the year 1130. 

28. St. Simon and St. Jude, Apostles.— The two Apostles St. Simon and St. 
Jude are jointly commemorated by the Church on this day, as appears to have 
been the usage from the year 1091, when their feast was first instituted. 

NOVEMBER. 

I. All Saints.—A]) Saints, or All Hallows, in the Protestant Chnrch, is a 
day of general commemoration of all those saints and martyrs in honour of whom, 
individually, no particular day has been expressly assigned. 
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4. King William landed. —“ On (he 3rd of November,” says Burnet, who 
\vns in the fleet, “ we passed between Dover and Calais, and before night saw, 
the Isle of Wight. TIip next day, the 4 b, being tlie dav on which the Prince 
was tiotli born and mairied, he fancied if lie con'd land that day it would look 
anspirinos to the ntmv and animate the soldiers.

Advent was instituted by the Council of Tours in the sixth centaly. 

DECEMBER. 

25. Christmas Dory.—Christmas Day is a fest'val of the Churrh. nnitersallr 
observed on ttie 25lh December, in memoiy of tlie Natintv of our Smoui ami 
it lias been denominated Christ Mass, fiom tlie nppellatne t'lmsf having been 
added to the name of Jesus, to express that he was the A1 < ssiah, nr the Anointed. 

2fi. Si Stephen.—lie was the first martyr to tlie ( in 1 st an faith. Lindner 
and Doddridge think his death was rattier the effect of popular fury tnau the re¬ 
sult o' a legal sentence. 

28 Holy Innocents. —This festival is kept to commemorate the slaughter 
of (he Jewish children by Herod. 'This is also called Chtldemas Day (hour 
Child and Mas*,) on account ol the Masses said in the Romish Lhmcli tor Ilia 
souls of iunoceiits. 


THE CELESTIAL PHENOMENA OF THE YEAR. 

It is impossible for any one, learned or unlearned, to live through the year, 
©r even throngh the month or the dav, without noticing the influence which the 
changing positions of the heavenly bodies have upon his own eomfoit, and upon 
the stale of all things around him. This is the book of wonder which, at the 
first dawning of reason, both individuals ami nations ; itempt to read. ' It is al- 
wavs open; no perception is to dull ns not (o be able to tiace its greater lines; 
and, from the magnitude of these, and the iinetriug ceitnintv of their recurrence 
nt their regular times, and the changes which they piodnce upon every tiling 
that grows or lives, it is difficult to imagine the existence of a mind so incurious 
as not to form to itself some theory of their nature and causes. 

In a country like England, where the changes are so frequent, and the con- 
trnst so striking, the subject is constantly before every bodv ; and, be it in city 
or on common, in hall or in hut, the season, the day, and the weather, are among 
the vi ry first topics of conversations. If even, in the centre of a crowded city, 
where nature is, ns it were, excluded, and man and art rule supreme,—i( there, 
amid all the displavs of manufacture, all the hustle and occurrences of society, 
and all the news of nations, the phenomena of the day and the year can claim tho 
attention,—how inncli more must they do this, to the people who are scattered 
over the count) v, and spend most of their time in the open air? To all these, that 
Volume, of which the Almanac is the index, is a daily hook; to man, aud especially 
U those nha have not had the advantages of education, it is the ouly book. 
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A subject, the appearances of which force themselves upon the notice of all, 
hot of which the philosophy lies in the depths of science, must be the mean* 
either of great goo I, nr ot great «*\ 1 1 ; for, upon any subject that interests tho 
wind powerfully, il knowledge be not planted, superstition is sine to spiingup 
ol its own accord Tout lie who knows nothing tiny he made to believe any 
thing, is found to he a in ixun of Imt too General truth; and upon no subject has 
its truth been more frequently venfted than upon the one under consideration. 
In the earlv ages of the world, and before revelation had substituted a moral ami 
intellectual svste-11 ior an ideal and superstitious one. the phenomena of the vear, 
an 1 more especially the luuienaiies that aie attendant upon, and produce the so 
pueno'iieii 1, were acknowledged and woislnpp**.l as gods— substituted in too 
pla'.e of linn whos“ i.istiu.iieuts they are, and wiio imnlauted in them those pio- 
perties. and assigned tueui those motions, in consequence of winch they produce 
their ellei is. In moulding them tor tuis pir pile, there is no doubt that tho 
nrtliii pm 1 ion ot society employed all their cunning, in older to enslave the minds 
of the 11111 it> 1 11 I-, and enable themselves to profit hv the darkness wlucii they 
01 c ision -II. Ilit it the subject itselt lud not been the best adapted torsuoei- 
Htitiou. tin* i u iv cunning wtuen made use ol it would have necessarily chosen tiiat 
w.iicu aiisncied its purpose hett-r.

Uiu the s ipersnt.ous adoration of fh" celestial ap leaiauces is not con¬ 
fined totieeniy and liiibarous state of nations W.ieu tins snneistilmn was 
expelled Iroui leligmi, and the 111 •inn 11 i ■ s vveie deprived of t ieii gods,up, they 
did not at once lose tiie whole oi their cons qneu.-e ; lint lieid their place as 
the agents and arbit is ol hum in destiny. Upon tms muse a svstem of super¬ 
stition, which left not a tiling in nature, a ni 'iiioer ot tue hu-ii in body, or 
an event of human life, upon which it did not lav hold. Tu - iuliiidiiil hodien 
had each their special vntiies, their good 01 their hid uilliiPiice ; these vveie inoili- 
fl*d hv the grouping ot the stars into cou>te| a.ioiis, and from the positions n. the 
sun, moon, and planets among these, there arcs* other on npnii.i I mil ienc.es, till tho 
svstem became as complicated as it was ridicti! ms. Saliunly was tins believed 
at one time, that nothing could he done or undeii iken vvitiimit a previous cou-ultu- 
tion ol stars, to find out whether it was their pleasure tliit the issue should lie 
prosperous; and the aspect of the stais at a man's Inrtli was admitted to have, ten 
times as much influence upon his success 111 hie, as Ins talents, his education, and 
liis conduct. Indeed, it had much more ; for if it was not the pleasme of tho 
stais, —and the revealing ot that was com nitted entirely to the astiologer,—the 
man could not act, or be educated, or even horn. If one wished to know whether 
any substance would nnsvver any purpose, lie did not try it, he consulted the moon ; 
and il any tiling was lost, search was not made tor it. the moon was questioned 
through tue medium of the astrologer, who always contrived, by Ins confederates, 
lobe in possession of as many lost tilings as kept up the credit of the craft. 

By this cist absurd system of superstition, the reason and common sense of 
the people were rendered completely useless; and, which was far woise, the 
foundation of nioiality was completely taken away,—because,/if the success 
or the failure, the good or the had ol human . tions, did not depend upon men 
themselves, but upon an unerring destiny, to he lead in the aspect of tha 
stars, there was an end of all virtue and attempting to do rigutlv ; because, as tha 
destiny, Was fixed, no effort 011 the part of the mu it could alter it,—indeed, ho 
could make no eftbrt, unless that was also set down in the aspect ot the heavens 
at his nativity. 

When superstition had Urns destroyed both the intellect and the morals of 
waukiud, the absuiditiea into which it led them were endless; and as auy subject. 
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in order to be wondered at, requires only to be incomprehensible, the delusion be¬ 
came very general. Nor is it yet eradicated. Language contributes a little to 
ties : even the well informed talk about “ stars” and “ destinies and those who 
have little information believe that these words haven literal signification. The 
disposition which all people have to pry into the future, also tends to perpetuate 
this superstition. The proper key to the future is induction from tiie past; hut the 
pioper use of that, supposes hahits ot observing and reasoning, which cannot yet 
lie regarded as general among the people of any country ; so, they who csnoot 
anticipate the future, by connecting it with the present and the past, still billow 
after the delusions not only of astrologer—moon-and-star men,—hot lot tune-telling 
impostors of all sorts; and the delusiou is helped to be perpetuated hv those pub¬ 
lications in which the nonsense of astiology is still retailed to the public. 

These circumstances render it neces^arv that the phenomena of the year 
should be explained in the most simple tye philosophic manner,—that the real causes 
ot those phenomena should be made palpable to the most ordinary capacity; 
and that it should be plant to every one, that there is no mystery in the matter,— 
that the revolutions of the heavenly bodies produce the appearances of the sea¬ 
sons, and nothing more. The motives of these have, in fact, uo more influence 
upon the conduct and the destinies of mankind than the motion of a liver toward 
the sea, or the full of a stone to the ground when it is not home up hy something 
that can support its weight; and it would be just ns rational to calculate the nati¬ 
vity of a man from the motion of the Thames towards the sea, us fiom the motion 
of the moon or the planets. Nay, the revolution of a coach-wheel upon the road 
has just as much to do with human destiny as the motion of tiie heavenly bodies; 
and when, in its revolution upon the dial, the minute hand of a clock pusses over 
the hour-hand, tiiat has just as much itiflueuce upou the fate of nations or indivi¬ 
duals as an eclipse of the sun or the moon. 

With the exception of the light and heat prodncetl by the sun. and the light 
of the mooo, and still fainter illumination of the stars, there is no reason to inter 
that the celesti.il bodies pxert any influence, other than that of gravitation, upon 
the e^trtli itself; and as their influence is wholly of a physical nature, it can have 
no effect whatever upon the minds or conduct of men, any more than can bo 
produced bv the natural or artificial motion of any other substances. So far as 
the luminaiics make men more or less comioitable at the time, they have an 
influence—as the genial temperature of the day raises the spirits in the same 
way, and to the same extent that they are raised by a similar temperatuie of a 
common the, or the light of the moon enables a man to find his way at night, 
just in the same way as he would find it hy the same degree ot lamp-light; but 
beyond these physical effects, there is, and there can be, nothing. If tiie luuii- 
naiy is at the same distance, shines for the same length of time at the same height 
aboie Uie horizon, it matters not in what sign of the zodiac, or in wind part of 
the heavens it may make its appearance,—any more than it signifies whether the 
fire by which one is warmed, or the lamp by which one is lighted, is oil the east 
or the west of St. Paul’s; and it would be just as philosophical to calculate the 
future destiny of a man from the “ house ” in which lie happened te he born, as 
from the “ bouses ” of the planets at the time of bis birth. ludeed, it would he 
much more so; for if intelligence and good sense happen to be lords of the 
ascendant in the house ot the parent, they are veiy rational grounds lor predicting 
the future weliare of the child; and so, also, ignorance, dissipation, and vice, 
in the parent are far more malignant aspects for the iulaut that has the misfortune 
to be born under them, than any configuration which either the stars, or any thing 
else out of the family can assume. 

There was a time when, not the people merely, but the titled and the learned, 
were thrown into the greatest consternation by an eclipse of the sun or moon, 
or the appearance of a comet or the anrorn borealis. And why ? Because they 
are of comparatively rare occurrence; and when mankind do not know the 
rational cause of any thing, they always form to themselves a superstitions one. 
A candle is to the inmates of a room at night what the sun is to the inhabitants 
Of the earth during the day; it gives them light, and, if the flame be large enough, 
H gives them heat. If, two, then be a aurioc upou the waU, aad> the eaudio be 
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80 placed, as that the light reflected hy the mirror is thrown into u room which 
the candle does not illuminate, the mirror will give a suit" of moonlight to nny on-* 
who happens to he there. Now, it one of the family were to stand between 
nnother of the family and the candle, the candle—their sun ior the time- -would 
be just as much eclipsed to the one from whose sight it were hidden, as the sun 
of the world is when the moon comes between it and the eaith ; and so, also, if 
nuy one placed himself in such manner, as that his shadow fell upon the minor, 
that mirror—the temporary moon of those in the dark chamber—would lie just as 
much eclipsed, as the moon of the world is when the earth comes netween it and 
the sun, deprives it of the light of that luminary, and prevents it irom reflecting 
that light to the earth. Well, is there any person in his senses that would say, 
that because one of a family had come between another and the oaiidb*. or between 
the candle and tin* looking glass, that some direful calamity would iielal the lamily, 
or that they would inevitably have a hi awl or a law-suit with the folks ut the next 
cottage ? and yet the consequences just mentioned are precisely pf the same natuio 
with the eclipses of the sun and muon ; and fioin their nearness they have much 
more effect on the inhabitants of the cottage then the celestial ones can nave upon 
the inhabitants of the earth. A temporary want of light is the whole effect in 
both cases ; and as that of the celestial eclipse is never so complete as *nth» 
case of the caudle and the mirror, it is, except as a matter of cuuosity, or as fining 
a poiit'of time, of much less consequence than the other. 

‘ With regard again to a comet, it is much the .same as if one were to conn* in 
tj'tlie room with a burning torch or taper, and then go out again ; .in ocemre .'•<* 
which could do no harm, unless the bearer of the torch were to run against -omo 
body, or set fire to the house. So also, if the comet be a solid substance, an l if 
the light whu li it emits be of the burning kind, (for cornets are so distant, aiul 
continue so short times, that we are unable to be certain about tin-ir nmuie,) it 
■night, if it came in contact with the earth, shatter it, as a can non ball shatteis a 
house, or burn it as a red-hot short or a shell does ; but as long as we aie out of 
its way, we are just as safe from harm, as we would be if we stood oil a Ingli c! if 
and saw rockets let oft' ten miles at sea. A rocket let off in Vanxh.ill Gardens 
has just as much influence on the fate of uatious and individuals, as ail the conn is 
that ever appeared ; and if the stick of the rocket happened to tall upon any bony, 
it would have a good deal more. 

There was a tune when the u Jaek-o’-the-lnntern”—inflinitnihle air over a 
fen, a piece of rotten wood, ora putrid fish—both or which, in a cei mn state of 
rottenness, give out a gas which becomes luminous, was accounted as som^tain jj 
alarming ; but as every buugler in chemistry can now produce the some appear¬ 
ances whenever lie pleases, they have ceased to be regarded wiin any degree of 
apprehension. 

All these follies, with which' people wasted their time, disftnhed the'r 
imaginations, and made themselves uneasy, resulted bom the want ot a litth■ ——■a 
very little—sober and independent thinkiug. Effects must be similar tutii’.r 
causes ; and every subject which is matter cannot affect the mind in any other way 
then by affecting the body. The arsenic, which lies buried a mile under ground, or 
that which is contained in the stores of the Apothecaries’ Company, is just as 
deadly in its nature as that w hich has hy accident, crime, or madness got into tne 
human stomach. But while it remains there it poisons nobody ; and though, hy 
continually alarming himself about it, a man of weak mind might, in time, Ining 
himself to believe that it would ; and though this should injure his health, or even 
frighten him to death, the arsenic would be quite innocent of tin* matter. What 
would even the most ignorant man now livin'* think, if he were told that if a pinch 
of gunpowder were to be stolen from the stores of the Grind Signior, brought to 
Loudon, and burned according to the rules of art, it would instantly blow up alt 
the magazines in Turkey ? Well, there was a time when the belief of such an 
influence in powder was far more prevalent than that of the influence of the ap« 
pearances of the year upon human life and fortune is now. 

The snn, and moon, and the planets and stars, are merely masses of matter- 
inanimate, and, of. course, without any power of thinking and acting as wholes— 
though they may have different classes of 94^1%*!!^ 
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the samp wav that the earth lias ; and it may be that while we are frightening 
ourselves with tne changing phases of the moon, the people on that luminary are m 
the sn ne aim u at onr planet. But bodies placed at so great a distance Irotn each 
other as the planets and stars are can have no influence upon each other, saving 
that of gravitation, and light and heat, which will, of course, change with every 
change of position and distance. As, if tiie moon be far north in the sky, it wilt 
be longer “ up,” or abi.ve the horizon, to ns iu these northern latitudes. If it bo 
near tu tne sun, on tae eastern side, it will shine in tile early pait ot tlie night; if 
it be lieu.-, on the western side, it will slime iu the latter pat tot the night; it it he 
dirpctlv opposite to th * s'iii, it will, it just as far north in the sky, use at sunset 
and set at sum se ;— ■ i it h- lat ther no. th, it will rise before tne sunsets, and set 
alter he sun uses ;-if suite of the sun, it will rise alter sunset, and st heiorv 
annus*; —and, d u h ■ in the sum- unit in the sky witn respect to east ind \ve*t, 
as tlie sun, it will use -ind set at the same time wtli that Ittmuntv, and not ho 
seen, unless it he all so m tie sune pirt ot tlie »ky with legaid to noil hand 
sooth, and in t in* case it will rr *u*, in vvno’e or in pait, between llietaitn and too 
sun, accnidmg >> their places are i-xvt'v 01 only nearly tiie sirne, and occasion a 
total or a paitial nlpse of tlie sun. All tlie changes ol tlie moon, vvilii 
regal d to snipe and tine of appearance, tike place in every lunir month, limn one 
new moon to another. All the variations ol npn*a mces, eclipses, and otuer 
plienotu ii.i, recur in a period of about nineteen yeuis: and any oi tnein may be 
foie told hv one who has a knowledge of astroiioinv 

Tneie me some other p ii ticulais in the moon's appearance, upon which 
superstition is still apt tu lav hold, and predict if not Nimicliung as to nil aau lne, 
at least something about the wieatliei, winch is a leitile siinjnt toi imposture. 
One ot them is the position ol tne rusns, or points, of tne new moon when first 
seen. These ate alwavs both at equal distances horn tlie sun, and, ol coins**, 
tiieir standing straight, or leaning hart;wauls, or forwards, depends upon toe dis¬ 
tance that the moon i*. north in soutli ol tne sun.

Two otm i pecniiaiiti"* ol the iiiooii that oi cas on a good deal ot speculation 
among those who aie ignoiaul of the causes, aie, “ tlie harvest moon” in S"p- 
temher, and u tin* Ininlei’s in,imf’in .Maicli; tl.e lormer of which, wnen near tha 
full, rises tor sevvr-il nights at neailv tae suue hour, and the latter, at the same 
age, is equally iein.u k ml,* for tiie dift’ ience between the tunes ot its risiug. The 
moon moves nearly to tne same distance liom the sun eveiy day, hut it moves in 
a path tlie one half ol which is mu* h nearer the north than tne other; and this is 
the case also with the apparent annual path of tlie Sun, that linninsiry appearing 
much neaier to tiie noitli in summer than in winter. Tims when the moon is mov¬ 
ing noitliward at tlie most rapid rate, it escapes from the houzou northward, ami 
rises earlier; and when it moves southward at tin* most rapid rate, it approaches 
to the houzou, and sets eaiiier. Tlie lull moon can hr* m the former positiou only 
iu September or October, and in the latter iu March or April; and tints the har¬ 
vest and hunters’ moons are occasioned. 

Such are tlie prmcipal changes iu the moon’s appearance; they are all to he 
explained upon the simple tacts of the motions of the moon and tiie earth ; and, 
therefore, they neither have, nor can have, any of those influences which super¬ 
stition, tiie child ol' iguoiance, ascribes to them. 

The planets being all much mote remote from the earth than the moon is, 
and having little difference in their appearances, saving what arises from their 
•vvn motions and that of the earth round the sun, have little about them that 
claims attention as connected witli the appearances of tlie year. Influence upon 
the earth, upon the changes of the seasons, or upon any thine that iu any wav 
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affects the comfort or the ordinary pnrsnits of mankind, they hare none wh«t*ver ; 
and, therefore the explanation* of their appearances and motions may ye: y p>o- 
periy he left to the sfndv of astronnmv. 

Tims the onlv thine; that remains, in order to comp! te this si nnl- notice 
of the phenomena of the year, is some account of the anmiil apnemnncee of tna 
sun-that it rand source of light and life and enjoyment to nil thr animal ami vege¬ 
table tribes. 

Fn Older that the whole mar be clearly understood hv t'-os" who have not 
much knowledge of geography and astionomy, it in iv not he imyinner to begin 
With the apparent revolution of the heavens, eveiy day, ,is aiisuig trom toe real 
'rotation of the earth. When a round body, such 4,s..n orange, o a lull aid ball, is 
made to whirl lonnd in the same place noon tic* table. In smutiing it, .ilriirmgli there 
inav be no mark upon it, one can easily perc. ivc that tin*i - is on- point in tlie mid¬ 
dle of the nun r part of d, roimd which all the* rest til* n*\ ju-t as a wheel tut us upon 
an axle ; and it one could see it from below, there would b“ found a similar point 
in tl^e mnldle of tire under paif, round which the whole wonhl be seen to turn.

If we call the upp i pole of the ball the north 
pole, the mark (rather more than a third of the upper halt from that pole) any 
place in the Bntisli islands; and suppose the ball to be the earth, and the candle 
the snn, we have before us the whole principles of the motious that produce the 
changes of the seasons. ' 

We have only to imagine a level plane, or even flat surface, to pass through 
the centre of the sun ; that the axis upon which the eaitli turns round is always 
upright to that plane ; that the orbit, or path, which the earth moves in dmiug 
the year, lies, one half of it, nbove the plane, and the other hr low ; and that 
this orbit has an inclination, or makes an angle of about twenty-three degrees and 
a half with (he plane each way ; then it we lurther imagine that the north pole of 
the earth is uppermost, and that tiie eaitli, in moving round the orbit from west to 
east, performs as many rotations as tiiere are days in a year, we shall have the 
whole mea is of explaining the* changes of the seasons. 

It we imagine that the point at which the earth is highest above the level 
plane passing thiougli the rentre of the sun is immediately before us and nearest 
to us ; then the point at which it meets the evel plane in descending will be the 
one farthest to the right of the sun ; that where the earth is laithest below the 
level plane will be the one at the greatest distance, and right before ns; and that 
at which the earth meets the level plane in ascending toward us; will be the on* 
most remote from the sun on onr left hand. 

The first of these points will be the shortest day to those in the northern he- 
misphere; and for the quarter of a year from that to the second point, the day 
there will always be lesa than twelve hoars, and the night wore. 
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The second point will b* the vernal equinox,—equal day and night in tha 
anrimr; ■'"<! in Ibe quarter from thence to the third point, the days in the northern 
) lem ; w ». • re will always he more than twelve hoars, and the nights less. 

T te third point will he the midsummer, or longest day, in the northern he- 
niwnh* re ; and in the qnarter from that to the fourth point, the day will he again 
limn than twelve horns, and the night less. 

T\e fourth point will he the autumnal equinox,—equal dav and night in 
imtumn : and in the quarter from thence to the point at which we supposed . ie 
earth to «*'t out, the day will be, ns in the quarter first noticed, less than tweive 
hours, an I the night more 

It is evident, that on the half of the surface which is round the other, or 
south nole, the appearances of the seasons will be quite reversed. 

Thus, in the whole of the half that lies above the level plane, the day will 
be shorter than the night: it will decrease during th- first part of that halt, and 
lengthen again, at the same ratfl. during the second. Also, in the whole half 
below the plane, the dav will Im longer than the night. It will lengthen tipring 
the first part, and shoitenat the, same rate during the second. 

Oo the earth, the motion which causes the lengthening and shortening of the 
dav is not seen, except by all the stars that are round the heavens coming to the 
south in succession at midnight: and the sun being farther north at rising and set¬ 
ting, and higher at mul-day when the day lengthens,—and the reverse when it 
shortens. 

The lengthening and shortening are not at the same rate at all times of tho 
▼ear : for it is not the absolute rlistanc" of the earth tiom the level plane, hut tha 
change of distance between one day and another that makes the difference of their 
lengths. Now, if any one take two rings or hoops of any kind, and put the one 
across the centre of thy ofher. a little, obliquely, he will see that they recede 
from each other most rapidly at the two points where they cross : and that, mid- 
wav between thesp points, there is a considerable space where they are nearly 
at the same distance. Tluuetore, the days must lengthen and shorten most rapid¬ 
ly at the equinoxes, and be for some little time of nearly equal lengths at mid¬ 
summer and mid-winter*. 

The different duration of the day, and the different height of the sun. are 
the eauses of those variations of natural heat which so beautifully diversify tiia 
year. 


THK TIDES. 

1. Causes and General Appearances • 

Those swellings and subsiding* of the waters of the ocean, by which a 
portion of the shore is alternately flooded and left dry, and to which we give 
the name of tides -{-, are to the inhabitants of coasts the most interesting, to 
sea-faring people the most useful, and to the ignorant the most inexplicable, 
of all the every-day occurrences of nature. The appeal which Canute made 
to the certain and irresistible flow of the sea. when he meant to rebuke his 
flattering courtiers, is a proof that, at a very early period of English history, 
the tides had drawu attention; and as nobody can notice the tides for any 


•The book which one is reading affords a very simple illustration Of this. 
Let it be opened as much or as little as one pleases, the edges of the leaves 
are every where at the same distance, while the ends are more and more die- 
taut the farther they are from the joining. 

Professor Leslie, in the Notes to his Treatise on Heat, gives an inge¬ 
nious definition of the word “ Tide.” “ From motion seem derived our ideas 
of time and space, which are often interchangeable terms. The German 
word xeit, denoting time, was at first expressive only of motion ; for jn Swe¬ 
dish it has passed into tid; the same with the English tide. The primitive 
sense of tide may be gathered from its compound, noontide betide, tidings, &c.» 
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length of time without perceiving that, on the same days of the moon’s age, 
tin*}' happen, at the same place, at very nearly the same hours of ihe day, a 
connexion between them and the moon could not fail to he t.-iced But as 
the cause of that connexion does not appear from the connexion itself, the 
uninformed have regarded it as part of that sii}erstitious influence which the 
celestial bodies have over the earth and its inhabitants. 

Instead, however, of there being any thing mysterious in tlm matter, it 
is the must simple that can be ; and depends upon that universal law of gravita¬ 
tion, in consequence of which a stoae falls to the ground or water runs down 
a slope. 

The general conditions, of the law of gravitation are these: Everybo¬ 
dy, or piece of matter gravitates toward anv other piece, directlv as the 
quantity of matter in that piece, and inversely as the square of its distance, 
the distance being estimated, in the case of spherical bodies, from the centra 
oi the one to that of the other. 

Tims, fur instances, a weight of 4 pounds at tne surface of the cirth, 
which is about 4000 miles distant irotn the centre gravitates towards the e.n ill, 
to it presses upon that which supooi ts it. couutf»n»in>e> -tit equal weight 
in a o,nance, or fails if it has no Mippnrt, with a tom* id f nr pounds. 

But if the same weight were raised to a height of 400 > miles, or t‘l iced 
at twice the distance from the centre, its weight would lie diminished in- 
veiseiyjts the squate of the distance, or would be to 4 pounds, as the square of 
1 to the square of 2,—that is, it would lie one-font ih of what it formerly was, 
or one pound. Tins uecrea>e would not, however, be pointed out hv a com¬ 
mon sc tie beam, because the weights in both scales would be diminished ac 
tde same rate; and thus, if they balance each other at the surlqre of the 
earth, they would do the same at any weight whatever. It nngnt, however, 
be meanirud by the iluxure of a spring. 

F: nr tins dimi'union, which takes place in the action of gravitation as 
the distance Heroines greater, it is quite evident that, in large masses of mat¬ 
ter, such as the earth, the sun, and the moon, the gravitation towards each 
other will, at the points where they are nearest, he greater than the average, 
or that at then'centres. As for instance, a quantity of water placed on time 
point of the earth's surface, to which the moon is directly over head, will gra¬ 
vitate moie toward the moon than an equal quantity placed 1)0 degrees from 
the formei, or at a point where the moon is in the opinion. lint water is 
retained upon the surface of the earth by its weight or gravitation toward 
the mass of the earth, and the perfect freedom with which water moves al¬ 
lows it ..Iways to form itself in perfect at cm dance with the law ot giavita- 
tion. Now, the gravitation toward the moon, or tiie sun, acts in the oppo¬ 
site direction to the weight; and, therefore, by whatever portion that giavi- 
tation is increased above the averagA. the weight must be diminished, and 
the wa.er must me up there till the excess of height balance the loss of 
weight, and an equilibrium be every where established, in those parts that 
are cohered with water, ami have a free communication uith each other. 

Toward every celestial body the variation must be the same in kind ; but 
the sun, in consequence of its great mass of matter, ami the moon, in con¬ 
sequence of its nearness to the earth, are the only ones oi which the effects 
aid perceptible. 

The whole gravitation toward the sun is much greater than that toward 
the moon ; K.t the mean distance of the sun is about 24 000 tones the half 
diameter ot the earth, while that ot the moon is only 00 times; and as the 
disturbing forces are to the whole gravitations inversely as the cubes of those 
numbers, (they entering the proportion t/irt. times as factor*,) the disturbing 
force of the moon, that is, the force by which the water becomes lighter 
when the moon is over head, is about 2} times that of the sun. 

It would be out of place here to insert the calculations, which are long 
though simple. But the result, stated in round number, is, that if the earth 
were all covered hy the same depth of water, a tide of two feet would be 
rhised at the point where the sun is directly over head, and a tide of Jive feet 
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where the moon is so,—that is, the water at each of those points would be 
hi' f hei- bv two feet in the case of the sun, and five feet in the case of the 
moon, than at the circumstance of the hemispheres, of which those points 
were respectively the centres. 

The tide that happens at the point, nearest to any of the luminaries, or 
where that luminary is above the horizon, is called the upper tide , and the 
opposite one is called the under Me. The under-tide is produced in the same 
manner as the upper, except that is the diminution, and not the increase, of 
the moon's action which causes it 

If the earth were wholly covered with water, if the sun and moon 
were always at the same distances from it, and if the three bodies remained in 
the same places without motion, the two high waters of each luminary would, 
remain at the same points, and the low water of eacli would he the circum¬ 
ference dividing the two hemispheres, of which the noint nearest the lumi¬ 
nary and the noint most iemote from it were the centres; and as the gravita¬ 
tion towards the earth would he the same at everv point, there would he. no 
means ol discovering the difference of elevation. Not one of these circum¬ 
stances holds, however: and therefore the want of each of them gives a differ¬ 
ent modification to the tides. 

1. The real motion of the earth from west to east every 24 hours causes 
the high and low water of tiie solar tide to perform a complete revolution 
from east to west in twenty-four hours al o. 

2. The same motions of the earth, with the moon's motion round the 
earth, from west to east also, in about 29£ days, causes a complete revolu¬ 
tion of the lunar tides from east to west in one solar day and two fitty-uinths, 
or in about 24 hours 404 minutes. 

As the action of the luminary takes some time to produce its effect, the 
high water at any poiut does not take place till an hour or two after the lumi¬ 
nary has been vertical. 

3. When the sun and moon are on the same points of the compass or on 
opposite points, then if they be so situated with regard to north and south as 
that a straight line passing through both their centres would pass through the 
centre of the earth, the high waters will fallen the same points, and the low 
waters on the same circumference, midway between those points. 

In these cases, the high water will be the sum of the elevations, and 
the low water the sum of the depressions. These are called spring tides. It 
is evident that they must happen at every new moon, by the coincidence of 
both upper and under tides: at every full moon, by the coincidence of the 
upper tide of each luminary with the under tide of the other and that they can 
happen at no other times. 

The same cause which makes the high water of each luminarv take place 
later than the time that that luminary is vertical, makes the highest spring 
tide to happen a little after the new nr full moon. 

4. As time is reckoned by the apparent motion of the sun, the solar high 
water always happens at the same hour at the same p'ace, hut as the lunar 
high water, which is the greater, and gives a character to the whole, happens 
about 481 minutes later every day. it must separate eastward from the solar 
high water at that rate, and gradually become lower and lower, till, at the 
end of the first and third quarters of the moon, it fall on the same place with 
the low water of the sedur tide. Then the elevation of the high water, and 
the depression of the low. will he both, only the difference of the solar and 
lunar tides, and the tides will be neap. 

During the first and third quarters of the moon, the tides will fall off 
from the spring to the neap, and during the second and fourth quarters they 
will grow from the neap to the spring. 

5- The obliquity of the earth’s annual path round the sun causes the 
sun, in summer, to appear, over our latitudes, nearly 47 degrees farther 
north than iu winter; and the obliquity of the moon's monthly path may 
make the new moon about 5 degrees more either north or south of the sun ; 
and also vary the full moon to the same number of degrees from the poiut ofc- 
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posite to the nun. Those changes prodace what may be called the tensonn 
variations of the tides. They take place thus : — . ,

From the variations already menfroned, as well as from local causes, 
these i ales are not perfectly accurate; but they may serve to explain aud 
exemplify the principles. 
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terrestrial latitudes and longitudes. 

The following preliminary definitions will he found useful by those who 
have not studied the principles of mathematical phreuoiogy.

If one ..Land mm.vay between tile poles of the earth, the north pole of 
the heave is will he in the north point of the horizon, and the south pole of 
the heavens m the south pomt.-r-A circumference of the earth passing through 
all the points that are equally distant from both poles is called the equator at 
the earth; and me cireiiniie*ence of the heavens directly over it is tailed the 
celestial equator. Tin* fust of these divides the earth into two (equal hemis¬ 
pheres, a no th tad a south-, and me last divides the heavens in tint same way. 
The conespouding pole is iu the ceutie of the hemisphere, weather of the 
earth or tne heavens. 

7. If one stands at any number of degrees distance from the equator, 
the nearest pole will lie that number of degrees above the horizon, and the 
other p le the same number below. Hence every change of place, northward 
or southward, will cause an alteration iu the elevation of the pole with regard 
to the horizon ; hut 110 alteration will be made by a change eastward or west¬ 
ward, if the same distance front the p !e (or equatoi) be preserved. 

S{. A line drawn directly north and south is called a meridian line, be¬ 
cause it points to the pla>eof th sun at 12 at noon, or mid-day. If such a 
line were supposed to be continued northward and southward to the poles, it 
would be a half circumference of the earth; the equator would divide it in the 
middle, and all ihe points through which it passed would be directly north 
and south of each other. If a line were supposed to be drawn, in the 
keaveu*, directly over ail the ooiuu of a meridian, that would be tire correi. 
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ponding celestial meridian, and would pass through the poles of the heavens. 
If the meridian on earth and the celestial meridian were both non turned com* 
pletcly round, they would be circles ; and the former would divide the earth, 
and the latter the heavens, into an eastern and a western hemisphere. 

9. As the meridians of all places pass through the poles, and as the 
poles are points, all meridians must meet one another in these- Lines and 
circles that meet one another are said to form an angle■ That angle is the 
measure of the inclination of the one to the other. Thus the aim le which 
any two meridians make with each other is measured hv the part of the 
equator that lies between them, and couuted in degrees, minutes, &c. 

10. As the whole heavens appear to revolve round the poles in 21 hours 
nearly, a twenty-fourth part must pass any point, av for instance, the smith 
point, in one hour. But the twenty-fourth part of It.'iU is 15 ; therefore, 15 
degrees of the heavens must apparently pass the south, or meridian every 
hour nearly. 

When we cannot see one place from another, or measure thp distance 
between them by a rod or line, we can determine th ;m by knowing the posi¬ 
tions of both on the earth’s surface. As, tor instance, a man living in 
Loudon wishes to know how far it is to Jerusalem or Mexico, and in what 
directions those places lie from London; or a sailor in the mniule of the 
Atlantic wishes to know how he can lind his way to the Laud’s End in 
Cornwall, or to Kingston in the Island of Jamaica. In either case, he can 
neither see the direction nor measure the distance directiv ; and thus, u he 
had not some means of ascertaining them, travelling and sailing would be 
at an end. 

When, as in these cases, we cannot point out the direction, or measure 
the distance directly, we find how far the one place is north or south ol the 
Other, and also how far it is east or west; and when we have once found 
these, we can calculate the others. The distance notth or south is found, by 
first litiding how far each place is north or south ■! the equator, and then 
taking the Mini if they are on opposite sides, or the difference it they are on 
the same side; and the distance east or west is found, by first finding the 
angle that <s made at the pole by the meridians of two places, or, which is 
the same thing, by finding what portion of the equator lies between their 
meridians. 

The latitude of anyplace is its distance from the equator; and is 
north when it is nearest the north pole, and south when it is nearest the south 
pole. No place can have more than 90 degrees of latitude; neither can two 
places lie more than 180 degrees asnnder. 

The latitude is easily found, by observing tlie height of the sun, the 
moon, or any other celestial body, when it is on the meridian. 

The height of the pole above the horizon is equal to the Latitude of the 
place. This may be ascertained by observing the greatest and least e eva. 
tions above the horizon of the pole-star, or any other star which nevei^mts. 
Half the sum of these elevations is equal to the height of the pole, orthe 
Latitude. 

When we take our measurement of the latitude of any celestial body, 
(which is effected by means of an instrument which measures angles) we must 
previously know how far that celestial body is from the celestial equator The 
distance of any celestial body from the celestial equator, is called its declination 
and is north or south according to the situation of the body If the declina¬ 
tion be of the same kind with the latitude, we must subtract it from the 
height of the body when on the meridian ; and if it be of the opposite kind, 
we must add it; the difference between the result and 90 degrees is the Lati¬ 
tude. In every method, when our observation requires to be accurate, we 
must make other corrections ; as. we must allow for the dip or height we are 
above the mean surface of the earth ; for the half diameter of the body, if we 
take the outside or limit of it instead of the centre for the refraction , or bend¬ 
ing of the light on passing through the atmosphere ; and for the parallax or 

difference of position in the body as seen from the surface of the earthy and 
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from the centre. AH these matters are, however, inserted and explained in 
the tables that are used by seamen and others who have occasion, accurately 
to hud the latitude. 

for common purposes, all degrees of latitude may be considered as of 
the same length ; but as, in reality, the earth is a little flattened toward the 
poles, it takes a passage over rather a larger space there, to make the same 
angular distance. 

The i.okgitude of a place is much more difficult to find than the lati¬ 
tude, because here we have no point fixed bv nature from which to begin. 
We are. therefore, obliged to take the meridian of some particular place as 
a first meridian ; find the longitudes of otner places by observation, and 
count them from that. It is indifferent what place we take, and therefore 
British geographers and sailors take the meridian of the Koval Observatory 
at Greenwich. Most other nations reckon from their chief city ; but it 
would be much more convenient if the first meridian were the »ame with, 
all; at least it would save the trouble of adding or subtracting the diffe¬ 
rence. Thus, in reducing Fiench longitudes, which are reckoned from 
Paris, to bng'isli. 2° 20’ 24 ff must be added, if they are east; and the sama 
must he subtracted if they are wist. 

The general method of finding the difference of longitude is, to find the 
difference of lime between the two places. The auu, by the motion of which 
time is usually measured, apparently comes from the east. Consequently, 
it must be noon, or anv other hour at the easternmost place, before it is At 
the westernmost. The difference, as has been stated, is 15 degrees for an 
hour, four minutes of time for a degree, fifteen minutes of longitude to a 
nnnute of time, or, under the equator, about fliO yards for a second of time. 
These nuinheis are near enough for purposes of explanation, but for all pur¬ 
poses of computation they require to correspond with the accurate period of 
the revolution of the earth upon its axis. 

When the celestial bodies are visible, it is always easy to find the exact 
time at the place of observation, whether that place be on land or at sea ; and, 
therefore, if it were possible to convey the exact time at the first meridian 
over the world, the longitude would be easily found. 

A watch, or chronometer, as it is called, that goes at a perfectly uniform 
rate, may so far answer the purpose, but there is no ahsoluted check upon it. 
If there be two or three, the average of them is a little more to be depended 
on, but even that gives no absolute certainty. 

There are several other methods: — the eclipses of the sun, the eclipses 
of the satellites of Jupiter, the distance of the sun and moon, and the dis¬ 
tance of the moon from certain known stars. These can all be computed 
beforehand ; and they are inserted in the nautical almanacs for the benefit of 
seamen. But eclipses of the sun happen very seldom; the eclipses of the 
satellites of Jupiter cannot be observed at sea, inconsequence of the motion 
of the shin ; the method mostly resorted to is derived from observing the dis¬ 
tance of the moon from a star. Those distances are marked in the nautical 
almanac, with the times at Greenwich when they take place, and by making 
the proper corrections for refraction , parqflax, arid the other circumstances 
mentioned, the longitude may be found by the difference between the time at 
which they are observed, and that stated at the first meridian. Thus, if any 
position of the moon and a star be stated in the nautical almanac to take 
place at Greenwich at 12 at night, and if, after all corrections, the same be 
found to take place at 4 in the morning, the place of observation will be in 
60 degrees east longitude nearly. Such &- e the principles, but the details 
are ton minute for being noticed here. 

The degrees of longitude are net all of the same length. The meridians 
meet at the pole, and are at the greatest distance as under at the equator ; 
therefore, as the latitude increases, the longitude becomes less and less, and, 
consequently, an error in the longitude becomes a smaller number of miles. 
At latitude 60 the degree of longitude is half of what it is at the equator.—, 
where upon the supposition that the etuuk is a perfect glove, it is equal to a 
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degree of latitude. The decrease is most rapid toward the poles, and at the 
pole its If the degree of longitude has no length whatever. 

Tiie principles of mathematical geography are more fully detailed in the 
treatise on that subject, published by the Society for the U fFusimi of Useful 
Knowledge ; and to that treatise we refer our readers for the explanation of 
many points that could here only be slightly noticed.

ON VENTILATION AND HOUSEHOLD CLEANLINESS. 

We are all thoroughly aware of the necessity of breathing; and tl: 1 ,i« 
greeable fieshness and reviving influence of the pure morning air must c..,,. 
vince us that the breathing a pure atmosphere is conducive to health ; yef v a 
as carefully exclude the air from our houses as if its anproaoh we e noxious. 
Intending to shut out the inclemencies the weather only, in our rare to guard 
ourselves from the external air, we hinder that renewal of the atmosphere 
which is necessary to prevent its becoming stagnant aud unlit tosuppott anu 
mal life. 

Few persons are aware how very necessary a thorough ventilation is to 
the preservation of health We preserve life without fond for a considerable 
time, but keep us without air for a very few minutes aud we rea«e to exist. 
It is not euonvh that we have air, we must have fresh air; for-ihe principle 
by wlii. n life is supported is taken from the air during the act of breathing. 
One fourth only of th» atmosphere is capable of supporting life ; the remain, 
der senes to dilute the pure vital air. and render it more fit to lie respired. 
A full grown man takes into his lungs nearly a pint of air each time he 
breathes; and when at rest, he makes about twenty inspirations in a mi. 
unto In the lungs by an appropriate apparatu., the air is exposed to the ac¬ 
tion of the blood, whmh changes its purer part, the vital air, (oxygen gas.) 
into fixed air. (carbonic acid gas,) which is not only unlit to support animal 
life, but is absolutely destructive of it. An admirable piovision of the great 
Author of nature is here visible, to prevent this exhausted aud now poisonous 
air from being breathed a second time :—while in the lungs, the air receives 
so much heat as makes it specifically lighter than the pure atmosphere; it 
consequently rises above our heads during the short pause between throwing 
out the breath aud drawing it in again, and thus secures to us a pure draught. 
By the care we take to shut out the external air from our houses, ue prevent 
the escape of the deteriorated air, and condemn ourselves to breathe again and 
again tile same contaminated, unrefreshing atmosphere. 

Who that has ever felt the refreshing effects of the morning air can won¬ 
der at the lassitude and disease that follow the continued breathing of the 
pestiferous atmosphere of crowded or ill-ventilated apartments? It is only 
necessary to observe the countenances of those who inhabit cluse rooms and 
houses, the qualid hue of their skins, their sunken eyes, and their languid 
movements, to be sensible of the had effects of shutting out the external air. 

Besides the contamination of the air fr m being breathed, there are other 
matters which tend to depreciate its purit) : these are the effluvia constantly, 
passing off from the surface of animal bodies, and the combustion of candles 
and other burning substances On going into a bed room in a morning, soon 
after the occupant has left his bed. though he he in perfect health and hahitu- 
ally cleanly in his person, the sense of smelling never fails Jo be offended with 
the odour of animal effluvia with which the atmosphere is Charged. There is 
another cause, perhaps, still more striking, when a person fresh from the mot- 
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»in$r air enters a coach in which several persons have been dose-stewed during 
a ItHig night. He who has once made the experiment will never voluntarily 
repeat it- The simple expedient of keeping down both windows but a single 
lndf-inch would prevent many of the colds, and even fevers, which this mja- 
riuiis mode of travelling often produces. Outside passengers, though they 
ntnv suffer a little more from cold uud wet, generally escape these everv-day 
complaints of those who pay double their fare. If under such circumstances 
the air is vitiated, how much more injuriously must its quality be depreciated 
when several persons are confined to one room, where there is an utter neglect 
of cletnliness; in which cooking, washing, and all other domestic affairs are 
necessarily performed ; where the windows are immovable, and the door is never 
opened but while some one is passing through it! On entering such a den of 
filth, the nose is saluted by a stench so horrible, as to make any person, unused 
to it, recoil and pause before he ventures in; but the wretched inhabitant has his 
sense of smelling so blunted, that he does not perceive, that, with every bieaih 
he takes, he inhales a poison, which is sapping the vigour of his body, and 
destroying the energies of his mind. 

(Jan we womier that, with such absolute neglect, all the diseases of per¬ 
sons so situated should be of a dangerous character ? or that the mind should 
he inspirited, and that the man should fly to drams for relief from the burthen 
which he finds to be weighing him down ? 

It may be taken as a wholesome general rule, that whatever produces a 
di» igreeabie impression on the sense of smelling is unfavourable to health. 
That sense was doubtless intended to guard us against the dangers to which 
we are liable from vitiation of the atmosphere. If we have, by the same 
means, a high sense of gratification from other subjects, it ought to excite 
our admiration of the beneficence of the Deity in tints making our senses 
serve the double punmse of affording us pleasure and security; for the latter 
end iitigiir just as effectually have been answeied by our being only susceptible 
of paimm impressions. 

To keep the atmosphere of our houses free from contamination, it is not 
sufficient that we secure a frequent renewal of the air—all matters which can 
ii.j'ire its purity must be carefully removed. The linen of beds should not 
lit- allowed to remain nnchangeit till it lias lost all appearance of ever having 
bean white, or of ever having had any acquaintance with the washing tuli. 
Tii“ contents of chamber-vessels should not be left in the house an instant, 
it it be possible, and certainly not in the room of a sick person : every nio- 
incit they leniain they fill the air with a fi.tliy odour which is little less than 
poisonous to all who breathe it. 

Tiio-e u no have but one apartment in which they must of necessity per. 
form alt the dome-tic duties, should be careful to remove a,l matters that are 
offciiMte in smeii, as caubage water, dirty soapsuds, &c; they should in. 
deef. lfpossibe, avoid washing in the room they live in. For the same rea. 
son, hi jiug clothes m-doors should be avoided. 

Fi->wers in water and living plants in pots greatly injure the purity of 
the air during the night, by giving out large quantities of an air (carbonic 
acid) similar to that which is separated from the lungs by breathing, which, 
as before stated, is highly noxious. On this account they should never be 
kept in bed rooms : there are instances of persons, who have incautiously gone 
to sieep in a close room in which there has been a large growing plaut, having 
been found dead in the morniug, as effectually suffocated as if there had been 
a charcoal stove in the room. 

A constant renewal of the air is absolutely necessary to its purity: for in 
all situations it is suffering either by its vital part b.dng absorbed, or by im* 
pure vapours being disengaged and dispersed through it. Ventilation , there - 
/ore, readers ilsetj into the securing a constant supply of fresh air. 

In the com.linotion of houses, especially in those built for the poor, this 
great object has been too generally overlooked, when, by a little contrivance 
in the arrangement of windows and doors, a current of air might, at any 
time, be made to pervade every room of a house of any dimensions, ilooms 
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cannot be well ventilated that have no outlets for the air; for this reason 
there should be a chimney to every apartment. The windows should be capa¬ 
ble of being opened, and they should, if possible, be situated on the side of 
the room opposite to, and furthest from, the fire-place, that the air may tra¬ 
verse the whole space of the apartment in its way to the chimney. 

Fire places in bed-rooms should not be stopped up with chimney-boards. 
The windows should be thrown open for some hours every day, to carry off 
the animal effluvia which are necessarily separating from the bed-clothes, and 
which should be assisted in their escape by the bed being shaken up, and the 
domes spread abroad, in which state they should remain as long as possible ; 
this is the reverse of the usual practice of making the bed, as it is called, in 
the morning, and tucking it up close, as if with the determination of preven¬ 
ting am purification from taking place. Attention to this direction, with re¬ 
gard to airing the hed-clotlies and bed after being slept in, is of the greatest 
importance to persons of weak health. Instances have been known in winch 
restlessness and an inability to find refreshment from sleep would come on in 
such individuals when the linen of their beds had been unchanged for eight 
or te-i days In one cas^ of a gentleman of a very irritable habit, who suffer¬ 
ed fi0111 excessive perspiration miring the night, and who had taken much me¬ 
dicine without relief, he observed that, for two or three nights after he had 
fresh sheets put upon his bed, he had no sweating; and that, after that time, 
he never awoke, but tViat he was literally swimming, and that the sweats 
seemed to increase with the length of time he slept in the same sheets. By 
not nenmttmg him to sleep in the same sheets or night clothes more than 
twice without their being washed, he instantly lost this debilitating affection. 

Various means are had recourse to at times, with the intention of cor- 
reding disagreeable smells, and of purifying the air of sick rooms. Diffusing 
the vapour of vinegar through the air, by plunging a hot poker into a vessel 
containing it; burning a'ornatic vegetables, smoking tobacco, and exploding 
gunpowder, are the means usually employed. All these are useless. The ex¬ 
plosion of gunpowder may, indeed, do something, by displacing the air with¬ 
in tiie reach of its influence; but then, unfortunately, an air is produced by 
its combustion, that is as offensive, and equally unfit to support life as any air 
it can be used to remove. These expedients only serve to disguise the really 
offensive condition of the atmosphere. The only certain means of purifying 
the air of a chamber which is actually occupied by a sick person, is by chang¬ 
ing it in such a manner that the patient shall not be directly exposed to the 
draughts or currents. 

Chemistry has furnished the means of purifying the air of chambers in 
which persons have been confined with contagious diseases, so as to destroy 
tin* noxious power of the effluvia generated in such situations, and thus of 
jM»M entiug the disease from extending. This will be accomplished by atten¬ 
ding carefully to the following directions. 

Close all the windows and doors of the room intended to he purified, ex¬ 
cept ihe one by which you propose to retreat, and make up the aperture of the 
chimney or five-place, except for about ail inch or two at the bortom. Having 
pin three table spoonsful of common salt, (muriate of soda) ribbed, fine, in¬ 
to a shallow dish, place it upon the floor of the apartment,—if with a few hot 
cinders heneath it, the better; and then pour, at once, upon the salt, a quar¬ 
ter of a pint of strong oil of vitriol (sulphuric achl); retire and dose the 
room for forte .eight hours. Immediately the acid is poured upon the salt a 
pungent vapour (chlorine) is given out freely, which is extreineiy unpleasant 
to breathe, and very destructive to moat metallic surfaces. It is on this ac¬ 
count that the operator should leave the ap; -tinent quickly and that all the 
iron and brass furniture should be previously removed. This vapour conti¬ 
nues forming for many hours, and diffusing itself completely through all 
parts of the room, effectually destroys the matter on which infection depends: 
at the expiration of about forty-eight hours, the room may be entered, tho 
doors and windows thrown open, and a fire made in the chimney, in order 
that the apartment may be perfectly ventilated. It may then be safely occu-

pied. The above quantity of *a!t, &c, is quite sufficient fora chamber of 
the usual sise; for a much larger room, double the quantity, divined into 
two vessels, should be used. The merely offensive odour of sirk rooms, or 
of any oilier aparltnents, may he readily corrected, by placing in them plates 
containing the chloroaodiao solution of Laharaque ; which, is now well known 
in this country. 

Bnt no fumigation will be of any avail in purifying stagnant air, or air 
that has been breathed tiLi it has been deprived of its vital part; such air 
must be driven out, when its plaoe should he immediately supplied by tie hash 
pure atmosphere. The readiest means of changing the air of an apartment is, 
by lighting a tire in it, and then throwing open the door and windows; this 
will set the air in motion, by esiahdshiug a current up the chimney. The mr 
which has been altered hy being breathed is essential to vegetable life- and 
plants, aided hy the rays of the sun, have the power to absorb it, whiio 
they themselves at the same time give out pine vital air. This process, go¬ 
ing on hy day, the reverse of that described betore as taking place during the 
night, is continually in operation, so that the purification ot the atmosphere 
can only be prevented bv its being preserved in a stagnant state. 

In the country, there are other circumstances winch require to he attended 
to besides cleanliness in the house, and the free admission of lIic air iuto it at 
all times. Care ought to bo taken that nothing he allowed to exist very near 
the house that can injure the pm ity of, or produce humi'dity in. the atmos. 
phere: heaps of putrefying vegetables, dunghills, pools and ditches of stag¬ 
nant water, privies and open drams, furnish a constant supply of the exhal¬ 
ations which produce fever. In hot seasons especially, every breeze in such 
neighbourhoods must carry poison with it. These things are much 100 com¬ 
mon before the doors of cottages, and even of larger houses. Those who 
build houses for the poor would do well to choose situations sufficiently elevat¬ 
ed to allow the waste waters to be drained off with facdify: without this, 
they must stagnate and putrefy, to the dau»er of the health of the inhabi¬ 
tants.

NATURE AND USE OF CHRONOLOGY. 

The term Ciihonology is made up of two Greek words, Chronos "time, 1 * 
And Logos, litei ally word,” or " description so that toe simplest defini¬ 
tion <>t its meaning is, t 'K story op time —or the narrative of the succes¬ 
sion of recorded events, in their proper order, noticing the portions of time 
that elapse between them. 

As the past is our only safe guide for the present, and our only useful 
key to the future, tiie Rtorv of time, or the consideration of events in the 
order in which they happen, becomes a matter of the utmost importance. 
Even to our merely historical knowledge, that is, our knowledge of the 
even's themselves, and without any reference to the comparison of them 
together, chronology is important : because, without that, our knowledge 
is uot correct. Hut when we wish to turn our historical knowledge to a 
practical use, by r* fleeting upon the causes and results of human actions, 
chronoioiry becomes indispeosihle. The great practical use of past events 
is the rfleet tha'the antecedent eyent has upon the consequent; and it we 
mistake the order of succession, (and where we have no information wH 
aie more likely to be wrong than right,) we are in a worse condition than 
if we had no intormatinn whatever,—we are in a similar condition to a 
man travelling a nng the road from London to Dover in order to arrive at 
Liverpool, - farther from the object we wish to arrive at, than if we had not 
moved at all- 

Now, men seldom take the first step in any art or science, until they 
are guided on by necessity; and as the use of chronology is philosophical, 
and thus does not appear till men being to compare the former events with 
the latter, and draw conclusions, it cannot be known among very illiterate 
rations, and could not he known in the early ages of the world The me¬ 
mories of the inhabitants of the South Sea Islands do not extend backwards 
above an a«e or two ; and even then they are vague, not agreed about the 
events themselves, or informed as to the intervals between them. Of the 
recorded events of the early ages of the wot Id, the information is so very 
uncertain th •! the most acute aud laborious iuquirers into the subject are 
at variance. 

Before the story of time can be known, we must know something of time 
itself; we must know how to compare two pt ••tions or periods of it, so as to bo 
able to say either that they are of equal length, or that the one is longer than 
tlve other, and how much longer it is. In order to do this, we must fix upoa 
some standard of which the length is known j-and as we cannot keep a por¬ 
tion of lime by us to apply to other portions as we do a standard pound for 
weight, ora standard bushel for dry measure, we mnst have recourse t* 
soiui event which we have reason for believing dees not take up a iongre 
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period at one time than at another, — such as the rotation of the earth upon 
its axis, the revolution of the moon round the earth, nr that of the earth 
round the sun. Of the absolute equality of .ny two portions of time what¬ 
ever may be the event by which they are measured, we never ran he cer¬ 
tain ; because we cannot be in possession of two of them at one* so«ato 
compare together If we can find no other difference between the* events, 
we have no •eason to believe that the times in which they happen are of 
different lengths: end this negative proof is all that we can get. In using 
the measures of time, we observe the same method at) with other measures. 
If the perio't be less than a dav we mention the number of hours or parts 
of an hour that are in it ; if it he of moderate length, such as the life 
of a man, we count it in years; and if it be long, we count it in centuries, 
or hundreds of v ears. 

Though to all nations, the various lengths, of the day as arising from 
the rotation of the earth of the month as arising f»om the revolution of the 
moon. and.$f the vear as arising from the leiolulion of the earth, he each 
dependent upon the same cause ; and though, s the other circumstances of 
those eauses - the spaces over which those bodies pass do not viry mir-h, 
the same day. or month, or year, must be of the sain.- -ngth to the people of 
all nations, and there cannot he much difference between one and another ; 
vet different nations have had different modes of reckoning them. Seme of 
\heae differences are pointed out in Art. I t- On the •„ alefidtr.” 

When a nation came to such a degree of information and importance, 
as that it left a desire to record the events of its own liistorv. it. generally 
began with some great event. as a fixed point or epoch, from which it count¬ 
ed the ek.v or succession of portions of tiiu-, all presumed to be equal, and 
each equal to that whii h the nation happem-d to lake for a standard. '1 ho 
day being ihe portion with which people are most lam’-liar, and also the one 
of which the appearance is the most striking light and darkness being the 
grea'est of all contrasts most nations made the day th<* ahsolu'o measure ; 
but as the day is rather short for measuring long intervals, they generally 
bad periods of so tinny days, and nt so many times these again rorifespond- 
ing with, or rather haling some resemblance to, our weeks month-, and 
years 

As an exact mim'-er of tim^s of the rotation ot the earth is not contain¬ 
ed in the revolution of the moon, and us an exact number ot times of cither 
this rotation < r ibis revolution is not cont ■ in**J in the revol lion of th>- eaitli, 
aras which are reckoned in terms of eitl er of these fixed periods do not 
ugiee with each other. Inother words, as days, lunar months, »■ d years, are 
not even parts 01 multiplies of each other, two er is which are counted, one in 
so many limes one ot these, and the ether in so many times of another, cannot 
be made to agree, so as to point out the tune at which anv eve nt happens, 
without making corrections for the fractional differences. Th** Period of 
time in who h those franctional differences amount to an unit of the shorter 
measure, is called a cycle —> e» Art If 

Those nations among whom the Christian religion has been dissemi¬ 
nated, have, ever since its introduction, abandoned all eras save that 
which began at the birth of Our Saviour. This is called the Christian 
bra ; and when the date or number of the year is spoken of in a solemn or 
formal manner, the words Domini, or the contraction A. D.. mean¬ 

ing ■' the year of the Lord.” are prefixed to the number, to distinguish it 
from other eras. When we count from the birth of our Saviour backward, 
we either put B- C , “ before Christ, M or Anno ante Christum, A. A C., 
which is the same. Events are sometimes dated from the creation of the 
world ; aud the term Anno Afundi. \ ", that is, “ year of the world ” pre¬ 
fixed to the date ; but as opinion is divided as to the precise date of the 
creation in terms of the Christian era, the commencement of that era is 
considered «sthe pieferahle epoch 

To find the distance of any event— if it he before the birth of our Sa¬ 
viour, add the date of it te the date of the year; if after, aubtiact; the sum 
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in th» first case, as the difference in the second, is *be time from the present 
date, or the distance of the event. 

As the eras of the nations ot antiquity have become obsolete, «tnd an 
the principal^ events in their histories have been reduced to ih« resnective 
years ot the Christian era, either before or after the birth ot onr Saviour, 
those e,raa are needed, only by tho»e who read the writings of antiquity ; and*, 
therefore. it is not necessary in the present case to detail them. There is, 
however, one era winch is used by a very large portion of.the moderns, the 
Hejira, or era that commences at the eoocli of the flight of Mahomet from 
the city ol Mecca to that of Medina, which took ulace in the fi'i'id year of 
the Christian era. The Mahometan year is regulated by this event.

MILITARY REGULATIONS. 

STANDING ORDERS 
FOR THE BENGAL NATIVE INFANTRY. 

SECTION I. 

DUTY OF OFFICERS IN COMMAND AND CHARGE OP 

COMPANIES. 

1. I* is on the Offi vr-rj iha Command and Charge of 

CmtinR 'ie><, that the conduct, * fticin.'-v* and character of a Nal’ve 
Corps mumlv depend ; and it will he generally found, (lint in Cmps 
win re there is a proper and high sense of duty m the Officeis of ti>is 
Tank, the Men are well behaved, smart and soldier like whether on, 
Or oft duty. But »n ensure this feeling. or to {five rise to it wlie>e it 
is Hrtiitme. the Officers Commanding Companies must he rested 
with sufficient authority, to emomage merit and check irregiilatitiea, 
without being mirier the necessity of referring, ou every luffing oc¬ 
casion. to the Commanding Officer. 

2. Offireis Commanding Companies may grant indulgences to 
deserving Men of their Companies, to a certain extent ; they maj 
grant leave tor one nr two dai s. excepting at Mlister ; hut this leave 
is, ou no a (.con im , to extend to a.later hour than Tattoo-beating. Alt 
applications for the indulgence of leave to a greater extent, will 
require the sanction of the Commanding Officer, and must be mado 
through the Officers in chaige of Companies. 

3. Officers in Command of Companies are responsible for the 
general appearance and cleanliness of their Companies ; and to 
enable tln-m to asceilain that their orders on this subject are attend¬ 
ed to, tlice wi>| he a Private Parade of Companies once a week, at 
sun-get. Tuts Parade is solely for the iuspeition of the Office's Com¬ 
manding Companies. All deficiencies hi the Appointments or Clo¬ 
thing of the Men, with the causes that led to them, to he reported, for 
the Commanding Officers information, thiuiigh the Quarter Master. 

4. Companies are to be permanently divided in>o four Sections, 
with a proper proportion of Non Commissioned Officers to each ; 
and the European Officers will endeavour to from a chain of respon¬ 
sibility throughout the whole, causing the Commanders of Sections 
constantly to bear in mind, that their credit, as smart Officers, wor¬ 
thy of furthei advancement, will depend ou the soldier-iike appear¬ 
ance of tneir Sections. To carry this into effect, in most N"tivo 
Corps, will require time and much attention ; hut when once effect¬ 
ed, it will be productive of the best results. An Officer, however, 
must not rest satisfied that his orders are attended to, merely be¬ 
cause he has given them ; he will have many obstacles to overcome, 
ita introducing this Regulation, and lie should make it a point of 
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seeing his Sections paraded occasionally, under tlieir Non-Commis¬ 
sioned Offi<-.erg. before falling in as a Cnmnanv. A rod oi each 
Section iB to be kept bv the Non-Commissioned Officer, a*»d no al¬ 
teration to be made in it, without an order from liio Odicer iu Com- 
inami of the Company. 

5. The Officers Commanding Companies are responsible for 
the pat inriii of (heir Companies ; for the Clothing, Aims. Accoutre¬ 
ments, and Ke^iuieutal Appointments in use, and for the repair of 
Arms. 

fi. They are authoriz'd to enforce the execution of all Orders 
and Regulations, relating to the interior discipline and ecoimmv of 
their Companies, by oidrring those Men oho neglect or disobey 
th etn, extra tints, or punishment Dull, not exceeding four days’ 
Guard, or ten deis’ Dull. 

7. They will occasionally visit the Men of their Companies, 
v< ho may he in Hospital, and ascertain, b\ peisoiial rnquny, if they 
me f ii rn is lied wiili every thing necessary lor sick Men; tins essenti¬ 
al nmt of an Otlic.ei's duty, sliotild be paitirulaiiy attended to in 
imlieahhy situations ; nothing being so gratifying to the Native 
Soldier, as to perceive that his Officer is mteiested iu his nelfaie. 

8. Tlie following Books are to be kept in each Company ; 

One for copies ol Mm-tcr R 11s iiud Bay Abstracts. 

One Book for F.m ily Remit is tire Bills. 

A Boil of Nutn e OlVn eis and Men, with a list of their nearest 
relations. in the oider ot succession, opposite each Man’s name. 

One for the Long Holt of the Company. This Book is to be 
made out iu strict conformity with the orthography used tu the Ge¬ 
neral Bo!) of ttie Battalion. 

A B<*gistei of Geticial Leave. 

A Register containing distinct Statements of the proceeds of 
Estates oi deceased Non-Commissioned Officers and Sepoys ; these 
Registeis are to be made up on the 31st of Dcceiubri of each year, 
wiieu copies are to be scut to tile Regimental Office, for the purpose 
laid down in General Oiders of the 19th May 1807. 

A Book ioi entering the date and subject of all Orders affecting 
their duty as Officeis Commanding Companies. 

A Character Book. Tins Book will be confined to the Naicks, 
Dioinmeis, and Privates of the Company ; and it will be the duty of 
the Officer Commanding the Company, to enter in it, eveiv incident 
•alculated to make known the general character of individuals be¬ 
longing to bis Company. 

9. The character of the Native differs so materially from that 
of the European, that it requires time, and attentive observation of 
the most minute circumstances, connected with the behaviour of the 
Men, on all occasions, and iu nil situations, to enable the European 
Officer to from a correct opinion of their fitness for promotion ; but 
by stiict attention to every part of their conduct, and a careful entry 
of every particular of a favorahle or unfavorable nature, ill the be¬ 
haviour of Individuals iu this Book, it will become a public Record 
of the greatest use, in preventing the promotion of unworthy Indivi¬ 
duals, and in encouraging the exertions of the active, intelligent, 
and deserving Soldier. 

10. AVithont some Record of this kind, an Officer who lias not 
been long in Command of a Company, and who is called upon to re¬ 
commend a Naick or a Private for promotion, has seldom the means 
•fasceitainiug the chaiacter of hie Aden; he ie under the necessity 
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jpf apolviilg to the Native Officers, or Pay Havildar, a fftode of ob¬ 
taining the required information, which is considered calculated to 
’-produce p^riticjons coimrqnencei. 

11. It will be the Commanding Officer's duty, to pay, and to 
^exact attention to there Records, and to have every particular of a 
^Mail’s conduct so fully inserted, as to leave little room for doubt or 

[dispute. 

12. Tlipse Bonks will be inspected by the Commanding Offi¬ 
cer, on the 1st of May. August, November, and February. 

13. _ Any injury that may occur to the Arms, Accoutrements, 
or Annointments of Companies; or any deficiency in them, with all 
the iiifoimatiou the OAicer may he able to obtain, of the cause of 
the loss or injury, in to be immediately reported to the Quarter 
Master, for the Commanding Officer’s information, to enable him 
to comnlv'wirh the directions contained in General Orders. 

14. Officers Commanding Companies will'personally disburse 
the Pay, as soon as practicable after the receipt of it; and for this 
purpose, they will have their Companies inarched to their Quarters, 
in their Cinform and Side Arms, and again taken back to the Lines, 
by tiie senior Native Officer present. 

15. The Men on Guard are to be paid by their Officers when 
relieved; and excepting in cases of extreme urgency, the Officers aro 
expected to see every Man in their Companies receive bis Pay in 
their presence. 

16. Whenever a Casualty may occur, the Coat and Pantaloons 
in weai, are to be sent into store, to he agaiu issued, under the ordets 
of the Commanding Officer, to Recruits. 


SECTION 2. 

GENERAL REMARKS FOR THE EUROPEAN OFFICERS. 

1. A ready and cheerful obedience to alt orders from superior 
Officers, is the first principle of Military discipline ; if, therefore, st 
Subaltern should chance to Command, on any parade, or duty, all 
junior Officers employed on the same duty, are expected to pav as 
much deference to his orders, as if they were acting under a Field 
Officer. Subaltern Officers Commanding Platoons at Drill or Exer¬ 
cise, may order extra Drill, not exceeding four days, to any Man of 
their Platoon, who is awkward or inattentive; and when inspecting 
Guards, may order any Man, who is dirty, one day’s extra Guard; 
but if they think more than four days’ extra Drill, or one days’ 
Guard, necessary, they will report the circumstance, for the infor¬ 
mation and orders of the Commanding Officer. 

2. In reprimanding Men, for any irregularity, all passionate or 
abusive tenon are to be avoided. 

3. Every Officer is expected to attend to the dress, appear¬ 
ance, and behaviour of the Men of the Coips, on, or off duty ; and 
whether they belong to his own Company, or not, 

4' Officers should also take notice of all Guards and Sentries 
of the Regiment, and report any negleot that comes under tbeir 
observation ; they should be equally ready to bring into notice, any 
remarkable instance of attention ; they should watch over the 
general character of the Corps, and embrace every opportunity of 
•viucing the interest they take iu its reputation, by ohcokiug irre- 
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gulaiitv and neglect, and encouraging diligence and attention to 
lint*, m the Individuals belonging to it. _ ' 

5. Thev should endeavour to become acquainted with the 
rharacter and general’behaviour, on diitv. of the Native Cvimiim* 
ginned. Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates ol the Corps. but 
partirnlarlv of their own Conioanies Tim frequency of Commands 
and Escorts under European Officers, affords many opportunities 
of arqninng tins intoriiiati'in. 

6. Tnev should, themselves, attend to the complaints of the 
Men. and not allow this diitv to d< volve on a Native Officer, a 
llavildar. or a Servant. Tne Officer who permits this part of 
bis. duty to he performed by another, deprives himself of the 
best opportunity of securing the respect and attar lunent ol the Na¬ 
tive Soloi-r. 

7. It should he impressed on the young Officer, that griev¬ 
ances. which to htin'rnay appear frivolous, aie oi s-rious import, 
when connected with the religions piejudices of the Men; and that 
even when the redress of such grievances is impracticable, it is still 
in Ins power to listen with patience to the Soldier’s statement, and 
to convince him. that his feelings have not been disregarded. 

8. AH Officers on returning from detached duty, sue to make 
a general Report of the conduct of the Native Commissioned Offi¬ 
cers and Hnvildars belonging to their Deiacmnent; and in case of 
having any neglect, or anv unsoldier-like conduct to notice, a frill 
detail of evt-rv paiticular connected with the Individual’s behaviour, 
ia to be -entered into. 

9 Ttieie ate also many points in the performance of a Non- 
Commissioned Officer's duty, which shew attention and smartness ; 
this will he noted, hi a geueial wav, in this Report. 

10 AH y oung Officeis. on first joining a Cn-ps, are to attend 
tlieDnll. until perfeeilv acquainted with the Dull of the Recruit 
and Company ; Mounting Guard ; Manual and Platoon Exercises; 
Marching and Standing Salute with the Sword. An Officer’* fitness 
for joining the ranks of his Regiment, is to be ascertained by his 
Dniling and Commanding a Platoon, in his Commanding Officer’s 

pies'M'oe. 

11. They should be posted, at first, to the Company of soma 
old Officer, who will take every occasion to point out to them, the 
manner mi which the interior duty ot a Company is conducted, and 
explain to them the nature and use of the different Rooks which are 
kept, and ol the Reports which are required. They will also, after 
they h-»ve been dismissed the Drill, be sent on Command under an¬ 
other Offii er, to leant that part of their diitv. For two years after 
they join, tliev ate to attend all Courts of Enquiry, Courts Martial, 
and Committees, which may be held in the Regiment, to learn the 
manner in winch those duties are conducted. 

12 No Officer to have the Command or Charge of a Company, 
until he Rhall have done Regimental duty for two years, and not 
rlieu. unless he have acquired a competent knowledge of Hindoos, 
tauee, without which, his intercourse with the Native Soldier will 
be carried on i| a manner unsatisfactory to both ; nor will the Officer 
Require over the Soldier the influence which it is of importance he 
should possess. 

13. Native Commissioned or Nori-Commissioned Officers at¬ 
tending to make their reports, are not to be detained. The hours foe 
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making tlie common reports of a Corps, are to be fixed, and all 
Officers, are to be ready to receive tliem at the pi oner hour. 

14. Native. OHicera attending at a European Officer's Quarters, 
on uiity, which may require tiieir being detained, are to be furnished 
with a cbair, and treated with the courtesy due to their situations. 

15. No Officer should detain au Orderly who may be sent to 
Li in ; being on dutv, he is immediately to lie sent back to bis Post. 

16. Officet 8 allowed Oiderlics, are to use them on Public, dutv 
only: whatever duty a Subtler is on, be should be strictly confined 
to it, and the most scrupulous exactness demanded, particularly 
from an ()rdei|y. 

17. Officers when sick, are to be reported sick bv the Surgeon; 
and viidle in the sick report, 91 c not to appear iu public places>, or 
public parlies. 

18. Officers proceeding on leave, are to lodge a Memorandum 
of their addiesH in ilm Adjutant's Office. 

11 ). In closing those geneial Remaiks for Officers, it iiihv he 
necessary to immess on the minds ot the young aim inexperienced. 
Low much depends, in a Native Corns, on the conduct of the Eu¬ 
ropean OificeiSj^/ An attentive body ul Officers will ensure attention 
from the Men; and indifference, to the pertoimame of dutv. on the 
port of the European Officem, will be followed by carelessness and 
negligence, on that"ot the Natives ot all tanks 

20. M liters port u Regimental, such as on admonition, ora 
reprimand given to an Oflioer, or punishment inflicted on Men of the 
Coips. ought never to be made the subj ect ot com eisatiou among 
at 1 a 11 gets, or out ol me Regiment. These conveisations often giv« 
rise to exaggerated misstatements, affecting the character of Imuvi- 
duais, and the credit ol the Regiment. 


SECTION 3. 


THE ADJUTANT. 

1. It ought to be tile anxious wish ol every Commandant of a- 
Regiment, that 110 Officer who has not the requisite qualification*, 
should be recommended for the situation of Adjutant. The Officer 
holding this appointment; ought to possess considerable knowledge 
of the Hiudoostanee language; u> be well acquainted with the habits, 
customs, ami prejudices of the Sepoy s ; to have great command of 
temper; to be cnmpleteW master ot the Drill, in all its pans ; and 
above all. to feel pleasure in the performance ot bis duty, 

2. He will regulate the details of ail duties, tiiat they may tall 
as equallv as possible upon all. 

3. The correspondence relative to the discipline and organiz.i- 
tiou of the Corps, anil all Standing Orders ami Instructions, as tn 
the proper mode of executing its various duties, will lie keut in lua 
Office. He is responsible for the due circulation of Ordcis, ot eveiy 
description, 

4. All Official Returns and Reports, excepting such ns apper¬ 
tain particularly to the Quarter Master’s Department, are to he uiado 
out under bis inspection : be is also tbe channel of coininimicatiou 
with" the Commanding Officer, on all points of duty. 

5. When the Coips is ordered to be under aims, lie will have 
it properly told off, and ready at the hour specified: he is to exr 
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amine all Detachments previously to their being delivered over to 
the Officers appointed to Command them ; and he is responsible for 
the general cleanliness and appearance of ail Guards watched off 
jji om the Battalion Paiade. 

6. He is to have the particular direction of the duties performed 
by the Seijeant- Major; he is to attend all Drills, and be particularly 
caretiii that the Recruits are trained in strict confoimity with the lie* 
gulatious. 

7. When Recruits are posted, or Sepoys transferred to Com¬ 
panies, the Adjutant is to send a Descriptive Boll, carefully copied 
from the Regimental Register, to the Officer Commanding the Cow* 
pany to which the Men are postedi 

8. Tiie following Books to be kept by tbe Adjutant : — 

One Battalion Register, or Long Roll. 

One Register of the Estates of deceased Native Officers. 

One General Register of Estates of deceased Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Privates; this Register to contain merely the name, 
rank and Company, date of decease, balance of cash, and anpro* 
priatinn of the balance: all other particulais being m the Cow* 
pany Registers. 

One Book for Public Letters. 

One Register oi Regimental Courts Martial. 

One Register of Geueral Leave, 

One Book for copies of Monthly Returns. 

Oue Book for copies of Casualty l.ists. 

One Book for copies ot Present States. 

A Character Book for Native Commissioned Officers, and for 
Nosi-Commissioned of the rank of Havildar. 

9. He is to submit to the Commanding Officer daily, a Morn¬ 
ing Report of the Corps : also a Weekly Report of the punishment 
Drill, specifying the names of the Men; the Companies to which 
they belong; bv whom they were sent; for what crime, and for 
what period. He will send all Recruits, with a Roll, for examina¬ 
tion bv the Surgeon, previously to their being enlisted. 

10. The greatest attention is requisite, in keeping the Charac¬ 
ter Book of the Native Commissioned and Noit-Conuuigsioiird Offi¬ 
cers of the Corps. The nature of the entry, when unfavourable, 
is to be always explained to the Individual concerned. 


SECTION 4. 

THE INTERPRETER AND QUARTER MASTER. 

1. The Quarter Master is responsible for the Stores belonging 
to the Regiment, and for the correctness of the Returns and Reports 
lie may submit for the signature of the Commanding Officer. 

2. He will prepare Indents, Survey Reports, and all Papers 
connected with the Stores of every description, in use with the Re- 
giment; and ail correspondence on these subjects is to be address¬ 
ed to him, for the Commanding Officer’s information. 

3. He will submit, every Monday, to tbe Commanding Of¬ 
ficer, a Report of the Clothing, Stores and Ammunition under liia 
charge, accoutring for tlto difference between tbe present and tbe 
last Return* 
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4. He will go through the Lines at least twice a week, and see 
that they are kept clean, and that no encroachments are made on the 
streets by the erection of tatties, or screens of any kind ; he will 
also prevent the Goorgahs from digging pits or gutters in the 
streets. A place should be assigned to these Men, in rear of each 
vting of the Corps. 

5. He will also direct his Serjeant to go through the Lines 
daily, and See that the Ordcis are strictly attended to. 

6 . The following Books are to be kept by the Interpreter and 
Quarter Master. 

A Book for copies of all Indents, Returns, and Survey Re- 
porta. 

A Book for copies of the Muster Rolls and Pay Abstracts of 
his Establishment. t 

These Books are to be submitted quarterly, with the other 
Books of the Regiment, lor the Commanding Officer’s inspection. 

7. Any deficiency in the Arms. Accoutrements, Appointments, 
Ammunition, or Camp Equipage of the Corps ; he is to report to tha 
Commanding Officer, with such information as he may have been 
able to obtain, as to the cause of the loss, or injun. 

8 . He is to furnish even Officer proceeding on Command, with 
a written Statement oi the Public stores of every description, sent 
with Ins Detachment. 

9- Of the duties of Interpreter, the explanation of all Orders 
in plain language, is one of the most important. If this be done 
carelessly, or mi intelligibly, the very object of publishing these 
Ordeis will be defeated; for, if tluv are not distinctly understood 
by the Men, they cannot be attended to, or obeyed 

10. The Interpreter will Mso consider it Ins duty, to make out 
Petitions of all kinds for the Men. Any Native Coimnis.-ioued, 
Non-Commissioned Officer, or Sepoy, requiring a Petition to be 
prepared, is to apply to the Officer Commanding his Comoanv, who 
will give him a Letter to the luterpieter, mentioning his request. 

11. The Interpreter is to sign all Petitions, as examined, and 
submit them to the Commanding Officer, for signature. 

12. All Petitions are to be copied into a Book, to be kept for the 
purpose, iu which the date of their despatch by dawk, is to be 
marked. 


SECTION 5. 


THE SURGEON. 

]. This Officer should bear m mind, that he is not leas amen* 
able to the orders of the Officer Commanding the Coips, than any 
Officer in it; and that, although any interference in his Medical 
treatment of the sick, would be improper, and is unauthorized, vet, 
all other points connected with the Rules already laid down by the 
Regulations of the Service, for the management of the Hospitals of 
Native Corps, are cognizable by the Officer at the head of the Regi¬ 
ment, who is responsible for their due observance by all pUoed 
under bis orders- 

2. The readiness of the Men, when sick, to resort to a well 
regulated Hospital, will afford satisfactory proof of the attention 
Raid to the patients. On the other hand, to an Hospital badly uae 
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waged, or indifferent attended to, the Men will nearer willingly go. 
If M not to flit* use of Europe Medicine that the Sepoys have anjr 
objection; blit the? are' shrewd and observant, and soon discover 
whether they are propei{* treated, and whether the Suigeou is 
interested in their recovery. 

3. Anv private interference of the Native Doctors in the 
supply of Bazar Airuir.ine. Oil. Bandages, or any tiling used in the 
Hospital, is to be stiietlv prohibited. 

4. The Establishments, which are ample, are to be confined to- 
the Hospital duties, and are not to be used for private purposes. 

5. A portion of the Wegiinental Bearers is to be always hi at¬ 
tendance at the Hospital to assist the Sick. 

6 . An acquaintance with the Hmdoostanee, so necessary for 
cverv Olficer employed with a Native Corps, is particularly so for 
the Surgeon ; without it, it is impossible lor him to perfunu his duty 
in an efficient or gatisfactuiv manner. 

7. A full and ample simply of Hospital Cots, of the prescribed 
size, is to be alwavs kent ready in Cantonments; and when in Camp,, 
the sick are to ue furnished witii a proper quantity of good diy 
straw, 

8. Men discharged from Hospital in a weak state, should he 
recommended to be executed duty, for as many days as tlie Siugeon- 
inay deem advisable ; and at tiie expiration ot that tune, if not huITU 
ciently recovered, a further extension is to be granted, on the Sur¬ 
geon’s recommendation. During the time a Man may thus be 
axeeuied duty, be is to be returned convalescent. 

9. The Mussulman or Brahmin Cooks, allowed by Govern¬ 
ment for the sick, aie to be of a description of Men approved of by 
the Sepoys, and J’rnm whose hands they will eat. The Hindoo 
Water cauier should also be a person of the, same description. 

10. Men sent to the Hospital,, should bo accompanied by the 
Orderly Ha«ildar, and a note should be sent to the Surgeon, by the 
Officer Commanding the Company, in the following ionu:— 

“ Sir, 

“ Be pleased to receive into the Hospital, Aiiund-Sing,. 

Sepoy of the-Company, for the curs of his disorder. 

A. U. Captain, 

f Date J Commanding - Company” 

And on the Man’s discharge, the ^Surgeon is to luriusu nun with 
a Ceitificate to ihe following effect: 

*• A omul Sing, Sepoy of ihe-Company, is discharged from, 

the Hospital this-of-. 

C. D. Surgeon. 

“ N. B. lie should be excused from duty for-days.” 


SECTION 6 . 


THE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The Officer ot the day has the general chaige of the Guards 
mounted in the Corps, and is the person to be applied to, hi the 
fiiRt instance, on any occuirence iu the Lines, requiring the presence 
of a European Officer. 

2. He will march ofT the Battalion Guards in the morning, and 
visit them m the evening,,at, nr before suu set; and pay particular 
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Attention to the dress and appearance of the Men, and to their con¬ 
duct while on duty. 

3. He will order the Native Officer of the dar, to visit them at 
noon, and about midnight, and to be particulaiIv careful to report 
any neglect. 

4. He will visit the Hospital, and see that the Men are fur¬ 
nished with proper Cots; that tin- Hospital, and its immediate vici¬ 
nity. are clean, aud tree from filtii of any kind. 

5. On visiting the Hospital, he is to pass leisurely through it, 
and to nsrertiiin, by personal enquiry of the Mi it. whether they 
have any cause for complaint, or ate in want of ai>v thing. This 
is an inipoitaut part of his duty in visiting the Hospital, which is not 
limited to merely riding up to it. and ascertaining the number of 
sick, bom the Non Commissioned Officer on duty. 

6. A Memorandum is to be inserted at the foot of the Officer’s 
Report, stating the hour at which the Hospital was visited, and that 
tkie necessary questions were asked, with the complaints, if there 
■be shiv. 

7. This Officer is on no account to quit the Lines of his Corps, 
but to be ready at all times to receive reports, and to proceed to the 
Lines whenever his presence may be necessary, in all cases of lire, 
not onl* in his own Lines, hut in those of any other Corps, he will 
invariably proceed to the spot, and will be ready to afford all the 
assistance iii his power, tonai ds the preservation of public or piivato 
property. 


SUCTION 7. 


THE SERJEANT MAJOR. 

1. The Serjennt Major is under the immediate orders of tlio 
Adjutant, whose principal assistant he is, and to whom alone, lie is 
responsible : he is charged, in a secondary degree, wall the icsnoii- 
sibilitv which rests upon tiiat Officer, in all that relates to the Drill, 
the examination of Men paiaded for duty, and to the discipline ge¬ 
nerally of the Native Officers and S-pnis, it is through him, that 
the Adjutant generally conveys to the Corps, the verbal and occa¬ 
sional Orders of the Commanding Olli<n. 

2. All verbal Orders given through the Serjeant Major of the 
Regiment, are to he obe\ed as promptly, as if tliov weie (.imitated 
iti the Regimental Order Rook. L any Officer should anpieheuri 
that tbeie was a mistake in an O'der tlius issued, he is to bring it 
under the Commanding Officer’s or Adjutant’s notice, that it rnay ho 
corrected; but lie is not himself to stop its execution. On Service, 
it may be often necessary to convey to the Men, Orders oi the 
greatest consequence, in this manner. 

3. As this Non-Commissioned Officer lives in the Lilies with 
the Men, be must necessarily be sooner informed of anv irregu¬ 
larities the* may commit, than any other Europeau iii the Regiment; 
lie should, therefore, he very attentive to tlieir behaviour, and parti¬ 
cularly so to that of the Native Commissioned and Non-Commis¬ 
sioned Officers; and lie should nut fail to eport any occurrence that 
rnay cuius to ins notice, calculated to affect the discipline ef tiio 
Corps. 
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4. He will parade nil Guard*, and see that they are clean, mid 
dressed according f, » Order: after Guard Mounting: in the morning, 
he will attend the Gnll, and assist in its superintendence. 

5. He will also attend Drill in the evening, whenever 20 File*, 
or upward*, of old Sepoys are at Drill. 

6. He will instruct the young Non-Commissioned Officers in 
their duty, and take opportunities ot examining the older ones, to 
ascertain whether the* are acquainted with their’*. 

7. Hu will he careful that Men ordered punishment Drill, be 
pot permitted hv the Orderly H evil tiara, to evade the order. 

8. He should invariably near the Uniform furnished bv Go* 
vernmeiit; and if permitted to wear a Kaggy. it should be perfectly 
plain, with a badge on the arm or stiouidei, similar to that furnished 
by Government. 

d- He is to be strictly prohibited from receiving presents from 
the Natives of the Corps, at Christmas, or at any other Holiday. 

10. The Seijeaiit Major is never to be spoken to harshly, be¬ 
fore the Men ; if. after having been once or twice admonished, he 
should not relorin, he is no longer fit lor the situation. 


SECTION 8. 


THE QUARTER \1ASTER SERJEANT. 

1. The Qnaitur Master Seijeaiit is to assist the Quarter Mas¬ 
ter. in the chic of the Stores : he is to see that the Parade is cleared 
and clean, and the Flags for Exercise are always ready, and pitched 
according to ordeis. 

2. He will go through the Lines, once every twenty-four 
hours, and see that the Ordeis respecting them are duly attended to; 
he will, in the first instance, point out any deviation from the Orders, 
to the Orderly Havildar of the Company, in which it may occur ; ami 
if no' immediately remedied, he will repoit it to tlie Quarter Master. 

3. As this Noii-Coinrnissioned Officer acts, in some measure, as 
Drill Serjeant, he must take an opportunity of performing these 
duties, at sued boms as will not interfere with his attendance stl Drill. 

4. The Quartet Master will uever. but in cases ot the most 
urgent necessity, employ him during Drill hours ; and whenever 
Much necessity occurs, which can be but seldom, it is to be intimated 
to the Adjutant. 

5. The Orders respecting dress laid down for the Seijeaiit Ma¬ 
jor, are equally applicable to the Quarter Master Seijeaiit, as well as 
the prohibition of the use of harsh language to him. iu presence of 
the Men. 


SECTION 9. 

NATIVE COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. It is to this class of Officers, that Officers Commanding 
Companies must look for correct information, respecting the conduct 
«f thp Men in the Lines. 

2. They are so often detached on duty, with (mill Parties of 
the Corps, that much of the efficiency of the Regiment will depend 
en them. 
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3 Th«v should be confined to the duty of thenr rank; in the 
performance of which, they should receive the most dt-ci icd support, 
and their jus- authority should be upholdeti by the European Ofii- 
eeis, as much as possible. 

4. Ii is however to he olearlv understood by all, that the Na¬ 
tive, Office rs are as much subordinate to (he European Officer t'.oin- 
mvnduig their Company, as any Man in it ; and that they are pos¬ 
sessed of no distinct or separate authority, which, in the' slightest 
degree, renders them independent of the Officer Commanding the 
Coinnany. 

5. They should not be permitted to interfere with Men wishing 

to m ake any complaint or reference to their European Office rs ; they 
may Accompany the Men. but should not enter into any oii-moim in¬ 
vestigation; Mid it should be fully explained to them, that any at¬ 
tempt, on their part, to suppress a rompiair.t, or movent a 8> poy 
fiom going to bis Kmopean Officer, would be considered as disobe¬ 
dience of Orders, and dealt wuti accordingly. \ 

6. The privilege of communicating the wishes or requests of 
the Men to the Commanding Officer, is to be confined to matteis 
connected with their religious prejudices and ceremonies. 

7. The practice ol making the Native Officers the medium of 
communicating the Orders of Government to the Men, is to be strict¬ 
ly piolnbited. Any thing to b«* explained to a Company, is to bo 
always done by the Officer Commanding the Company, who is the 
channel of explanation on these occasions. 

8. Alt meetings of Native Officers, and their instituting an in¬ 
vestigation into alleged complaints, or sending fo* and examining 
Individuals, is to he strictly prohibited. Those implicated in such 
proceedings, ate to be brought immediately to the notice of the Com¬ 
mander hi Chief, 

9. The Native Offioers are to suppress all disorderly conduct, 
Mid to icport to the Officers of their Companies, any discontents ot 
ineguiarities that may come to their knowledge. 


SECTION 10. 


NATIVE OFFICER OF THE DAY. 

1. The Native Officer of the day is to-visit the Guards and 
Hospital of the Regiment, under the orders of the European Officer 
•fthedsv. 

2. He is to go through the lines once during the day, and about 
half an hour after TattoO-beating, when he will tepress ail disorderly 
conduct, and disperse any assemblies of Men ; talcing care to report 
particular^ to the European Officer, the most trilling occurrence, iu 
Any wajr affecting the regularity of the Corps. 

3. Should any meeting ot Native Officers, or others, far the 
discussion of matters connected with their duty as Soldiers, take 
plaoe in. or near the Lines, he will report if immediately to (he Eu¬ 
ropean Officer of the day, with such, circumstances connected null 
the meeting, as he may be able to learn : any neglect of duty oo this 
bead, will be doomed a disobedience of Order** and dealt with ac¬ 
cordingly. 
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SECTION 11. 


NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

1. Non-Commissioned Officers rank according io the dates of 
Uieir appointments. 

2. Naicks appointed to act as Havildars, nr* to be rank above 
all other Naicks; and Sepoys annoiuted Lance Naicks in Regiment¬ 
al Orders, are to be obeyed as Naicks. 

3. It is desirable that a Lance Naick be appointed to every 
Company, the duty being in general very heavy on the Nauks ; and 
this appointment would also be the means of discovering their fitness 
for promotion io the permanent rank- 

4 Non-Commissioned Officers ought to Bhew a good example ; 
to be particular in - the performance of every duty ; smart and clean 
in their dress; always recollecting, that upon their conduct and sol- 
dier-hke aopearaure, much of the credit of the Corps will depend. 

5 When on duty, they are not to permit any irregularity, neg¬ 
lect, nr deviation from Orders whatever. 

6. They are to exact, when iu the execution of their dutv, the 
promptest obedience from interiors, immediately confining, (when 
alone on Guard or detached duty.) and in other situations, renortiiig 
every man who disputes their orders, or who replies to them in a dis* 
respectful manner. 

7. A Non-Commissioned Officers who is found to have, conniv¬ 
ed at any irregularity, or neglect oi duty, ean never be considered as 
trustworthy ; his tiulhcr promotion should, therefore, be stopped, 
and such other notice taken of the neglect, as the nature of the ease 
may seem to require. 

8. Non-Commissioned Officers, though not on duty, are to 
ch eck irregularities and neglects which ate prejudicial to good order 
and discipline; and to be particularly careful not to permit any as¬ 
semblies of Men, in, or near the Lines, at unseasonable hours, or for 
the discussion of any points connected with the Service ; and should 
any irregularity of this description, or discontent of any kind, come 
to their knowledge, they are to report it, without loss of time, to the 
Officer Commanding their Company. 

9. In whatever Company or portion of the Corps, the discon¬ 
tent may shew itself, on its coining to the knowldge of a Non-Cota 
missioned Officer, lie is to report it immediately.* 

10. The Havildars at the head of Sections have a very favorable 
opportunity of evincing their fitness for further advancement: no 
•Man who may be fonnd indifferent to his duty, in this or in any other 
rauk, should ever be promoted. 

* Note —The greater number of Non-Commissioned Officers have great 
averiion to making these reports, from an apprehension, that should they fail 
in pruving the facts on wbich they are grounded, they would be punished. It 
Should, therefore, be clearly understood, that, if there appeared sufficient 
grounds for the suspicion of what was reported ; that it was not entirely 
without foundation, nor the effect of malice or folly ; the reporter would be 
considered to have done bis duty, and to be entitled to commendation. 

In Native Corps, from the frequency of detached Commands and Guards,, 
Noo-Coinmissioned Officers are often removed for weeks, and even months, 
fiom all coniroul, or from the iospAticii of any superior Officer. Iu no ser¬ 
vice whatever, doeB so much depend on this class or Officers. 

It is consequently necessary, that in proiuotiog them, the claim of seuioii. 
ty should not bo exclusively attended to. 
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SECTION 12. 


PAY HAV1LDARS. 

1. JThe Pav Havild.ua are to assist the Officers of Companies,, 
in keeping the Pay Accounts; to take charge of the spare Arms and 
Accoutrements, or other Stores of the Company, and to keep them 
in good order. 

2. They are to take Regimental duty, but not to be sent on ge¬ 
neral duties, or on Command, unless it be with their Companies. 

3. They should not be put on Guard a day or two before or 
after Muster, or on pay dav, or the dav after. 

4. The appointment of Pay llavildar is not confined to Havib 
dars, or Naicks, although they should be preferred-, when peifectljr 
competent. But the nomination rests with the Officer Commanding 
the Company, who is responsible for the Pay of the Men, and for the 
coirectuess of the Accounts; and whose interest, as well as duty, it 
will be, to take rare that the office is held by an individual, who is 
ill all respects qualified and trustworthy. 

5. The appointment of a Pay Havildar is to be notified in Re¬ 
gimental Orders, and he is not to be removed by an Oliicer who haa 
the occasional and temporary charge of a Company, without the 
sanction of the Commanding Officer, 

6 . The Pay Havildar will take care that the Arms are regularly 
marked, and he will keep a Roll of the Company, shewing what 
number has been allotted to each Man in it. 

7. The Arms and Accoutrements of the different Companies, 
are to be maik^d with a distinguishing Letter; A for the 1st Greua- 
dicri. B for the 1st or Light Company, C for the 2d Compauv, and 
D, E. F, G, H, I, and K. for the other seven Companies. 

8 . Everv sei of Arms and Accoutrements is to be marked with 
a number (1, 2. 3. Sec.) in addition to the Letter. The practice of 
marking the names ot Men upon their Arms and Appointments, will 
thus be rendered unnecessary, and is to be prohibited. 


SECTION 13. 


ORDERLY HAVILDARS. 

1. These Men are to be on duty for a week. 

2. They will call the Roil of their Companies at all Parades, 
and report the names of all absentees. 

3. They will also tell off their Companies by Snb-divisions, 
Sections, double Files, and Threes, taking care that every Man 
knows his place and duty ; they will then examine the dress of the 
Meu» with their Arms and Accoutrements, and see that every thing 
is according to Order; after which, the Company is to be reported 
to the senior Native Officer piesent, who will immediately make bis 
report to the European Officer ; should the latter not be on the Pa¬ 
rade, the Native Officer wtH proceed to examine the Men, and as¬ 
certain that they are property told off; this is never to be omitted, 
whether the Men Parade for Exeicise, or i' 't. 

4. The Oidcrly Havildais will parade all Men furnished for 
Guards, or other duties, by their respective. Companies, and march 
their details to the Paiade, delivering them over to the Serjeant 
Major, or the llavildar Major. They will be particularly eyeful that 
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every Man is elesn; the Flints proper]* fixed; and the Amunition 
according to Older: any deficiency in this respect, is to be reported 
at tin* time of delivering the Men, to the Serjeant Major. 

5. They will prepare the Daily Reports of their Companies for 
the Adjutant, arid for their Captains. They will beep the Roster of 
the Men and Nan-Commissioned Officeis; attend to the Arms, Ac¬ 
coutrements, and Stores, lodged in the Bell ot Arms, and preveut tho 
Amin or Accoutrements being kept in the hast of the Men. 

6 . They will attend to the streets of their Companies, and re* 
port any inattention to the Orders in force, to their Captains. 

7. They are to take all sick Men to the Hospital, and on tl)eif 
admission, report to the Officer Commanding their Company : this 
they will also do, wbeu a Man is discharged. 


SECTION 14. 


THE HOSPITAL ORDERLY. 

1. The Hospital Orderly is to be a Haviidar, and to be relieved 
weekly: negligence, and irregularities of the worst description , will 
bn the certain consequences ot permitting a Non-Commissioned 
Officer to be on this duty permanently. 

2. It will be the duty of this Nou-Cemmissioncd Officer to at¬ 
tend generally to the sick; and to see that none quit the Hospital, 
butsuc.li as have the Surgeon’s permission. 

3. He will also take care, that the Hospital attendants are pre¬ 
sent, and read} to afford tlieit assistance to the Men in Hospital. . 

4. He will strictly attend to all orders he may receive trout the 
Surgeon ; report to the visiting Officer the number of Men in Hos¬ 
pital, and any circumstances connected with the condition ot the 
sick, which may appear to require the notice of the Commanding 
Officer. - 


SECTION 15. 


DRUMMERS AND FIFERS. 

The Drummers and Fifers when ou general duty, must neces¬ 
sarily be under the Officer Commanding, but when of duty, they are 
immediately under the orders and authority of the Drum or Fife 
Major, whichever may be Senior. 


SECTION 16. 


PROMO HONS. 

1. The numerous and important duties which fall to the Native 
Commissioned and Non Commissioned Officers, owing to the small 
number ot European Officers usually preateiiwith a Native Corps, 
render it indispensable to the efficiency of the Native Army, that 
none be advanced to these situations, but Men, who are, in every 
respect, qualified for them, by superior intelligence, respectability 
of character, and uuiformiy good conduct. Readiness in meeting 
the sails of the Service, is to b* .considered as constituting, iu itself. 
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a strong claim to promotion ; nor oan it bp too early impressed on 
the young and aspiring Soldier, that he may with confidence rely on 
his own exertions for the notice of big Officer, and for advancement 
ill the Service. 

2. In estimating the comparative merit of Nativ.e Commission¬ 
ed, Non-Commissioned Officers and Piivatea, whd may be candi¬ 
dates for advancement, reference is to be made to the Character 
Books. 

3. When two Men appear to be of equal merit, should one of 
them have distinguished himself in the Field, and the oilier have had 
no opportunity of doing so, the one who has thus distinguished him¬ 
self. is to he prefeued. 

4. When two Men appear to be equal in point of merit and 
Field Services, the oldest Soldier, or semoi Officei is to nave the 

preference. 

5. No Non-Commissioned Officer, who is negligent in llm 
execution of his duty, or who is found unequal to his situation, is iy 
be recommended for promotion to higher lank. 

6 A Lance Nairk, who, during his period of trial, do- « u>t 
give satisfaction, should not be recommended tor piomoii<>. » h,« 
rank of Nau-k; and if guilty of auv neglect of duty, he sln.sn \ n « 
once ieduced, 

7. Although the Native Soldiers are strangers i-i ■■■* 
from teirnented liquors, stupefaction (loin opinion, n> >. . 
uncommon among them. Any Man addict* d to nn'nus <■ 
this state of mental torpor or imbecility, is to be console!rd • <; 

lified tor promoiion. 

8 In some Itegiments, the recommendations of Office s <'-■ 
mandiug Companies, for promotion to the rank of ltaviui.«> ».> > 
Naick. is not snffinieiitU attended to. It is of impoiMnce, tnat 
the Officer who hag the best means of knowing the merit of'iiic Men, 
should be entrusted with some meaus oi rewarding it. The Oil! -or 
Commanding the Company, is to be considered responsible lor tha 
fitness of the Individual recommended: his recommendation is to 
be registered, and is to be attended to. When the Officer Com¬ 
manding tne liegimeiit. on full ehquiry, shall not approve of tlip 
Man r'commended, he wul return the recommendatory lloll to the 
Offiicr Commanding the Company, with directions to make aiiothejr 
selection 

9. When a vacancy occurs in the rank of Havildar, the Com¬ 
manding Officer will select a Naick to replace him from the general 
List, referring, before he decides on the promotion, to the Officers 
Commanding Companies, for 'lie character of the individuals. 

10. Vacancies in the rank oi Naick, are to be filled up front 
the mo 9 t deserving Sepoys, at the recommendation of Officers Com¬ 
manding the Companies in which they respectively occur. But 
where two vacancies occur iu the same Company within two months, 
the Commanding Officer will take the opportunity of calling for Rolls 
from other Companies, and will select some deserving Man, who 
has been backward in bis promotion, for one of the vacancies. 

11. ' When any Companies are detached Irom the Regiment, 
end employed on actual Service, all the vacancies which may occur 
while they are thus detached, are to be filled up by proinotion« 
in the Companies in which they occur; and they are, at the same 
time, not to be overlooksd in any promotions which may ha wad* in 
tha Regimeut. 
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SECTION 17. 


REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

1. When a Noii-CoiniitiBBioiicd Officer or Soldier thinks he 
has ranse of complaint, he will make Ins representation in a respectful 
manner, through the Officer Commanding lug Companx ; and all 
though, on inquiry, the complaint may prove to be groundless pro¬ 
vided it be not also malicious, he is not >o be rebuked tor the. mis- 
tnke he has committed. Should the complaint be well founded, no 
deluv is to take place in redressing the gun since complained of. 

2. Soldier who have any representation to make, are to take 
an opportunity of making it, when tliev are not on duti ; but any 
man who murmurs, or rveu speaks on Parade, or at Drill, unless k 
be in aiiswer to a question put to him by a superior Officer, shall be 
liable to punishment. 

3. If any Sepov or Drummer, considering himself ill-treated 
by a Non-Comttiissionud Officer, shall, in return, make use of 
threatening or piovoking words or actions, or abusive language, 
instead of taking the proper means for obtaining redress, he shall he 
liable to punishment for this blench of discipline, although, on en¬ 
quire, it may appear that the Noil Commissioned Officer’s conduct 
was reprehensible, in the fiist instance. This rule is to apply in all 
disputes between any Noii-Coniuaissioned Officer and another of 
higher rank. 


SECTION 18. 


DISCHARGES. 

1. Every Native Soldier, after three years of Service, is en¬ 
titled to his 'discharge in time of Pence, if his Company is not ten 
JVlen short of its complement, on making application for it through 
the prescribed channel. 

2. The gtearcst attention is to be paid to all applications for 
discharge; and no Men, who shall have completed his contacted 
period of Service, is ever to be refused, excepting while employed 
on Service, or in the case of expected Service, as hereafter specified. 

3. All applications for discharges, are, in the first instance, to 
be made to the European Officer Commanding the Company, to 
which, the person applying, belongs. 

3. The application is to be reported to the Commanding Officer 
of the Regiment, who, in the case of Commissioned Officers, mill 
transmit it to the Adjutant General ; and, in case of Non-Commis¬ 
sioned Officers and Privates, will either grant the discharge imme¬ 
diately, if the occasion appear to be mgent, or defer it until the 
expiration of two mouths, from the date of the application. 

5. If the Corns be on Service, or if there be the expectation of 
Service, he will reject the application altogether. 

6. The power of Commanding Officers to dismiss Sepoys, un¬ 
fit for the Service, is confined to the cases of Men, who from bodily 
defects, sickness, or accident, are incapable of performing the duties 
of a Soldier, and who are not entitled to the benefit of the Invalid 
Establishment., In all such cases, the Surgeon is to bear testiinoiiev, 
by his signature to the discharge, to the unfitness of the Individual 
for peiforming the duty of ft Soldier, Commanding Officers may also

dismiss, without reference. Recruits, who from Awkwardness at the 
Drill . are obviously unlikely to become smart Soldiers. 

7. In all oilier cases of unfitness for the Service, or when the 
Commanding Oili< er is desirous to have a Sepov discharged. applica¬ 
tion must be made, for the sanction of the Commander m Cuief. Thfr 
application to the Adjutant General, is to be accompanied by the 
original proceedings ol'anv Court Martial, or Comt of Euquiiy, 
which may have been held oil the occasion, and by a minute 
Descriptive Roll of the Sepoy. 

8 All Native Soldiers convicted of the crime of theft, before a 
Court Martial, or a Magistrate, may be discharged the Service, with¬ 
out a reference to Head Quarters, such persons being considered a 
disgrace to Ihe Military profession. 

9. Native Soldiers to whom Corporal Punishment is awarded 
hv the sentence of a Regimental. Detachment, of Brigade Court 
Martial, are to be discharged the Service, if the General or Otlicer 
Commanding the D>t isioii shall think proper to order the (Juuish- 
tnent to be inflicted. 

10. When Sepoys obtain their discharge, they are entitled to 
ever v article of dress, and the ornaments appertaining to it, except 
the Coat and Pantaloons due for the two years preceding the 1st of 
January of the cmrent yoai.* Their Caps, Breast Plates, and Gicat 
Coais. should be purchased by the Quarter Master, and served out 
to R eimfs. 

11. Commanding Oflicets are authorized to discharge Drum¬ 
mers and Filers received fiotn the Oiphan School, on their applica¬ 
tion. and without reference to any puticular period of Service, pro¬ 
vided that the* be satisfied, that the object of the application is like¬ 
ly to prove beneficial to the Individual. They are not to be dis¬ 
charged as a punishment, except when they may Appear incorrigible. 

12 In all other respects, the rules for the discharge of Drum¬ 
mers and Filers, are the same as those for Sepoys.

SEClioN 19. 


GUARD MOUNTING. 

1. All Guards are to narade with shouldered Arms and unfixed 
1J»>oneis. without any inteivala between them, the Ranks open and 
the Mavildais with P.keg carried. The Officers with their Swords 
diawn, and Non Commissioned Officers Commanding Guards, are 
to be (mined about forty paces in front of the centre, in two Ranks 
feeing the Line, where they arc to receive the old Parole, and such 
Oiders as may be given to them. 

The Field Officer, or other Officer Commanding, will give ths 
Word of Command : 

Officers , and Non-Cammissioned Officers,—outwards face. 

Take, post in front of your respective Guards. 

Quick March 

As soon as they have taken post, fronting their respective 
Guards, the word of Comrnnud will he given: 

Officers, and Non-Commissioned Officers,-*-to your Guards. 

March. 

Halt. 

Front. 

The Commanding Officer will then give orders to 

Order Arms, 

Fix Bayonets. 

Shoulder Arms. 

Officers, and Non-Commissioned Officers,—inspect your Guards. 

The several Officers and Non*Commissioned Officers will then 
inspect their Guards, as quicklv ns possible. 

Vy heu there is n Captain’s Guard, each Officer is to take a 
Rank, following by a Havildar. 

As soon as the inspection is over, the Officers and Non-Com* 
missioned Offi era return to their posts : and the Adjutant Will go 
down the Line, and receive the rerport of each Guard. 

The Commanding Officer will then order

and the Guards will be inarched pipst by Divisions, 

2. Whenever an Officer senior to the Officer oh duty may be 
•n Parade, the Guards w ill march by, and salute him the senior 
Office fin duly taking post, and marching past at their head. 
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SECTION 20. 


CONDUCT OF GUARDS AND SENTRIES. 

. 1. Tae conduct of the Guardi and Sentries of a Regiment, dfjth 
their appearance in point of ilrm, will alway a indicate (lie state of 
tbe Corps, as <o disci idine and interior economy. 

2. The N<t<ive Commissioned «ud Non-Commissioned Officers, 
when on Guard, must, therefore, pay the greatest attention to the 
conduct of their Men, and carefully examine the dress of every relief, 
before inarchine it iioiu the Guard Room. 

3. Guards relieved daily, should never take off their Accou¬ 

trements. except for the purpose of cooking ; and one half of tho 
Guard only is to be permitted to be absent, lor this purpose, at tbo 
same time. * 

4. From t'ue 22d of March to tbe 221 of October, all Guards 
lodge their Aims between ihe hoots oi 8 n* the morning aim 5 in tho 
afternoon ; and from the 22 I of October to tbe 221 of March,' they 
lodge their. Aims between me boors of 10 in the morning and 4 iu 
tbe afternoon, lletween these hours, they do not turu out to attj 
person as a complimeut. unless specially ordered, 

5. Tiie Officer Commanding the Guard, and the next senior 
to him, are never to be absent togethei : every Man is to be present 
when the Arms are taken up in the alteruoou ; and ho oue is to quit 
the Guaid after sun set, except on some very urgent occasion, when, 
it is expected, the absence will he as short as possible. 

6. AH Guards are to lie ready to turu out and stand to theif 
Arms, during tbe night. Guards relieved daily, are expected to bo 
ready to do this in the day time. 

7. The reliefs of Sentries are to be always marched off by a 
Non-Commissioned Officer, who will he held responsible, that tbo 
Oideis are explained to every Mau, and uuderstood by him, before 
be is posted. 

8. It is the duty of all Guards to protect, as far as may he in 
their power, tbe Stoies and Pioperty belonging to Government, 
although not actually delivered to their charge. 

9. Sentries are never to put down their Arms ; they are on no 
account to entei into conversation with passengers, or others, or to 
walk about in a sauntering, lounging manlier; their pace should 
be the usual quick sl«*i». 

10. When an Officer approaches a Sentinel, he is to standi 
steady, facing to his pruper front; and will present Arms to a Field 
Officer, or Officer of smierior rank, when he passes in front of liinp, 
ll he pass iu rear, the Sentinel will neither face about, nor present 
Arms. 

11. After sun.set, Guards do not turn out as a matter of com* 
pliineut; nut Sentinels wul stand steady, with carried Arms, and 
facing to their proper front, wheu Officers iu uuiforiu approach their 
post until the evening is so far advanced, that they begin to 
chal,enge. 

12. They aTe to enforce firmly the Orders given to them,’with*, 
out distinction of persons; the slightest deviation from this iujutie- 
lion, will subject them to severe piiuislitneut. If opposed, or resta¬ 
ted, they will call the Guard, or should the occasion be urgent, 
use their Arms. 

13. The orders for each particular Guard, and the rules res¬ 
pecting the honors and compliments to be paid to Officeci of differ* 
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ent ranks, and to parties, nn'det Arina, dre to be written in the De¬ 
vi uagree and Persian character#, and hung up in the Guard Room. 
The duties ot Sentries are ft> be alio folly detailed'*. in.’the same man* 
gier;.fcnd, although the Ctnnmiiiiourd or Non-Commissioned.* Offi- 
tcera on Guard, may be unable to read, they will, in iuoet cases, find 
bo me Man of die Guard capable of doing it. 

- 14. AH Guards are to be furnished with a lamp during the 
wight, particularly Guards entrusted with the charge of Prisoner*. 

, 15. Sentries from Guards or Pu-quets are never to challenge^ 

.but when they see nr hear some one approaching their post. The 
catling out, as is often practised, merely because they hear another 
fieutiv challenge, is muniiitary, and should be strictly prohibited; 

16, When any one approaches their post at night, they are td 
"face towaids him, to stand firm in a,state of preparation, with ported 
'Arlh", till the> have ascertained who ia codling, 
r 17* Guards and Pirqueta are always to tali in, in. the order in 
which they were marched off from the Hegitnemal Parade, 
i 18. The slightest neglect on the part of a Sentry, should bo 
tevereiy punished. It should be clearly understood, that negligent*,# 
in the performance of this duty, would never be overlooked. All 
the Guards and Sentries of a Regiment should be occasionally visit- 
•ed, at night, by a European Officer, who will report, in writing, 
whether ire found them alert and vigilant.

Master, hv letter, of the amount of monthly deposits with the Pay 
Master, on account of Half Mounting. 

4 When a Regiment is recruiting, the Adjutant, on the 1st of 
every month, will furnish the Quarter Master with a Memorandum of 
the number of Recruits received during the preceding month, to en¬ 
able him to prepare the Half Mounting required. 

5. Whenever Turbana. G>eat Coats. Breast Plates, or Knap* 
sacks, are required, the necessary application la to be made for the 
Commander m Chief’s sanction, through the General Officer Com¬ 
manding the Division.

, be strapped on the top of the Knapsack, with the string for drawing 
weter rolled up inside the Lota; thisia to be called light marching

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2 . Hw»f marching order i'i to include > Greet Cim(, or 
Blanket, rolled up, and strapped on the ton of the Knapsack, with 
a. pair of Shoes inside the K»sp«ark. The Knapsacks are to he 
iteatlv parked, and carried Well upon the hark, clear of the Pouch. 

3. livery Corps should parade, at ail Benson*, once or twicq 
a month, in light or heavy mm clung order ; the Companies should 
be inspected, and the Corps, m the cold season, should bs marched 
a few miles. 

4. As it is of importance, that the Men should, on all area, 
sious of actual service, march as light as possible, the catriago 
for the Great Coats being provided for, except in cases of euier* 
gency, the only articles they should be nermitted to take, in ex- 
cess to those in the Knapsacks, are a Dotee and an U«ga, with 3 
seers of Pots, amounting altogether to 4 seers per Man, 

5. This n ill enable ever\ Company nt 90 Men, to march with 
5 Bullock*, or 3 Camels. A few spare Camels for the K^itnrnt, 
and one Bullork per Company, are to he allowed at starting, to 
replace ih»*e that may he injured, nr knocked up. 

6. The Offieeig are to he particularly' careful to prevent the 
Cattle being overloaded ; any Man attempting to take more than 
the prescribed quantity of Baggage, should he punished. Without 
constant attention on the part of tile European Officers, this older 
Will be certainly evaded. 

7. A Sepoy is to be allowed with the Baggage of each Com* 
pany. while marching, with a Noncommissioned Officer to super* 
intend the whole . these Men are to be relieved weekly. 

8 The General is to be the signal for striking the Tents, end 
loading the Baggage ; and full time should be allowed for this, be¬ 
fore the Men are ordered to fall in*

SECTION 28* 


RELIEFS AND DETACHMENTS. 

2. Corps ordered to move at a Relief, will expend their annual 
practice Ammunition, or make it over to the relieving Coips, as 
circumstances will admit. 

2. Minute and particular surveys should be made of all Pubiio 
Puddings, iii every situation where Troops are relieved. 

3. Commanding Officers of Posts and Detachments, will taka 
the most effectual measures for the protection of all Buildings, pub¬ 
lic and ptivate, as well as the Huts of the Men, during the progress 
ot the Relief; so that the relieving Corps may derive the lull benefit 
pf whatever Huts and shelter may be left by the relieved Troops, 

4-- Corps, which are ordered to move, ate furnished with routes 
froni the Quarter Master General's .Department, or by tbe.St^ff of 
the Division ; and smaller Detachments should alnajs, il possible, 
be furnished with a route, fixing the stages at which tticy are to en¬ 
camp, and the halts they are to make. This route is not to be de¬ 
viated from, without some urgent cause. 

5. Whenever tachrnent of Troops, or a single Corps, 

may be ordered to proceed by laud through any part of the Com- 
pain's Territories, the Cniiunaudiug* Officer of Bucii Detachment 
or Corps, is required to give the eqrlie^t practicable information, 
to the Coilectoia of the*-Revenue of the Zillahs through which 
the Troops are to pass, of the period of their arrival witiiiu such 
Distilets respectively.,, iv.itlia list of^tliq, places. at which they will 
encamp each day, and a -ape-eilicatiftii wf-the supplies which will 
be required. The number of maiinds of Firewood which vnlI be 
wequir’e’rFfof the use* of the whole Detachmfeift, including-4he-On¬ 
cers and the Camp followers, should be appertained; as exactly 'vflta 
poaaiblr, and noticed in this communication.—W lien a Detachment 
more# bv water, information of the date when it will enter' a 1 Col¬ 
lectors District, and of the places where supplies will be required, 
should also be given to him, as accurately as may be possible/- 
t 6 t TJie Oompiandipg Officer will' likewise notify to the Col« 
tfecfoist. tho'Hii'obable period o'f the arrival of the Troops at the Ri¬ 
vers or Nullahs intersecting their march, where Boats or temporary 
tBrfdges may be necessary tor crossing the Troops, and the Baggage 
Attached to tlfefn. . '■* 

7- The Commanding Officer will, at the same time, commn- 
liinate to the Magistrates of the Zil I alls' through which the Tioops 
us to pass* the probable time of the arrival of the Troops hilhitr 
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tlieir respective jurisdictions, and specify the places at which they 
will encamp daily. 

-8. Orders have been given by the Government, that on re* 
ceivtug the notification abovemetitioned, the Collector shall issue 
the necessary orders, to all persons throughout his District, lot 
furnishing the Troops with such supplies as they may rr quire, and 
for the providing of Boats, for crossing Nullahs, that no impedi* 
wonts may cause delay in the prosecution of the march. A respect** 
ble Native Officer will be deputed by the Collector, to accompany 
the Troops through hts District, for the pnrnose of aiding in the 
furnishing of supplies, and of facilitating the march of the Troops, 
by linlushing them with siu-h assistance in Cattle and Harkened, 
ns mar be absolutely necessary, to enable them to prosecute theit:

9. It will generally be found to be nttended with much, con* 
venieuce, li an intelligent Non-Commissioned Officer, or an old 
-Sepoy, according to the strength of the Detachment, is sent foi*. 
ward the day heloTe, to see that the supplies are ready for tho 
Troops ivhen they arrive. 

10 All supplies furnished to the Troops, including Eaithefl 
•Pots nud Firewood, are to be paid for by the persons using them, 
and Commanding Officers ajre held responsible for the observance 
of this order, and are enjoined to make immediate enquiry into all 
complaints preferred against any person under tlieir Command. 1 

11. Whenever a Detachment of Troops, or a single Corps, 
shall be provided with Boats, or temporary Bridges under the 
orders of the Collector, for the purpose of crossing the Troops and 
Baggage, the person providing them, is to be furnished with a

account the expense was incurred. The Commanding Officer will 
state generally thereon, whether the services charged were perforat*

13 Pierheads -and Platforms being unnecessary for Corpfc 
marching unencumbered with Artillery, or heavy Carriages, iiO 
•allowance will he granted for them: two Platform Boats' only will 
he allowed for a Battalion of Sepoys, for crossing the Bazar and 
’Officers’ Cattle. 

14. All occupiers nr proprietors of Land, suffering injury frorto 
the encampment or march of Troops, should furnish the Command* 
jug Officer with a statement of the nature and extent of the injur/, 
when he will certify generally whether the injury has been sustained, 

- With his opinion as to the jnstice and extent of the claims. 4 

15 Officers proceeding by water with Detachments of Tjroophl 
or in charge of Stores, requiring assistance will make the necessary 
application to the Magistrate or Collector of the District,* or, m

• elves responsible for the conduct ot all those under then Commano;

17. They are expected to use all the means in their power, 
to pievent oppression, or any just grounds oi complaint. from 
the Inhabitants ot the Districts lluongii which their D>-lat hnieots 
jnay )>a»s; and although it is the. out) of every Officer to pre¬ 
serve older and discipline among the Tioops, in ail situations. 
Vet an 'attention to these essential points, becomes more particularly 
necessary on a march, since any excesses committed by the Mete, 
must necessarily tend to excite alarm among the Inhabitants, and 
cotis*qneutU cause difficulty in procuring supplit s. 

18 Officers Commanding Detachments or Cotps, inarching 
ft mo one Station to another, arc to repoit to the Auditor Gemral, 
the day they commence tiieir inarch, and the dale on which they ar« 
live at the gdacr oi tiieir d< stiuatiou. 

19. A report of the match af all Corps or Detachments, is to be 
Iliad** to tin* Quarter Master Geueial ol the Amiy. 

21. Office is Commanding Detachments, who may experience 
delay, or Difficulty, from the state of the louds, or the want oi Boats 
niFcnics.or the want of supplies, should region the ciicumstauces 
to tlie Officer under whose orders tin y were detached, that he uiay 
bring *he subject under the notice oi higher aulhoiily. 

21. All Officets Commanding Corps and Detachments, are to 
report the date of commencing their mat oil, and to continue to re* 
port their progress we«kli, t*> the Officer Commanding the Division, 
District, Gamaon, ouFielu Fuice, to which they are oideied to pro* 
peed 

22. Weekly Reports of ptogreag. with Present Slates, are also 
to be forwarded to the Adjutant General ot the Army. 

23. In nil these Reports of progress, the Officers should be 
varetiit to maik distinctly, the position of their Detachmeiiis, at the 
lime of making their report, and if they are encamped at sumo 
obscure village, they will add its distance from a well kuovru Town 
or Cite, in the neighbourhood. 

24. Officers Commanding Corps or Detachments, who have to 

f tass through a Cantonment nn tiieir march, are to apply, m the regu¬ 
ar manner, through the Staff Officer of tlie Post, for peiinissiou to 
outer n ; and the Officei Commanding the Detachmeiiis, is to wait on 
the Officer Commanding the Cantonment, (if his senior.) with a Pre¬ 
sent State of the Detachment, as soon as practicable after Ins airnal. 

26. Ail Detachments in fixed Stations, are to maintain the same 
•yateui of discipline, with respect to Patades, Dulls, Guaid Mount¬ 
ing and Dress, as may be observed with their respective Coips. 

26. As the character of a Corpa depends areally on the appear¬ 
ance and behaviour ol ita Detachments, the Officeis should be giar- 
ticul-ir iu causing their Menlo appear clean, and property dressed. 

27. Patties marching under Native Cuinmissioued and Non* 
CuiutuMiiolicd Officeis, ace often pciuwucd by them to wove in an 
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nnsoldier-like manner, the Men straggling along the road, improper¬ 
ly lire seed- On this head Officers Commanding Regiments wilt give 
Such directions, to every Officer proceeding in charge of s Detach;* 
tueilt, as tnay appear suitable to the occasion and calculated to pro* 
Vent a practice at variance with good order and discipline. 


SECTION 29. 


TREASURE ESCORTS. 

1* Officers proceeding in charge of Treasure, canpot be top 
cautions and vigilant: they should see their Sentries posted and as* 
certain that every Man understands the duty he is placed ou, and tho 
orders he has received. 

2. Not more than a third of the Party should ever be absent 
during the day, and every Man should be present before sun-set. 

3. The arms should be examined every evening, to asceitain 
that the Flints are properly fixed, and in good order, and all the load¬ 
ed JHiisquets should be fresh piimed. 

4. Tiie Sentries should always be posted within sight of encb 
other; and at night, near enough, clearly to distinguish any Mau, 
who might attempt to pas3 between them- 

5. The Musquets of the Sentries, and those of not less thaw 
one third of (he Party, should be always loaded 

6. The Arms should be grounded, not piled ; and at night, tho 
Men should he down in their ranks, with their accoutrements on, and 
be ready to art at the shortest notice. 

7. The European Officers, or at least one of them, will be with 
the Men. 

8. The Sentries should be visited every half hour by a Native 
Commissioned or Non-Commissioned Officer, and two or three times 
dining the night by a European Officer. 

9. In encamping the Party, care should be taken to occupy it 
clear spot, free from brushwood, cultivation, old buildings, or ruined 
walls, which are calculated to afford cover to any Party wishing to 
make an attempt ou the Treasure, and may enable it to approach 
Unobserved: there being little to apprehend on ordinary occasions, 
from an open attack,—(lie clearer the spot on which the Party ep. 
camps, the safer it may be considered. Officers will recollect, that 
the slightest neglect, or want of vigilance ou the part of the Escort, is 
fikelv to produce an attempt to carry off the whole, or a part of the 
Treasure. 


SECTION 30. 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS* 

1. The Men are to be taught to conduct themselves on all act* 
fissions, and in all situations, in an orderly soldier like manner ; to 
avoid riotous assemblages ; and to be particularly careful not to of. 
fer violence to the Inhabitants of the Country. 

2. Should auv person, not in the Military service, ill-treat, 
abuse, or insult a Sepoy, the latter is not to take the Law into hia 
owu bauds, and chastise the Individual himself; he will ascertain 
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who the offender is, mid where lie resides. And will then report the 
)|| treatment lie has received, to ins Offi-er, who, through the medi¬ 
um of the Ollie.er Commanding the Regiment, will endeavour to pro¬ 
cure redress for the injury, by means of the Civil Authorities ; 
should the redress solicited not be aflfoided. a *eport of the whole of 
the circumstiiiir.es is to be made, lor the iiilorniaiioii of the highest 
Military Authority. 

3. Many Sepoys are in the habit of wearing their ('oafs or 
Turbans, with no other part of the diesS of a Soldier ; this practice 
is to be prohibited, and the Men should distinctly nudeistand, that 
they are to wear the dress of a Soinier, or to appear in their Native 
dress.—An exception uiay be permittcd on a march, when the men 
resort to the Regimental B»zar, for the pim-hase of provisions. 

4. When marching, they are in the habit nt wrapping thetn- 
•elves tip iu cotton cloths, particularly about the eats and head ; it 
practice so obviously iinniiliiary, and so bkelv to be producthi. of 
serious consequences, is to be strictly prohibited. 

5. Men attending the Reviews of other Corps, are to appear 
ill full uniform, wi'li their Side Anns. 

6. No Man is to be permitted to assume the appearance of a 
Faq u**er iu Ins dress or neison, on. orofTdtih. 

7. No Man is to paint his face, or to wear any matk whatever 
Oil hi* face, when on duty. 

8. On arriving at new quarters, notice is to be given iri all the 
Rashits, tiiat the Dealers are not to give credit to the Men of the 
Corps, beyond the amount of half their monthly l’ay, and not even 
to that extent, without the condition of their accounts being settled 
and paid on the issue oi Pay lor the month or months lor which such 
debts have been contracted. 


9. The l*oil is to be called in every Company, hr the Orderly 
Havildar, at smi-iise, and at son set ; and when tiirre is no regular 
Paiaue, the Men will always fail in, for this purpose, at the Beil of 
Arms, in their undress. 

10. Sepoy 8 on diitv as O-derlivs. or on any other dutv, are not 
to carry Chattahs ; the Men are never to be exposed iinue crg-tanl* ; 
hilt when exposure is unavoidable, thee are to appear in < very res¬ 
pect as Soldiers, weaiing then Great Coats when it tains, but never, 
while on duty, using a Chattah. 

11. Iu order to bring the Nou-Coiiimissioned Officers under (he 
immediate observation of the Commanding Ofli. er, aHamdar or 
Nau k is to be attached to him as an Orderly, and to be relieved 
weekly ; ahd with lue view of piotnoling that mutual regatd which 
should subsist between Ofticeis Commanding Companies' and the 
Sepoys, and to euabie the former to acquire an inornate kunwie dge 
of the characters ol their Men, it is desnahle that (Jtlicers should be 


removed as seldom as possible from one Company to another. 

12. An Order Hock is to be kept iu each Comnany, and one in 
the Battalion for the entry, in Hmdoostauee, of ail Orders, which it 
js of importance the Men should distinctly understand ; and on art 
Order of this description being issued, it should be notified to the 
Diiil Havildar, who will attend at the interpreter’s and receive from 
itio. the Order entered in the Battalion Hook, and Written m the 
Devinagree character. The Havildar on receivingthe Book will 
proceed to the Lines, and cause the Older to be corned ... the Com- 
nanv Books, that it inay be read at sun set Roll call, or before 1 a- 
rad /9 should there; be cue iu »ud etdci tbut Oui duty may item 
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be neglected, tf»e Adjutant will alwar* he in the Line! at Roll calf, 
when Orders sue f«» be read, and the Officer* of Companies will, at 
their private Weekly Parade, cause the Orders of the preceding 
Week to be read to the Men, in their presence. 

13 Those Hooks are to be made of good Country paper; at 
jlaMaiion Book, when tilled up, is to'be lodged in the Interpreter’# 
Office. The Comnaiiv Books are to be finnishrd by the Offiuer# 
Commanding Companies: the Regimental Book by the Interpreter 
•ud Quaiter Muster. 

14 AH narts of the foregoing Oiders. which it is of importation 
the Native Officers and Men should understand, are to be translated 
by the Interpreter, and a copy is to be taken by the Pay liavildars 
ei each Company. 

15 Thev nre to be read and explained to the Men in the pre« 
sence of the Officers of Companies, once a mouth* at oue- of that 
private Parades* 
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OFFICIAL CORRE3PONDRNCR. 

All Foblio Letters should be written on Foolscap Paper, leaving s quarter 
of the page on the inner side of the sheet blank. The date should be put at the 
top, and the name of the person to whom it is addressed, at the bottom of ‘he 
first page. The Officer writing it, is always to add bis Rank and the Regiment 
tp which he belongs, or with wbtob be is doing duty, to bia signature. The 
name .slumld bo written legibly. 

9. In Repnrta or Letters written on actnal Service, the boor at which they 
are Witten, should he added to tbe date. 

3. Officers on duty, or on leave at the Presidency corresponding with a*ty 
public Officer, are to date their letter from their place of residence, and not 
ineiliy '* Calcutta” or “ Fort William.” 

4. When more than one side of the paper ia written on, t^e full sheet is to 
be sent. 

5. All Returns, Rolls or other Public Dennmentg, should have the heading 
of the Roll or Return written on the back of it also. Sepaiate Letters are not 
to be sent with Monthly Returns, Weekly Slates, and other Papers, in esses of 
mere detail, where u ■ explanation is necessary ; but where anv explanation is 
required, and wbern Papers sre transmitted to be laid before tbe Commander in 
Chief, as Promotion Rolls, Or Reports of Sneuial Committee*, they should be 
accompanied by a Letter. 

6. Periodical Keporls and Returns should haro the title, as Cattle Report!, 
Monthly Return. Weekly State, written on the upper corner of the envelope. 

7. All insnuction* received from Head Quarters, or from a superior Officer, 
should he acknowledged by a letter, mentioning the date and tbe subject in a 
summary manner, 

APPLICATIONS FOR LEAVE OV ABSENCE. 

G. 0■ G. G. Dec. 11,1818.—The Most Noblo the Governor General in Council 
Is plt-ased to lay down the following Regulations, in regnrd to tbe mode in which 
applications for leave of absence, to prooeed to sea, or on Furlough, are to he 
submitted to Government, by Stag'Officers, whether attached to the Civil or Mili¬ 
tary Department* of the Service. 

1. Officers employed in Publio Departments and Officers at tbe Presidency, 
•ball transmit their applications for leave to proceed to sea, or on Furlough, to the 
Adjutant General of tbe Army, for the purpose of being submitted to Government, 
under tbe oiders of the Commaoder in Chief; and shall, at the same time, make 
tbe necessary report of the oircpiostance to the head of the Department under 
which tbev may be employed. 

9. Officers boldingsituations away from tbe Presidency, and whose duties may 
be oonsidered as purely Civil, sucb as Residents, Civil Surgeons, £to. shall, in the 
first instance, obtain leave to repair to the Presidency, from iha aUtlioiity under 
which they are immediately acting; and on their arrival there shall submit their 
•pplicaiion* for the ultimate leave, tlno’ the Adjutant General of >bo Aunt. 

3 Officers serving on tbe Staff, in the Military Depaitinent, away from the 
Presidency, shall, thru’ tbe prescribed channel, tiausinit to the Adjutant Gene¬ 
ral of tbe Army their epplioaiiona for permission to come to the Presidency, 
preparatory >o submitting their request to be allowed to proceed to Sea, or on 
Furlough. 

REPORTS TO BE MAPI BY OFFICERS ON PASSING STATIONS. 

Q. 0. C. C. September 21, 1855.—The Commander in Chief is sorry to 
leB'O, that frequent instances have lately occurred, of Officers passing Military 
Stations without reporting themselves, as the Regulations of tbe Armv, and tbe 
common forms of the Service requite : His Excellency desires, that all Persona 
concerned, will attend to the existing Orders nn this subject, which require 
that military Officer*, (as well as Surgeons, or Assistant Surgeons,) who may 
prrive lit any Station or Post where (bore are troops, should report ihemselve* 
to Uie Commanding Officer, or publio fluff Officer of the place, 
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8. Sach Officers ns are prevented by indisposition fn»m waiting open fbe 
Commanding Olliner, will report their arrival in writing, for bis infoitnatioo, to 
the Major of Brigade or Staff Officer of the Station, stating whether they are on 
leave ot absence, on Sick Certificate, on duty, ficc, the authority tinder which 
ti'OJ tire oome to the Station, and the period they intend to rrmaio. 

_ . **• is also the dntv of Officers passing a Military Station, to call at the 
Brigade Office, t or other Public Staff Oflioe of the Post) ih.it they mi< learn if 
a_nj General Orders have beon issued which affect them ; and if they remain any 
time on leave at a Station, they ought to do this fiom time to time, to see the Ge¬ 
neral Orders which have been published. 

When diere is a General Officer in Command of the Division, residing 
at any Station, the immediate Command of which isoxeroisud ny a Briaatier, 
(■***' Burra.-kunre orCiWnpore,) OHioers are to report their arrival and depar¬ 
ture to his Staff, as well as to the Station Brigade Major; and to wait npon him 
as well u- upon the Brigadier. 

&• Medical OHioers will, likewise, always wait upon the Superintending 
Surgeons of Divisions, on passing the Stations where they reside. 

6. Officers passing anv of the principal Stations on (he River, or the Forts 
of Monghyr, Bexar, or Chnuar, where they do not mean to make any stay, are 

■ nevertheless to report toibe Station Staff officer, (the Deputy Assisi ant Adjutant 
General, Brigade Major, or Fort Adjutam,) that they may receive any aideia 
which may p >ssibiy be awaiting their arrival- 

7. OHioers Commanding Sta'inns and Posts will consider it their duty to 
ascertain how long any Officers who arrive within their Command intend to re¬ 
in nn ; and will take care, if thoi are pioceeding to join a Regiment, that they 
do not delay their journey without some sufficient cause ; and if they are on leave, 
that thev quit the ^station in sutticieni time t» rejoin before the expi'Mion <>f their 
leave, unless a renewed Sick Certificate, or other sulficicut cause, be assigned for 
prolonging their stay. 

8- All applications for leave, or extension of leave, from OHioers at another 
Ststion, which are sent either t<> their Commanding Officer, or (>n urgent ••«‘-t*s,) 
direct to Head Quarters, ar« ta be countersigned, and transmitted by the Officer 
Commanding the Station where they are. 

9. The Officers Commanding the principal Stations in the A'my, will receive 
Instructions to forward, on the 1st and Ifith of each month, « List oi the OHioers 
who ha< e arrived at the Station, who are remaining there on leave, or dull, and 
who have left it during the preceding fortnight. They are also hereby desired 
to bring to the Commander in duel’s notice, any instance where the pieotdiug 
Orders uiav be neglected. 

10. All Officers, Surgeons, or Assistant Surgeons, who are directed to join 
any Regiment or Detachment, are to report their progress, once a week, to the 
Officer Commanding the Corps or Detachment to which tbey are pioceeding, end 
their progress is to be noted, fiom these Reports, in the Monthly Returns. 

REPORTS TO BE MADE BT OFFICERS ON ARRIVING AT THE PRESIDENCY. 

G. O. C. C. November 10, 1820.w*Offirers arriving at the Presidency from 
Furlough, from Sea, or on leave, are to report their arrival at the Office of (ho 
Adjutant Gene rat, and of the Town Major, as well as In the Officer Commanding 
the Presidency Division (at Barrack pore). On leaving Calmitu, either to 
embark on board Ship or to rejoin their Station, they are enjoined to report 
the cireuMisianre to the snme authorities < These reports may be made in writhur 
if indisposition should prevent an Officer from making them in person Ail 
Officers coming to the Pietideury. are to report in writing, their place of re¬ 
sidence, or addiess, to the Adjutant General, and to the Presidency Major of 
Brigade, (now .deputy Assistant Adjutant General-) 

In addition to ibe report abovementioned. Medical Officers are to report to 
the Secretary of the Mcdicnl Board ; Officers in the Ordnance and Barrack De¬ 
partment to the Secretary to the Military Boaru j and other Stall' Officer* gene¬ 
rally to the Heads of their Department. 

All Officers are directed, during their residence at the Presidency, to attend 
occasionally at the Town Major’s Office in Fort Wiiliam, or at the Brigade Office 
at Barraokpore, for the purpose of making themselves acquainted with the Gene¬ 
ral Orders that have beeu issued from time to time.

When the Sick Officer has occasion 'o apply to any other Medical Officer for 
assistance after having left his Station, he i.s to submit the before-ineinioned State* 
ment lo such Medical Officer, together with a Copv of the Medical Certificate* 
and the Medical Officer will mark such Observations on the Statement, as the ua- 
lure oi the Case may leqnire.

The other 
Moiety of his Salary and every Allowance fur Office or Establishment shall bo 
drawn by the Officer doing the duty of such Absent Staff Officer- 

In cases of the Absence of a Staff Officer when it is not found necessary to 
appoint an Officer to perform the duties, or when a Staff Officer in the same Depart¬ 
ment (as in tne Commissariat) bolding the same Rank and drawing the same Al¬ 
lowances may be detaehed to i-erforin the duties, then the Absent Stall' Officer It 
draw one half of his personal Allowances, under die provisions of the preceding Re- 
gulations. and the remainin'! portion to he a saving to Government, 

Military Officers absent on their private affairs, from their Regiments or Sta¬ 
tions, by leave of Government, «r of the Commander in Chief, shall be entitled 
to draw their full Regimental Allowances ; and in case ot Staff Officers, a moiety 
•f their Staff Salary, when permitted, or urgent private business, to visit iha 
Presidencv. 

G. 0. G. O. Nov. 88. 1821.—Within the line from Cuttack, Surabhulpoor, Al¬ 
lahabad, Pertxabgurb, Sultaopore t'nde, Goruckuoor, and along die frontier to' 
Chittagong, the regulation of the 15th September is to continue in force, to the fall 
extent of the period therein specified, or otherwise, agreeably to proximity with 
Calcutta, at the discretion of the Commander in Chief.

PASSAGE MONEY TO CADETS. 

Up«n the friends of each cadet pacing the regular amount of the passage money 
to the Company's parmasitr, such cadet be required to sign a declaration, upon 
honour, that lie has not paid, or caused to he paid. nnr will pay or oanse to he paid, 
either directlv 01 indirectly, hv himself, or by any person on h is behalf, any'dirtier 
sum f<» his accommodation, either to the commander or mate, than tho e prescribed 
by the Court’s regulations : 

fn the event of its appearing at any fu'nre time, that a further sum shall ha>e

FURLOUGH REGULATIONS. 

Officers (of whatever rank) most bn ten ye»r« in India, before thercan be 
retied (except in case of certitied sickness, and as hereafter Hne>ifted) to their 
rotation to he absent on furlough, and the same rule ia applicable to asma'ant 
military surgeons. 

Officers who have not served ten year* in India, but whose presence in Eng.

aiimstauces are to be briefly noticed. 

Officers after arrival at the Presidency, and ho address their applications, 
for futlough to the Adjntint General, enclosing therein a Certificate fiotn 
the Presidency Piy Master, and Accountant to the Miluary Department, if 
there being no demands against them («r in lieu thereof an Engagement on 
the part of some res»ectshle Agency House) and also a tnedioal Ceiiihoa'a (rein 
at Presidency Sttireon, countersigned by the Examining member of die Medical 
Board if the application he grounded' »n ill health. A Ceriilio.i'e signed by 
•be Pilot of the oa»e of dispatch of Vessel*, in which Cflioera emb<uk to ha 
sent to the Adjutant Geuerat aud also to the Senetary to the Government ftfjt 
litary Department. 

A ebspiain after seven rears residence in India is allowed to go home en fur* 
lough and itoeive the pay of major. Should he go home from sickness prior to this 
period of sci vice, he is allowed the pay <>f captain o»ly. 

A conductor of stoics is allowed furlough pay, only in oase of going home from 
sickness. 

Officers going to England on furlough, are required immediately to report their 
•rrivt by letter to the Secretary, stating the name of the ship in which they Arrived, 
Mi their tddren, forwarding at fk« laine time the eeitifiemei they received in lodiW 
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The period »f furlough i* three yenrs, reckoning from Its date to the da* of ‘ho 
relurn «>f 'lie officer m hi* presidency. 

Officer* are required to join the establishment to winch * lie v belong, nl the ex* 
pin-linn ol ttia three ) em s fit' lough, unless ti ey shall heve obtained an extension of

in Europe is indispensably necessaiv.

A surge-’ii ot general bospi'al. or superintending surgeon, who has been in ihat 
station not less then two tears, and whose p< ri»d of service has been not le*'. Mian 
twenty years, iucludmglhree years 'or one furlough, aa above, is permitted to ictire 
from ti e service, and allowed .£300 per annum. 

All othef suf aeons and assi-tanfr surgeons attaclied to the military, are pernrt* 
ted turctii^ from the service on trepay-of their rank, after having serve* 
seventeen vears in India. , 

An assistant surgeon, after the said period of service who shall not liar* 
attained the station of bead smgeOii, is allowed to retire on a pension of £50 per 
annum. 

t chaplain after eighteen years service in India, (ten of which at a military 
station,) including three years for ono fulough, is allowed to ietn« with the pav of 
major. 

\ chaplain having served ten rears in India, whose constitution will not 
admit of his continuing in the service, may retire on the half pay of major; after 
seven yeais, on Mm half pay of captain'.

A subaltern officer, or military assistant surgeon, having se.rved six years in 
India is permitted to retire on the half pay of Ensign, if his caiistitution should bo 
■0 impaired as to prevent tlie possibility ol'liis continuing in India. 

Every officer returning nil furlough, and wishing to retire fiom tbeservice, 
must make a declaration to tint effect, within twelve months after his anival in- 
JtiK'land ; and iff case of ins neglecting so to do. he must at the expiration of Ins 
furlough, either return to limia, 01 he held to have tciiitquislied the service, and 
not lie entitled to retire o> pay, unless lie lias continued to serve in India, from 
bis first arrival for the space of twenty two years without having a furlough; in 
that case he is allowed.two years before Ire shall be called upon to signify liisina 
tention of retiring, but tie «mi only be allowed the f iay of the rank he bald at ibw 
expiration oftwehe months from his arrival rn Europn. 

Officer* in future letiring from the Service, Minil he considered to have 
retired from the date of their application to that effect, or from the expiratiott 
of twojeiirs from the date of their lauding in the United Kingdom, whichever 
shall first happen ; and all Casualties by Death in Europe after the expiration 
ofthe same period of li years from the date- of landing, shall he considered to 
have occurred from the date when that period expired, notwithstanding in bothf

Resolved.—Thereloie, that in order to prevent anv accident from the fire and 
lights bei..g kept up. beyond those hours nsuallv observed in all proper disciplined 
Snips, it is stih llv enjoined, that no lire be kept up beyond eight at night, unless 
sor the use of the s.ck. and then only in a Stove, and that candle* be extinguish¬ 
ed hv nine between decks, and ten, at latest, in the Cabins, and tia-.it the utmost 
precaution* be observe l to prevent their being visih]l~> to any Vessel, passing in 
the night. 

That the hour for dinner be not later than two o’clock, and when the Com¬ 
mander of ihe Ship retires from Table, either after dinner or supper, the Pas* 
sangers amt Officers of the Ship retire also. 

That the Captain be strictly enjoined >0 pav due attention to the comfortable, 
accommodation and libeial treatment ol bis Puasengers ; at the same time setting 
them an example of sobriety and decorum, as he values the pleasure of tins Court. 

That any exces* or disorderly heuaviour below, being equally repugnant to 
ihe good outer and discipline ot the Shin, will on representation, be noticed by 
the Court of Directors, and not fail to incur theii displeasure 

That any improper conduct of the Officers of the Ship, towards the Passen¬ 
gers, or each other, shall be quietly made known lo i .c Commander, who snail 
weigh the circumstances with impartiality, and ii conciliation be intdleotual, de¬ 
cide, according to the best nj his Judgment; and every person . oncerned, no 
expected quietly to conform thereto; Tint should auy one think himself aggriev¬ 
ed thereby, lie tnay appeal to the Governor and Gotui il of the first settlement the 
Ship arnves at, or if homeward bound, to the Court of Directors.

GENERAL RULES. 

1. 

No Letters or Parcels, excepting such as are imported from sea, News¬ 
papers published in Calcutta, when direct from the Publishers, under the pre¬ 
scribed guarantee, and Native Letters, will be received for despatch at any 
Post Office, uuless accompanied bv the Postage to which they may be liable, 
in Calcutta Sicca Rupees, where they are the currency of the Country, and at 
Stations where the Calcutta Sicca is not the Current Rupee, the Local Rupee 
will be received as equivalent thereto. The Post Offices at Kedgeree, New 
Anchorage and Diamond flat hour, and the subordinate Mofussii D&k Chokies, 
under the charge, of N-uives. are exceptions to this Buie, as at these all Let¬ 
ters are taken for despatch Bearing Postage. 

II. * 

The Post Office will not knowingly receive for transmission by either Let¬ 
ter or Banghy Dak, anv article <>f Value, by which is meant, Money, Bank 
Notes, Jewels, Gold Ornaments. Watches, and such like. In every case there¬ 
fore where Letters or Parcels give enter to articles of this description, they 
must he sent at the entire risk of the senders, who. in the event of loss of the 
Letter or Parcel, or of their Contents, whether by accident nr fraud, are not 
entitled to any compensation for the same fiotn the Post Office Department, 
which wound not receive a Letter or Parcel for transmission with the know¬ 
ledge that it contained any thing of Value. ^ 

III . 

Persons not belonging to the Department cannot be admitted into tho 
Receiving Room of the General Po«t Office, nor be permitted to examine 
the Records of the Office without the special permission of the Post Master 
General, or Deputy Post Master, to one of whom complaints and all applica¬ 
tions for information must be made in writing. 

IV. 

Persons writing to complain of delay in the dilivery of their Letters, are 
requested at the same time to send the Envelopes of Buch Letters for inspec¬ 
tion on which are the Office Stamps, which always specify the date on which 
they should have been delivered. 

V • 

Persons writing to complain of improper conduct on the part of anv of 
the Post Office Peons, will be pleased to note the number marked on the badge 
of the Peon againBt whom they complain. 

VI. 

Peons are prohibited from the delivery of Letters out of the usual course 
and without immediate payment of Postage. They are to receive the exact 
amount of Postage, and are not bound to give charge for Rupees, both be- 
cause they may not have copper money sufficient in their possession, and be¬ 
cause the distribution of the Letters would be retarded by their doing so. It 
is particularly requested that the Peons may experience the least possible 
detention at the doors of bouses where they deliver Letters. 

VII. 

All Postage must be paid at the time of the delivery of the Letter, and 
agreeably to the amount marked upon it. Whenever however there m»y bo 
reason to suspect a surcharge, an Official complaint should be made to tho 
Deputy Post Master and if the party complaining be dissatisfied with hiideci. 
yioa, ho will be at liberty to appeal to the Post Master General 
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VIII. 

All Letters, Parcels, &c. refused by the Parties to whom they are ad¬ 
dressed, or to Parties who are not discoverable, will be returned to the Office 
from whence they were despatched, and the Writers, or the persons from 
whom they were originally received, will be held liable tor the Postage both 
direct and return. It the Writers or Senders of such Letters cannot be dis¬ 
covered, the Letters will be entered in a list to be "exposed by the Post Mas¬ 
ter, in tne most public part of bis Office, and from time to time, a list will tie 
sent to the Post Master General, who will cause it to be published in the Go¬ 
vernment Gazette. 

IX. 

In every case of refusal to pay Postage, Deputy Post Master are authoriz¬ 
ed to detain all future Lette.rs to the address of the Parties so refusing,,until 
the liquidation of the preiions demands; as also to refuse to receive for trans¬ 
mission any Letters from those persons. This Rule equally applies to Postage 
on Return Letters. 

X. 

Any person opening a Letter or Envelope, shall be bound to pay the 
Postage of the same, whatever may be the cements. 

XI. 

Persons exempted from the payment of Postage by their Official situa¬ 
tions, having occasion to Write to non-exempted persons on the private business 
ot the latter, shall write on the Envelope ‘‘Bearing Postage,” in which case 
it will be collected from the receiver. 

XII. 

Letters at Stations where there are no Depute Post Masters, will be re¬ 
ceived by the Moonsliees, or other Native subordinates in charge of Chokies, 
for transmission, “ Bearing Postage excenting Letters for despatch by Ship, 
which, as th** full amount both Inland and Ship Postage must be paid at the 
period of despatch, cannot be received pise where than at the Office ot a De¬ 
puty Post Master. 

xii r. 

Notwithstanding, as specified in Rule II, that the Post Office Department 
is not answerable for loss of Property contained in any Letter of Parcel sent 
through it, vet, for the greater sernrity ot Property which may he sent at the 
risk of the Sender, no Letter or Parcel once delivered into the Post Office can 
be returned bv auv Clerk or Writer, unless be receives especial orders from 
Post Master General, or from the Deputy Post Master, his immediate superi¬ 
or, to that effect, who w*ill only pass such orders on being assured that appli¬ 
cants for the return of such Letters or Parcels are the original Senders, or 
have due authority for claiming to have them returned; the receipt granted 
for such Letter or Parcel must be returned to the Post Office, or if entered in 
a Book, the Book must be sent that the receipt therein may be cancelled un¬ 
der the Post Master’s signature. The Postage which may have been paid up¬ 
on such Letters will not‘be returned with the Letters, nor will the Letters be 
received again at the Post Office, except as a fresh delivery liable to Postage, 
at the same rates as if they bad not been previously received and returned. 
It is particularly recommended to persons *.»ho, notwithstanding the notice 
given in Rule II, may persist in the transmission of Bank Notes by D4k, to 
cut them into halves, to despatch them separately, and in every practicable 
case to await the acknowledgement of the receipt of the first halves before 
despatching the second. 

XIV. 

The General Post Office is open daily for the receipt of Letters from ten 
a. ii. te a quarter past six r. m. at the usual rates of Postage; after which hour 
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till a quarter before seven p. M. all Letters will be charged with Treble Pos¬ 
tage, that is tn say, three times the amount that they would be charge^ with 
had they reached the Post Office before the doors were closed at a quarter af¬ 
ter six o’clock. (In order, however, to prevent persons being charged witlp 
Treble Postage, in cases where they may not he desirous to forward their Let¬ 
ters unless they reach the Office before the doors are closed, no Letter will be 
received unless it is accompanied by a note or memorandum, stating, that it is 
the wish of the Sender that it may be forwarded by that day’s D4k. Persons 
who are desirous of availing themselves of this Rule, will have the goodness 
to desire their servants to wait at the door till it is opened at a quaiter before 
seveu, when they will be admitted.) For the delivery of Letters until thres 
p. m., and for replying to enquiries from tc-n 'A. M. to three p At,, Sundays ex¬ 
cepted, as regards the latter. The time for the receipt of Newspapers is li¬ 
mited to a quarter past five p. m., beyond which time no Newspaper wilt bs 
received. 

XV. 

Mails received at the General Post Office after three p. w. are not opened 
Until the following morning, as from that hour the Registering, and otherwise 
preparing the Letters nut into the Post Office lor the night's despatch to ths 
other Presidencies, and the Mofussil, commences. Therefore Letters received 
after three r. m,. are distinguished by the Letters P. M. being impressed upon 
them, in addition to the Date Stomn. Such Letters as are received and sent 
eat on the same day, are impressed with the Letters .A* M. 

XVI. >. 

There are three places at the General Post Office unpointed fof the re¬ 
ceipt of Letters for despatch : viz, that for Service and Free Letters, that for 
Inland Letters liable to pav Postage, and another '»r Letters for £%;<, rtation, 
«r Ship betters, whether public or private. Complaints have fiequeniL been 
made of the refusal to receive Letters when pi esected at the G-uinal Pn»| 
Office, arising front their being offered at the wrong window, or rptening 
place, the public are therefore particularly requested to point out to ihe ser¬ 
vants who may be sent with Letteis, which Department they ate intended tor. 

XVII. 

With $ view to lessen the business of the Post Office Department, all Let¬ 
ters from Public Offices sent on one day to the same Orlire, are to be put no* 
der one. Envelope, if it can be done without exreed ng fwenty-one Sicca 
Weight. This practice will also tend to lighten the Mails by reducing tha 
number of Envelopes and Seals. 

?. xvm. 

The Receivers of Letters at the General Post Office cannot be required 
to give Change for a Rupee, save when the Postage shall exceed that sum. 
In all cases where the Postage on a Letter or Letters may be lei>s than On* 
Rupee, it must be paid in Copper, or in four or eight Anna Silver Pieces. 

N. B. Complaints ha”e frequently been made that the Post Office charges 
Batta in changing Rupees into Pice, which, upon enquiry, have been shewn 
to arise from servants obtaining change from a Podar who has established 
himself in the vicinity of tlm Post Office, but who is in no way connected with 
the Establishment. There is no person of this description attached to th« 
General Post Office, and all the Receivers are strictly enjoined when they do 
change Silver Money, to give the toll change at the rate of Sixty-four Pic* to 
the Rupee, and a deviation Irom this practice being proved against wjf Rs» 
•tiver, would subject him to the loss of his situation. 
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RULES RESPECTING 

INLAND LETTlillS AND POSTAGE. 

I. 

Letters, not exceeding Half a Sicca Weight, are to be charged for at 
Half the amount levied upon a Single Letter, or one of One Sicca Weight. 

• These Letters to be called “ Half Letters.” 

II. 

Letter* above Half a Sicca Weight, and not exceeding One Sicca Weight, 
to be charged ior as Single Letters. 

III . 

Letters exceeding One, but not exceeding Two Sicca Weight, are 
chargeable with twice the amount of a Single Letter. For each additional 
Sicca Weight, additional Single Postage will be cbatged on all Letteis up to 
Twenty one Sicca Weight, beyond winch weight Letters subject to Postage, 
are not taken for despatch by the D&k Mails. 

N. B.—Whenever Postage amounts to the fractional part of a Copper 
Pice, the necessary number of nominal coin, termed Pie, must be added to 
make up a Pice. This Rule is particularly applicable to F.etters from Natives, 
wliiclt are allowed to go Bearing Half Postage, excepting in the instances 
hereaf er not^d in Rule X. 

The Table of Rates of Inland Postage exhibits only the charge for Sin¬ 
gle Letter Postage between Stations. 

IV. 

Public Official Letters w ill be received for despatch as far as Twenty.fit a 
Sicca Weight, hut not beyond that weight, unless m emei gent cases, when a 
communication in writing must be made to the Deputy Post Master l.y the 
Functionary who sends the Packet tor despatch. 

V. 

t 

Public Despatches for transmission by I)hk, are to be. copied willrn ti.e 
smallest space compatible with perfect legibility ; maigins of the paper tun u 
exceed one-third ; all blank leaves to be withdrawn; enclosures, woct.rirr 
practicable, to be written consecutively; and generally to bp made up in too 
most compact form possible.

When the number of Official Despatch** received for Iranfiti'SS'en ol on* 
time, may be Buch as would render the bulk or weight of the Mails too bur- 
thensome, Deputy Post Masters are authorized to detain any proportion of the 
saute for despatch by the Mail of the following dav, excepting always in cases 
of emergency, which will be noted as specified in Rule IV, and then ou no 
account will such Despatches be detained.

In any case where a Deputy Post Master 
may Lave reason to suspect that closed envelopes, attested as containing only 
Documents specified in this Rule, contain Letters, he is empowered to call 
upon the receiving party to attend either in person or by proxy, to open them 
id his presence. When, in the event of Letters being found within tha covers. 
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}ip will detain Ur Pacliets and their Contents, until the difference between the 
amount who h may l.a»e heen pawl at the time of despatch, as for Law I‘»- 
peis. &c. only, and that to which, uuder the Penalty, they would tlieu be 
jiable lo, is adjusted.

Individuals who may, in cases of importance, be desirous of. forwarding 
Letters by Express, will be at liberty to do so where the Dak is carried by 
Runners, on the payment, in advance, of Font Annas per Mile. 
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Rules respecting Inland, Postage of Newspapers in the European 
Languages , em.bracing the Regulations for the Postage on 
Pamphlets and other Printed Papers .

The Postage on Newspapers is limited to two Rates, viz Four Annas and 
Two Annas.—the Table of Newspaper Rates spec lies the Stations to which 
they may be sent ut these Rates respectively; provided they do not exceed. 
Three Sicca Weight, which is considered as Single Newspaper Weight. 

II 

Single Newspapers sent from one Mn ( 'u«sil Station to another, when not 
in Transit from the Piesidencv, are to he cliurged Two Annas tor any 
distance up to Four IJuudred Alices, and Four Annas to all greater disiauces. 

III. 

Newspapers exceeding Three Sicca, or Single Newspaper Weight, lobe 
charged as follows—

Packets of Newspapers weighing more than Six Sicca Weight, will not 
be. received tor transmission by the Letter Dak.

The above Rates of Postage' to carry Newspapers all over the Territories 
under the Bengal Presidency, entitling them to follow the persona to whom 
they are addressed without further charge, provided they are nut opened at 
any Station at which they aie delivered. 

VI. 

If a Newspaper is opened, the Postage must be again paid, according to 
ilie above Scales, before the Paper can be received for a second despatch from 
any Post Office 

VII. 

If a Newspaper is returned, the Sender is liable for Half the ninnuut lot 
Return Postage, which whb paid upou its despatch. If from a Newspaper 
Office it wus sent Bearing Postage, then it will be liable to the Out waul Full 
Postage, and to Hall that amount for its Return.

Newspapers can only be received for despatch as such when made up !n 
abort covers, open at the ends. 

IX. 

Pamphlets and other Printed Papers, wrapped in short covers, with open 
ends, will be sent upon the same Scales as tho*s provided for Newspapers, up 
to Six Sicca Weight, according as they may happen to be, for a Four Anna 
or a Two Anna Station.

Letters delivered at (lie Genet al Post Office lor transmission by Sea, if 
Itperiiied tor despatch by any piuticnW Vessel, will be charged with Ship 
Postage only. agreeabW to the sibme Rales, ptovided tlie Visselsn scorified is 
la\ mg ofl' 0 tlculta. But in 1 lie c\enl ot surlt Vessel having proceeded dowq 
tlie ijvei, Lottets. oi coii'.eq uenre having to be sent to Kedgeiee lor Srinment 
tbroii'ii tlie Post Office Depatiment ai that Station, become liable, to the In¬ 
land Posla,e iroui Calcutta to Kedgeiee, in addition to the Ship Postage. 

III. 

It occasionally happens that tlie Proprietors of Steam Vessels give notice 
at the General Post Office, that a Steamer will be sent down on a particular 
diiv to raid) a Ship on Iter wav to Sea, in such cases an Alter Packet is mad* 
up to billow by tbe oppoitunity thus afforded ; and as it is desirable to en¬ 
courage as much as possible any accommodation, sitrlt as this affords, it bat 
been determined in suclt cases to pay a Bountv of One Anna for each Letter 
to the Commander of llie Steamer, under wlmse charge tbe Packet is trans¬ 
mitted to the Snip, the charge for Postage upon all Letters thus sent, will 
therefore he One Anna upon each cover, iu excess oi tbe rates contained ia 
the Table above. 

IV. 

Letter* delivered without any specification as to the Ship by which they 
ghould he transmitted, will ho charged with Ship Postage only, and be detain¬ 
ed at the Post Office fot the first opportunity which may oiler ior Shipping 
them on a Vessel at Calcutta, the destination of which corresponds with tlie 
directions on the Letteis. they will not be sent on to Kedgere-, although ihera 
may he a Ship on her way to Sea tor the same destination. But Letters which 
have tlie superscription on tlie Envelopes—“ Per fiistShip,” will, it the first op¬ 
portunity offer* by a Ship off Calcutta, b« charged only w«y»hip Po»tag*.—

When Letters hare to he despatched to Kedgeree for Shipment, they are

•mother Packet. The former hears diiertions on ifs mds'de, to the Deputy

A Bounty of One Anna is paid at the General Post Office to Commanders 
tnf Ships upon all Letters chargeable with Postage, winch are delivered by 
them to this Department, and which are not brought to Calcutta, Horn 
other places in India, between which and Calcutta there is a Land Communi¬ 
cation by Dfft ; uuless in cases of culpabla neglect when they omit to deliver 
their Packets at the earliest possible period to tbe Dik Boat at Kedgeree, or 
to the Deputy post Master at that Station, in which cases their claim to Bounty 
Money is forfeited. 

XVII. 


Letters written on board a Vessel in the river, and delivered at the 
Diamond Harbour, Kedgeree, or New Anchorage Post Offices, are termed 
“ Harbour Letters,”—these are chargeable ouly w>th the usual Inland Postage 
from those Stations. But it frequently happens that such Letters are put iate

Receiving Pirties, and much unnecessary trouble by references, it is therefore 
requested, particularly ol Coininandeis of Ships and Pilots, that they will 
cause Letters to be sent separately made up to the Kedgeiee Post Office, 
specifying those written in Harbour, or liv prisons actual)} on hoard the Ship, 
as “ Harbour Letters,’’ and the ntheis as “ Ship Letters." Incases where 
this is not attended to, the Ship Postage, which may be levied on Harbour Let¬ 
ters, will not be remitted.

Newspapers forwarded to or from Ships through the subordinate Post Of¬ 
fices, Midi as Diamond Harbour, Ked jeree, or the new Anchorage, are charge¬ 
able as lollowh, v iz. 

Slun Postage, Two Annas upon all Packets, without re'ereuce to weight; 
Inland Postage, pour Annas lot each cuter coutaiuiug uuly oue Newspaper, 
without limitation ot weight. 

III. 

Covers containing more than one Newspaper, to be charged according to 
the Scale tor Pamphlets and Printed P.pers. as lai as I'uelve Sicca Wmgot; 
lievmid which, N-wspapois uupoitcd, will he torwarded from CaicuiUt b/ 
dJaugliy, being ciiaiged from thence accordingly. 

JV. 

If bv looking in at the ends, it cannot be discovered whether a cover con¬ 
tains only one or more Papers, it will be charged according to the preceding 
Rule. , 

V. 

PAMPHLETS AND PRINTED PAPERS. 

Pamphlets and oilier Pinted Papers, in short covers , open at the ends, 
will be, charged with Ship Postage, at the same Kates as those provided for 
Newspanets up in Twelve Sicca Weight, and when exceeding iliac \\%igbt 
they will be forwarded to the Interior by Bangby, and chaiged accordingly. 


Rules respecting Bang hi/ Parcels , and Postage. 

I. 

No Package, in excess of Twelve Seers in Weight, of the dimensions of 
fifteen by twehe inches on the surface, and of the depth ol twelve inches, will 
be received for transmission by lianghy. 

II. 

Parcels are received for transmission bv Bangby, providing they do not 
contain Letters under Twenty-one Sicca VV .ught, or Articles ol Value. Let¬ 
ter* in excess of Twenty Sicca Weight, may he sent by this conveyance at the 
Banghy Charges, as also Ship Letters above Bight Sicra Weight Ptrcels to 
be received at the General Post Office must b«ar respectively the following 
Superscription, “No Valveand the’ every possible care will be taken in tbe 
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Fost Office Department to secure their safe conveyance, still, as in the case of 
Letters, they are tiat'smitted at the entire ri-k of the Senders, who will hav* 
no claim on the Depart me it for Compensation in the event of mjurv or loss, 
whelhei occasioned by arciitent or frami.—It is at all times neressarv, as a 
proper Security, that Pi c*-!* should be made tin in folds of Wax Cloth, 
without whiffii they are inadmissible for despatch, and in the lininy Season 
ihe use of Tin Boxes, well soldered down. is particularly enjoined, because at 
that period they are nior- e<->-eriHilv liable to injury on the jouruey. This it 
applicable to Stamped Paper sent tiom Use Stamp Office.

Baugliies are despatched to the different Stations under the Bengal Pre¬ 
sidency, tour times in each work.; viz. on Tuesdays and Fiidays, Despatches 
from the Governm-Mit, i. e all Despatches nn tiie Public Service; aud ots 
Wednesdays aud Saturdays, from the Community at large.

patch to the Southward of Madras, are Vestricted to the above-mentioned 
Weight. 

IX. 

The New Road to Nagpore, via Midnapore, Katheringha, Sumbulporej 
*id Rjepore, not being passable lerfianghies during; the periodical JKainy 4 
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Seasons, the Banghy Burdars are withdrawn annually on the 15th of June, 
and are re-posted on the 15th October, during which interval Parcels for 
Nagpore are received for despatch via Benares, Juan pore, &c. 

* X. 

Postage is chnrged on Banghy Parcels, ngreeably to the Table of Rates 
calculated expressly for Banghy postage. A I'arcel up to Fifty Sicca Weight, 
is a Single Banghy ; from Fitly to One Hundred Sicca, is a Double Banghv j 
from One Hundred to One Hundred and F fty Sicca, Treble; and so on in 
proportion, concsponding with the Ratio of increased Weight. 

XI. 

Full Banghies may be supplied on application, at Half the usual Rates 
levied on P«icels sent separately. A Full Banghy comprises Two Parcels, 
each not exceeding the size of a common Travelling Petarrah, respectively, 
linrited to the Weight of Fifteen Seers. Thus the Full Bangliv of Thirty 
Seers may be despatched by this Rule, at the usual chai ge upon Fifteen Seers 
when sent separately. 


Regulations respecting the Postage of, and applications for Dak 

Bearers. 


I. 

Travellers may be furnished with Dak Bearers, on application at the 
different Post Oftices, where they will obtain all the ierpi>site information as 
to the estimated disliinces between known Stations, to which only Dak Bearer^ 
can be laid by any Post Master. 

II. 

A set of Dak Bearers comprises Twelre Men, viz. Eight Bearers, Twe 
Mossalciiies, aud Two JJaagny Burdars, for which is enarged, payable in 
ad vance, at the rate of Fight Annas per Mile: but as in many insranees, 
owing to the delay caused by Travellers remaining longer on (he Road than 
the stipulated time, this Sinn is found unequal to the Fxpeure, a further sura 
of Four Annas per Mile is required to,he paid as a deposit, to cover any even¬ 
tual Rxpenre or Demurrage, caused by delav on file part of the Traveller. 
Rhnuld none occur, the lull amount ot the sum deposited is refnrded, upon 
the Traveller furnishing a Certificate Irnm the Deputy Post Master, at tho 
place where his j iiruey iiuisbea, that lie arrived these within the prescribed, 
tune, which Ceitilicate it is the duty ot Deputy Post Masters to furnish to the 
Traveller, specifying, accoiding to circumstances, whether or otherwise there 
has been any excess in the time allowed. 

N. B. It should, however, be particularly observed, that in some District*! 
Bearers are with difficulty procured, and where they have to be sent a con¬ 
siderable dir lance to take up the Traveller, ami io like manner to return 
ftnme ; for time so occupied, they are paid additionally, and in all such cases 
post Masters are authorized to charge the actual cost for the Traveller’* 
Bearers. 

III. 

.1 All Travellers, whether proceeding from the Presidency, or from Out- 
Stations, are provided with a Form, in which they are requested particularly 
to note any cause of dissatisfaction they may gieet with on their journey, and 
the places were they meet with obstruction or irregularities on the pait of the 
Bearers or Subordinate Post Office Servants. This Form being affixed trt thn 
Certificate, which the Tiaveller hap to present for signature to respective Post 
Waiters, secure* its being noticed. 
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IV. 

When a Dak has been ordered, an«l circumstances msy render it expe¬ 
dient Im the Traveller to postpone his journey, or to withdraw the Bcaiem 
entirely, he will of course be held liable to the expence (if any) winch may 
hate been incurred on his account The amount paid for (lie Dak and the 
•mount deposited lor coveting Demurrage, will therefore remain unadjusted, 
until Deports are lereited from the several Post Masters on the Hue of lluuta 
to have 1 been Travelled. 

V. 

Petarrnhs, containing Traveller’s Baggage, &c. must not exceed for each 
Bang hi-bin dar tw ent v-f.uir seers, and these must be divided into two P ircela 
or P»tarralis r,( such dimensions as to reuder them conveniently portable 
when slung as Banghies. 

VI. 

When it is reputed that a Traveller comes upon Demurrage on any part 
of the Hoad, the a■ tj istiucit ot the amoiiut deposited to cover micIi expences. 
Will be co-tl!>nji n d mi' 1 u lt**p.irt ot ill' anruinr paid to the Bearers on thntac- 
c*'U"t I'as iieeji ii'ce.ied lr in ali liie P ,st Masters, through whose Ditisious 
tne 1'ravuiier may have passed. 

VII. 

It is to be generaMv understood, thit although Government permita 
their Servants to lav DVt Bea^eis lor the convenience of tlie Public, the State 
derives no benefit trom this source, and lliat neither (1 ivernment nor any of 
their Ofli *ois are, in anv degree, responsible to the Traveller for the misfor¬ 
tunes and disappointments which are inseparable trom Dak Travelling ; that 
everv Traveller travels at Ins own risk, and is liable to tiie losses and in¬ 
creased expend s mrdent to delays and accidents; and that Government 
can, in no instance, be coasideied liable to make good any losses whatever. 

ViJI. 

Wi li irregu'arities and consequent inconvenience occurs to Travellers, 
the P ist Master (Jen*ral, on being applied to, will immediate!v investigate 
the creuuis'since In ought to his notice, but this can only be done in the same 
uiannei and to ihe name end ;u a Superior in any other Department would 
iuterlere to enqune into complaints pieferred against lus Suboidinates. 

IX. 

Iii cases of Surcharge alone, or Charges which, to the parties complain¬ 
ing, might appear unjust, because alining out of some positive neglect or er¬ 
ror on the pan ot ihe Deputy Post Master, who lavs tlie Dak. it would be the 
duty of the Post Master General to investigate the matter with a view to afford 
pecuniary rediess. 

X. 

Any decision pronounced by the Post Master General in all references 
relative to the Dak Beaieis, to be consideied final.

1 st.—Officers. Civil and Military, not named in the foregoing 
list, who may have occasion bona fide to address Letters on the Ser¬ 
vice, the Postage of which is properly chargeable tp Government, 
will be indemnified in such expense, by making application to the 
Civil Auditor, or Military Auditor General, slating the circumstance 
which rendered such Correspondence necessary. 

2d.- Letters addressed “ On the Service.” shall hear on their En¬ 
velopes, the Official Designations of the Officers to whom they are 
addressed, as well as (he Names and Official Designations, in their own 
hand writing, of the Officers, or Persons, by whom such Letters are 
written. 

3d—It is to be understood, that the exemption from Postage 
granted to Public Officers under Government, is limited to corres¬ 
pondence bona fide on tbe Public Service; and that when the pre¬ 
scribed form shall not have been strictly observed, such Letters are 
to he rejected at the different Post Offices, nnless payment of Pos« 
tage be then tendered. But as the Commanding Officer in th^ 
Field, the Secretaries to Government in the several Departments, 
the Private Secretaries to the Governor Guoeral and Co mm a ode? 
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in Chief, the Post Master General, the Residents at Foreign Courts, 
and ibe Agents to the Governor General—may have occasion to cor¬ 
respond with Individuals on public business, though not in an Official 
form—Private Letters on public business from these Officers, shall he 
exempted from Postage, when superscribed with their Names and 
Official Designations, and the addition of the word “ Private.” 

4th.—To prevent confusion in the Public Accounts, and guard 
against disputes and misrepresentations of the delivering Peons, 
all persons receiving Letters from them, are reqnired forthwith to 
pay the amount of Postage, according to the Post Office charge 
thereon. If, however, the Receiver should think that the charge so 
marked is in excess of the established ratp. he should address himself, 
in writing, to the Deputy Post Master of ihe Station at which the 
letter in delivered, and if he is iinanle to afford redtess. to the 
Post Master General, who wtil cause an immediate investigation 
to be made into the complaint, and if it prove well-fomideij. order 
the surcharge to he refunded On the other hand, if the ratp of 
Post age charged appears to him to be accurate, he will give the 
necessary explanation Should :lie Complainant still he dissatisfied, 
he is at libcr*v to appeal to the Governor General m Council. 
The same course is to be pursued, where the complaint arises from 
Letters being charged with Postage, which the writers, or the Persons 
to whom they may he. addressed, shall consider to be entitled to pas* 
free. 

5th, - That, when Public Officers under Government shall have oc¬ 
casion to correspond with L dividuaL not in the Public service, as 
in the case of transmitting Bills of Exchange. Promissory Notes, Re¬ 
ceipts. or any oilier description ef Government Securities, &r. &c. 
&c the Public Officers forwarding such Letters, shall superscri e their 
Official Signature and the words '* Bearing Postage.” When Let¬ 
ters having such superscription shall he received at the General Post 
Office, the Postage will not he demanded, but the Post Masters of 
the Stations to which the letters go. shall collect fh“ amount from the 
Parties to whom they may Iip addressed and HHivercd. — When, on 
the contrary, such letiers are addressed hy an Individual In a Public 
OTicer of Government, the Postage-hall be required from the Per¬ 
sons delivering such Letters at the Post Office. 

6th.-In publishing the foregoing.Lisi, the Public are desired to 
take notice, that the privilege of franking Letters having been au¬ 
thorized by the Right Hon’nle the Governor Geueral in Council, lor 
the express purpose of affording every necessary facility to corres¬ 
pondence on the Public business, His Lordship in Council confident¬ 
ly trusts, that this Privilege will not he applied to correspondence on 
the Private Affairs of Individuals. The Governor General in Coun¬ 
cil is at the same time pleased to declare, that any deviation from

E'llating tlie Number and Fare of Teeka Palankeen* and Teeka Bearers, iu 
the Town of Calcutta, made and passed by the Vice Picsident in Council, 
of ami for the Fiesidency of Foit William in Bengal, the Eighth day of 
March, m fie Year of Our Lmd One Thousand Eight Hundred and Twen¬ 
ty.seven, and Kegisteied in the Supreme Court of Judicature* on the 27tb 
April. 1827. 

WHEREAS it is considered just and expedient to Regulate the Norn- 
her and Fare of Teeka Palankeens and Teeka Bearers, in the Town of Cal* 
-cntta, and to place them in such manner under the Conti ol of the Police, as 
may lend 10 the greatei convenience of th« Public.

In the event of a widow, to whom t pension my have been 
assigned acquitting subsequently by inheritance, bequest, or otherwise, any 
property or mcoine which with the property left to her at her husband's do* 
cease, and the pension received by her, may render her total income, includ¬ 
ing her pension from the fund, more than five hundred rupees per mensem, 
during her tesideuce in India, or more than five hundred pounds per annum 
iu Europe or elsewhere, her pension ftom tho fund is liable to abatement, 
proportioned to the excess of her entire income, in> lulling the pension, above 
the sum specified; or to be altogether, discontinued, m the event or her 
property 01 income, exclusive of the pension assigned to her from the fund, 
beiug equal to the full gum of five hundred rupees per menst-in iu India, or 
five hundred pounds per annum in Enrope, or elsewhere. 

Fourthly, All (tensions ot widows are also liable to discontinuance on 
tbeir remarriage. But in the event of their being again left in a state of 
widowhood, without an adequate provision for their sannort, they may be 
again admitted to the benefits of the fund, under the same provision aud 
limitations as on their oiigmal admission. 

Fifthly. The peusions to widows, who may be admitted to the benefits 
of the ttiHii, are to be paid in advauce half yearly to themselves or to their 
authorized agents. But the acknowledgement of the widow herself shall ba 
taken for all sums paid in her behalf; aud shall contain solemn declaration 
that her entire income including the pension received by liei does not exceed 
the sum limited above. 

Widows are, if they have no means of paving for tbeir passage to Eh- 
rope, supplied from the fund with such sum as may appear requisite, for that 
purpose. 

If any subscriber to the fund shall die without the means of providing 
for his family, and shall consequently leave a child or children, horn in wed¬ 
lock, without an adequate provision for their maintenance: ami on the iu- 
formation, docuineuts, or evidence which may be submitted in tlieir behalf 
to the managers of the fuud. it shall appear to the satisfaction of a general 
meeting ot the subscribers that they are proper objects, an allowance for their 
maintenance and education shall be assigned from the fund, under the provi¬ 
sions and limitations contained iu the following a> tide : 

First. If the child or children of the deceased subscriber lie left with¬ 
out any provision, the allowance tor the education and mainleuanrc of each 
child, to be gt anted from the fnnd, in India or in Europe, is to be according 
to the age of the child, aB follows, viz. 

Till five years age, thirty rupees per mensem in India; or thirty 
pounds per annum in Enrope. 

From the commencement of the sixth year, to the end of the eight, for¬ 
ty rnpees per mensem in India; or sixty pounds per annnm in Europe. 

From the commencement of the ninth year, to the end of the eleventh, 
fifty rupees per mensem in India ; or eighty pounds per annum in Europe, 

From the commencement of the twelfth year, sixty rnpees per mensem 
in India ; or one hundred pounds per annum in Europe. 

Secondly. If any provision be left by a subscriber for his child or chil¬ 
dren; or if after his death they shall at any tint* become possessed of pio- 
party or Income by inheritance, bequest <<r otherwise ; but not such as to 
afford the sums specified for their education and maintenance ; the allow¬ 
ances to be granted from t^p fnnd are to be snch as, in addition to the pro¬ 
perty or income possessed by them, will make up the several sums above 
specified eecording to tbeir respective ages, and as they may be resident in 
India or in Europe. 

Thirdly. In the event of the property or income left to the child or 
eUildren, qf a subscriber, at bis demise, of which may subsequently devolve, 
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or he in any wise.acquired by them, being such M to afford the fnll amount 
specified for their education and maintenance, they are not considered 
entitled to any allowance from the fund; and any allowances which may 
have been granted before giu-u accession of property or income are to be 
discontinued. 

Fourthly. The allowances granted from the fond, for the maintenance 
and eduratioo of rhildreu, are to be paid in advance half yearly, to their 
guardian* or relatives; or to snch persons as maybe intrusted with the 
disbursement of the sums allotted tor them cither by the managers of the fund 
in India or by the agents to the fund iu England ; who from time to lime are 
to adopt such measures as may appear necessary for the purpose of ascertain* 
ing any accession of propertv, which would reuder the allowances from the 
fund liable to abatements or discontinuance. 

Fifthly. The provisions so made fiom the fund, for the maintenance 
and education of female childern, ceases on iheit manias**, or on their being 
s tiled in any profession or employment; and the provision for male cltiU 
d en ceases on their beiug settled in any profession or employment or on 
t< eir attaining the age of twenty one years. But auv requisite sum, not 
t acceding five hundred pounds, may be appiopr;'a>ed to the benefit of male 
or female children by the managers of the fnnd in India; or l>% toe agents of 
the fnnd in England at the time of their marriage, ot their bung settled 
in any profession. 

For rhildien who may be in India when admitted to th<- f*>nd, and who 
may be sent to England for their education, witu ih* cor rn . > of the 
managers, passage money, if requisite, is to be sii> jilu"i fiom he fund, not 
exceeding one thousand Sicca Rupees for each rh'l i An allowsr.i-e foi pas* 
s 'ge im-ney, not exceeding one hundred pounds -• > be '«l if it «p. 

pear r»ce.««ary, for the tettirn to India of any child* ’*> -ui-f.>ted to *'ie fund, 
win* am>r c nipletirg their education in Europe, may t-.- a to lnd:. 

In all i ases or application being made to the fund for '.ssiuanc ■ to the 
fanclv of a d-rcascd subsi-nber, an authenticated copy ot the v ot he da- 
C- ased. 01 if he shall have died intestate, a full authentic stat* in -i t i f any 
p onrrfy lefi by him, and of the legal heirs theieto must be submitted for 
the inhumation of the manaeen and aith'ciibers. A genet al meeting of sub* 
scnh 'rs has lub power to reject the application for aid from the fund, where 
it may appear that a subsciiher, leaving property, lias made an impioper 
device of it, with a view to throw his family upon the fund or has purposely 
negheted to make a deposition ot his property for the benefit of hi* family. 

Those who may airive in India and subscribe to the fnnd, are considered 
subscriber* from the time of their arrival at Fort William, or from the com¬ 
mencement of any allowances receivable by them as civil servants of the Ben* 
gal establishment. Bu* no civil servant of this Presidency in India, who 
may not accent the invitstion given to him by the preceding article, withiu 
six months after bis arrival in India, shall be admitted to become a subicri* 
ber. 

The contribution of every subscriber to the fund, ceases npon his leay* 
ing India, to return to Europe, hut in the event of his returning to India, 
and agaiu receiving allowance from the Company, he is to renew his contri* 
bution from the commencement of such allowance. 

If a subscriber to the fund, at the time of his retiring from the service 
to return to Europe, shall have contributed, by liis previous monthly pay* 
ments to the fund the principal sum of five thousand sicca rupees : or if, 
on his quitting the service, be shall pay to the fnnd what may be wanting tn 
complete bis contribution to that amount; such contribution shall entitla 
the family oftha subscriber, on Ins demise, to the benefits of the institution 
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Under the several provisions herein stated, or snch as may bs hereafter 
established, in like manner as if his death had takenolace during his resi¬ 
dence and actual subscription to the fund m India. The family ot any sub¬ 
scriber to the fund, who may die during his temporary ahaehc" from India 
for the recovery of his health are also considered entitled 10 the benefits of 
the fund under the existing rules of it, whether such subscriber may have 
contributed more or less than five tuoiistni mcearnp-es. In allcthei cases, 
of the deceased member of the mstitut on shall hoi have been an actual 
ubscriber to the fund at the time of his health, and shall not have contribut¬ 
ed five thousand sicca rupees 10 the fund, it sludl he at the option of tha 
subscribers to admit his family to ihe benefits of the fond or othei wig*. 

If a subscriber to the fund shall be dismissed from the service, lie shall 
cease to be entitled to the benefits of the instituMon, and his widow and chil¬ 
dren, shall in like manner, have no claim to the benefit of the insi’tiitiou— 
But in each case the . mount of bis actml conn ibulion to the fund, shall be 
returned with interest, at the rate o: ten per cent, per annum. 

If a subscriber shall be suspended from the service, he shall, during 
tha period of his suspension, cease to be entitled in huwown person to tU« 
benefits of the institution: but in the event of his restoration, he shall ba 
restored to his foimer tights, 

A snbsciber suspended from the service, shall however, have the op- 
tip* of receiving back the amount of contributions, in the same manner as in 
t^e case of persons finally dismissed from the seivice, but if he should take 
advantage of this clans-*, he shall cease to be entitled to the benefits of tba 
institution, either tor tiimself or family, as in the case of perao»s finally dis¬ 
missed frem the service. 

if a stibsfliber, being suspended from the service, shall die dining tba 
period of suspension, bis widow and children shall be entitled to the full be¬ 
nefits of the institution, exceptiug in the case of his reccjviug back the a- 
mount of his contribution. 
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REGULATIONS AS SANCTIONED BY THE HONOURABLE THE 

COURT OF DIRECTORS. 


l«t. The Snbveiibers shall, from the l>>t of May 1835, cnntiibutr, fot 
the pm pose of the Fund, Four per Cenr, of their Salanes, aud all other 
public emoluments, however denominated; compensation far traveling 
expenses excepted. 

2-1, Should auy Snbsciiher be engaged in India on private business, 
and thereby voliint-uilv exclude himself from public employ, his Suhsciip. 
lions to the Fund shall cease, and in the event of ins heieafter ipliuqiiishiug 
inch piivate business, and lesumiiig employ in the Seivice, liis Subs' notions 
may be resumed, but the intervening peiiod siiall not be reckoned in the 
time ne,cessaiy to quality iiiin to become an Annuitant : And this rule shall 
be equally applicable to all pergous now in the Set vice who may have beeu, 
or may be engaged in private hiisinaxs. 

3d. The Annuities are fixed at tO.OdO Rupees each, payable in Eng. 
land at 3 Shillings the Rupee, being £1,000 Sleihng. 

4 tn. The Annuities shall be tendered to Subset filers having served in 
the Civil Service 25 years, and actually resided 33 yeais of that period in 
India, accoi ding to theii scnioiity on ihe gi adatiou list of the Service, as 
fixed by the Cum t of Diiecturs, and the right of piefereuoe shall not be 
baited by refusal in a preceding year. 

6tli. The Annuities shall eminence with the fust of May in each 
year, heeinning with the year 1826; that is to say, shall fall due attheend 
of the said official Vear ; and in like manner, the. succeeding Annuities shall 
commence on the fit st day of the following official yeais, aud fall due at 
the d isc of each year respectively. 

6th. At a convenient period before the close of each year, the Mana« 
gers of the Fund shall icquiie, accoi ding io seniority, a sufficient number 
of Subsetiliert to signify their willingness, or otherwise, to retire en the 
Annuity to he granted by the Fund ; and in case of the absence from India 
of Members, such requisition shall be made to their constituted Agents in 
Calcutta. It will, of course, be incumbent on Memheis duly qualified to 
become Annuitants, previous to leaving India, to empower one or more 
pet sons in Calcutta to act on their behalf, and to coniuiuuicate to the Mt« 
nag*rs the names of such Agents, 

7th. The following members shall be regarded as having virtually 
Intimated, for the time being, their unwillingness to retire on the Annuity ; 
viz. those to whom a requisition may be made as above piovided, and on 
whose part no reply may be received, on or before the first day of the year, 
with whieh the Annuities intended to begrautrd may commence; and those- 
who may have qpitted India, and failed to empower any resident in Cal» 
eatta to act for them daring their absence.

10th. Snonld ativ Subset 10 * 1 -, having raided in India in the Civii 
Service not less than 22 years, a id been a lumber of it the full period of 
25 years, retire from tne .Service betore the option of au Annuity may 
devotee on him, he shah be entitled to the same in his piopei turn, without 
any payment to tile Fund, save what may be claimable under the to I to wing 
rate. 

11th. Any Subscriber who may accept the tender of an Annuity shall 
be required, to entitle him to such Annuity, to pay to tile Institution, pre* 
vious to the dale at which the Aunuity is to commence, the difference he* 
tweeu one-liaif or the actual value of the Annuity on his life, auU ihe ac» 
cu oulaled value ot his previous contribution, in case the litter quantity 
•hall be less utau the former; these values shall be dvfermmed as below 
provided. 

I2tu. Any Member an choosing may decline paying the difference 
defined in the foregoing rule) and slia'i, in sueu ca<e, he entitled to an 
Aunuity diminished in proportion to ttie sum by which the accumulated 
value of his contributions is less than one-half of the aotual value ol an 
Annuity ou his life. 

13th. Any Subscriber who may be dismissed from the Houoiablo 
Company’s S«ivice, shall foifeit a t right to benefit by the lnatituiioo, anil 
b« entitled to no te-fund of payiueuta which he may have made, 

11th. Tha interest of any Subscriber who may be suspended for tha 
Hoooiabl* Company’s Service shall be iu abeyance, but shall revive on his 
restoration. If lie be permitted (whether the permission be gianted at the 
time of, or duung hi* suspension, or at that time of his restoration) to draw 
saiaiy for the period of hi* suspension, then his contributions to the Fund 
for that period sImII be claimable, and the intervening time shall be reckon* 
e d as Actual Setviee; hut if he be tint allowed saiaiy for the peiiod of bis 
suspension, then no contubiitiun shall be claimable from him for that period, 
and which in (hat ease is not to be computed iu the teim of service necea- 
aary to qualify him fur the acceptance of an Annuity. 

15th. T"e resignation of the Honorable Company's Service is an as*

•i»n the Service before the first d.iy of July, but after the fiist day of tha 
yeai with winch the said Annuity is made to commence, lie shall, in *ueh 
Case, at the c'ose of that year, only draw the Annuity from the date of his 
resignation, a Bum proportionate to the time intervening between the first

IGtlt. The Fund is open for the Subscriptions of ajl covenanted Civil 
Servants upon the Bengal Establishment, including such as may be ia 
England, and who have not either finally resigned the Service, or pro¬ 
tracted their absence from India beyond the presciibed teitnot Five Years; 
each Civil Servant .now reiitifrg ia India shall lit ijHctaily invilad te yota

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KING'S MILITARY FUND 


REGULATIONS of a General Military Fund, for the benefit ef 
Widows and Children of Deceased Officers in His Majesty'* 
Service in India , established in 1B20, and revised in 1827. 


Under the proter.iion and countenance of the Most Nohle the Marquis 
tf Ham mgs. Commander in Cbiet in India, the above named Fund wan 
established in the year IH20. for the purpose of sending home, in c> mlort 
and respectability, the Families of deceased Ofticeis in Ilia Majesty’s Re¬ 
giments, serving in India, who may have been ieft destitute'; and ot pre¬ 
venting the painful and degrading practise of appealing to the Public lor 
Subscriptions on snch occasions; and also of i<r»tiding iehet in such rase# 
as may require it, until they can be conveniently sent home. It having 
since been fouud advisable to make some a-terations in the Rules and 
Regulations then esta dished, the following revised Regulations, pa-si>d 
With the general consent of t»e Officers of the Army, hate been appov, d 
of by Hia lixcelleuey tk-i Rght Honorable Visio nt oinbernipre, Com¬ 
mander in hiefin India, who has been pieused to become Patron to tbe 
Institution. 

1st. That the Committee of General Management formed at Calcutta 
shall consist oi the following persons for tbe time being, being Subscri¬ 
bers ; viz. 

Tbe Major-General Commanding toe Presidency Division. 

*1 he Adjutant General of His Majesty’s Forces in India. 

Tbe Quarter Master General of Ilia Majesty’s Forces in India.

6th. Tliat in order to obviate the difficulties which would arise from 
the occasional remote situations of IIis Majesty’s Corps serving under the 
several Presidencies, the Most Nohlo ilie Governor Geueral in Council was 
vleased to order and direct when the Fund was established, that Ring may 
he granted to the Pay-Master of His Majesty’s Regiments hy the Govern¬ 
ments of Madras and Bombay, on the Government at Hengat, at the Ex¬ 
change of 108 Calcutta Sicca Rupees for every 116 Madras Rupees, and 
325 Calcutta Sicca Rupees for every 350 Bombay Rupees, parable at sight 
to the General Agents in Calcutta, thereby avoiding Commission, doable 
Agency, and risks of Exchange. 

7th. That all grants of assistance from this Fund shall be regulated 
and assigned by Committees of Subscribers as herein declared. 


8tli. That in order to ascertain the circumstances of any Widow or 
Family who may have become destitute by the death of any Regimental 
Officer, such Widow shall Memorial or represent the case of herseif and 
family, through the Commanding Officer of the Corps the casualty occurred, 
in, in order to its being brought to the consideration of a Committee, and 
the Commanding Officer shall, as far as his knowledge will enable him, atata 
his opinion of any case so received.

11th That such General, Special, or Regimental Committees as the 
case snail be, h <ving duly examined luto the circumstance* of the party 
seeking relief, shall report their opinion on, and recon mend the amount 
to be granted whether for passage monev or maintenance, strictly itt 
cout 'Unity with the Regulations annexed. The opinion and recommenda- 
tion of such Committees shall be forwarded to the Agent* <if the (General 
Committee if in Bengal, or to the Honorary Secretary of the Sub-Comraiuee, 
or such person as mav be appointed by the Commander in chief; if at tbo 
Presidency of Madras or Bombay bv the Officer Commanding the Corps in 
which the casualty may have occurred. 


l*Jth. 'Ihe Sub-Committee at Madras and Bombay will, on satisfying^ 
themaeives with the accuracy of the sta:em<Mifs laid before them, draw upon 
the -vgeuts at Calcutta for the am uint of the sum which may be awarded; 
but in the final adjustment of the accounts ot such Sun-Committee, the 
Gene >al Committee will consider themselves bound to object to any sum,, 
however trifling which may he granted in excess of the Buies laid down. 

13th. The Sub-Committee will, on drawing for any sum on the Oene« 
ral Agents, transmit the Report o the >1 ition Committee as well as their 
own opinion and explanations of the award as a voucher, and they will 
afterwards, as soon as possible, transmit the proper receipts and certificates, 
shewing that the money has been appropriated in the manner and lor the 
purposes for which it was awarded. 

14th. The object of this Fund being c'earlv confined to sending Horn* 
distressed Families of deceased Officers, with a view of preveutmg those 
painful appeals for assistance to the Public, at once so humiliating io res¬ 
pectable i dividual* and the King's Service in India, itis earnestly hoped 
that all ranks of Staff and Regimental Officers will support it. 

15th. But to prevent doubts and misconceptions which might possibly 
•rise hereafter, it is distinctly declared, that no ,V\ydi>w who is not in di.«. 
t'essed circumstances, or no Lady continuing to reside in this couutry after 
the neath of her husband, can expect any provision or pension for h» r . 
selfnr children from the Fund further than is stited in the £th clause «f 
the Schedule of Awards It is also declared that no Widow is entitled to 
passage money or allowance for travelling, unless site shall, actually pro¬ 
ceed to sea or on her journey in the manner for which any allowance may 
fc-ve been'drawn, and should she h*ve received such allowance, she will be 
required to re und: and fur trier, that no Widow, under any circumstances, 
shall he en'itled to any assistance from this Fund unless the application 
shall »e made m the usual form wij^iiu six months niter the demise of her 
busbaud. 

16th. Orphan Children are eligible for the benefits of this Fund, but 
•wards for them must be specially made by a General nr Sub-Committee 
and sanctioned by the Commander-In-Chief of the Presidency, whu js re- * 
quested to appoint seme eligible person to tnfce cars of them, and pude a 
passage, &c. 8te. ®

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I7tb. That the General Agent* in Calcutta shall furnish an annual ac¬ 
counts of the receipts and disbursements of this Fund, agreeaniyto toons 
minexed, to ihe Adjutant General of Ois Majesty’s Forces; and that, tiiat 
Officer he applied to. to circulate the same amonest the .subscribers, and the 
peverai Officers of Government at the three Presidencies. 

18th. That Commanding Office's of ilis Majestv’s Regiments be re¬ 
quested t > pay particular attention in causing the regular quarterly remit¬ 
tances tube raa-ie to the General \g«*nts, who are requested from time to 
time to »p»rize Commanding Offi> era whenever any Corps may fail m mak¬ 
ing such remittances. 

19th. That no general Uuls or Regulation of this Fund shall be alter" 
*d, except recommended by tne General Committee, aud approved by ama* 
joiity ot the Subscribers. 

-Otli. In taking the opinion of tha Regiments and Staff Oflicers of His 
Majesty's Forces n Judin. a very general wish has been expressed that all 
"Widows should have their passage to Kn<>laiid, &c &c. defrayed. The 
T’uutis w til not now admit ol it. but should the positive stunning balance of 
the f und ever amount to Forty thousand Rupees (40,000), the Committee 
will ngatn pul the question for the sen-e of the Subscrib-rs with a provision 
that eucli char >e should again cease on the balance falling to thirty thou¬ 
sand Rupees (30,000); and as mtlialeveut all married Officetsvvill h ive a 
claim on the Fund, their subscriptions should then be augmented. As an 
Officer censes to be a ."ubscribcr on leaving India, at] claims on the Fund 
luusr in 1 ke manner cease from the same period; but an Officer going to sea 
for the benefit of his health, being entitled to h.g Company’s allowances will 
be considered as a ‘Subscriber during his abseuce»

The "Directors of the Military Fund having received numerous 
tenqiiiiics respecting the Reg illations of the Fond, and the terms on 
which the capita! of the late Widow's Fund has been liaoaferted to 
the Military Fund, avail themselves of the liberality of the Editois 
of the Calcutta Newspapers in giving giatiiitous insertion to the 
amended Code of Regulations, which took effect from the 1st No¬ 
vember, 1824, and also to the Resolutions adopted at a General 
Meeting of Members and Subscribers of the Widow’s Fund, on the 
18th August 1823. 

The Directors at the same time notify that the Widows of Dis¬ 
sentients will not benefit by the increase of pensions voted on the 8th 
November 1824, which is restricted to Widows now on the Fund, 
and who came on it subsequent to the istjanuniy, 1809.

At a General Meeting of the Members and Subscribers of the Bengal 
Military Widow's Fund . held at the Bank of llindoostan this-day 
Monday, 18 th August, 1823. 

The following re ml mi mis w-oe proposed ami umniini us! y agreed to. 
1st. Tnat the following Extracts from the General Lettei of the Ho¬ 
norable Couir of Directors in the Military Department, dated 26th Febrnaiy 
1823, and forwaided with Lieutenant Colonel Cate them, C. B. Secielaiy to 
Government’s Letter of the 4lh ultimo, be read, via. 


Extract Honorable Court's Letter. 

Para. 12- u We now proceed to convey to von onr sentiments and Or¬ 
ders relative to our contribution to the Military Widow’s Fond.” 

13. “ It appears from the statement of the Mauagers (Letter 30th 

July 1620 ;) that the S ib«cribers to the Fund have greatly decrees-d in 
nnni’ipr; those in the unmarried Cias* having almost wholly withdrawn 
their Subscriptions, while several of the married Officers have en'ered into 
other Tontines; notwithstanding the patronage which we have given to the 
Pood, and the advantage which it possesses ef^a large annual corU

14 . “ All the other Fuads established at your Presidency to which we 
contribute ate, as far as the provision tor Widows is concerned, framed 
upon piinnplex similar to those which were laid down in our Military letter 
ot 22d Febniary IB 11: and the Military Funds at Madras and Bombay whtch 
•re exclusively confined to Chauiaole purposes and embrace a greater va« 
riety ot 8uch objects, are suppoited by nearly the whole of the Officers of 
those Establishments." 

15. “ We are of opinion, that a Military Fund upon the General 
Principle of those of Madras and Bombay, is equally suitable to the Officais 
of your Establishment, aud would be attended with equal success." 

1G. “ You have theiefore our authority upon the leceipt or this des- 

patch, to offer to the Subscribers of the Bengal Military Widow*!* Fund, tbo 
allowance of the eucreased rate of Iuterest solicited upon their Securities, 
upon the condition ot adopting as the basis of their Regulations, the pr.nci- 
pie of the Military Funds cf Madras and Bombay, except in respect to tbo 
provision for Orphans ; an object which is already adequately provided for 
by the Military Orpliau Society of yonr Establishment, and the exclusion of 
which will justify a proportionate reduction in tbe rates of Subscription.’* 

17. ** These funds besides embracing tbe important object of making a 
liberal provision for distressed Widows aud Orphan*, provide also lor tbe 
payment of passage money for their conveyance to England, and also for 
passage money to aud from England, and support there, for iodigent Mem¬ 
bers ot the Foud, labouring under ill health, and the Military Fund at Ma¬ 
dras has lately commenced granting Pensions to Officeis having served more 
than 10 years iu India, who have been compelled to leave the Service Irotn 
ill haltb, without being entitled to full pay." 

18. “ These are provisions of advantage to the Service generally, and 
holding oat strong inducements to subscribe to unmarried Officeis ou whose 
support (he prospenty of these Funds so much deoeiids.” 

19. “ Our wish is, that if you are not already in possession of it, you 
should refer to the Governments of Madras and Bombay for full informa¬ 
tion in regard to the Military Funds at those Presidencies, and the principles 
upon which the scale of contributions has been fixed, in refeience to the 
advantages which they respectively hold out to tueir Members; in order 
that the Managers of the Bengal Fund after making due allowance for .the 
absence of any necessity to provide for Orphan Children, may form a correct 
opinion to be previously sanctioned by you, of the terms which it may be 
proper to offer to tbe present Subscribers, as the condition of transferring 
their Interests into the Fund thus modified, aud to tbe Officers in our service 
who do not subscribe to tbe present Fund," 

20. We shall approve of your allowing such Subscribers to the pre¬ 
sent Fund, as may dissent to the transfer of their Interest into the New 
Fund, to continue their Subscription under die Regulations as explained in 
our letter of the 22d February 1811, with respect to His Majesty’s Officers, 
their Widows being allowed the present rates of Pension, but we are most 
desirous that yon should endeavour to combine the two parts of the Fund 
by such modifications as shall give substantial security to the New Subscri¬ 
bers, while at the same time they improve it’s condition and preserve that 
good faith which is doe to those, who have contributed to the present Fund." 

21. “ Fiom this reservation in favor of the existing Subscribers to the 
present fond, however, must be excepted those subscribers who, under the 
New Regulations rece utly approved by yon; have subscribed for a higher 
rate ot Pension than their Widows wonld have been entitled to, under the 
forme^'epgnlations in reference to the raok of their hnsbande in the Army. 
We etirnet withhold the expression of our disapprobation of the sanction 
which you have given to a rale contravening entirely, tbe only part wit 
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one exception, of Onr Instructions of 22d February 1811; which the Mi< , 
Mg'ger* of tin* Military Flint) at your Piesideucy have thought proper to 
mm upon. Whether we view the case of these Subscribers in reference 
Si the above considerations, or to the senility of the Fund, we have no* 
Ijfesitatioii in expressing our opinion that they ought to be placed iu the si¬ 
tuation from winch the new Regulations may have induced them to removal 
^witn the exception only of the difference between their Regimental and 
? A<my rank, hereafter adverted to;) a.id the amount ietui ned to them which 
may have been subscribed under the Regulation iu question, in excess of 
their former subscription." 

22. “ We admit, that the argnm -nts used hv the Managers in favor 

of tbe proposition for opening every nidus of Subscription to the service ge- , 
•eraily are correct, as applied to a Tontine supported only by tbe coutriim* 
tion of it’s Members." 

23* 41 Every Subscriber's Widow is, on that SupDosition, lively to be* 

Refit in proportion to the amount of the liii'baud's Subscription, and ths 
sooner that Subscription commences, the better for the Fund. But if ths 
Fund be aided by Charitable Contributions, or hv rite contributions of ths 
Parties not deriving benefit from the Fund; the Widows of those who sub* 
snine to the higher classes will, by obtaining a larger share of these contrl- 
butio- s diminish prntanto t|te shares of the inferior Clauses.'* 

24. We ate disposed however, so far to tetax the principal of our 
forraet instruction* as to consent to your allowing Officers to Subscribe ac« 
cording to their Army Rank, as was requested by Captain Faithfull, in bin 
letter to the Manager h dated 4th March 1820. In our instructions of 
22d Febm-iry 1811, we did not particularly tieat of the difference establish¬ 
ed between the rates of contribution of married or unmarried Subscribers.*** 
—With a view to encourage the contributions of the latter Class, we ar* 
prepaied to <auction a dtffe.ence of rates for two ('lasses*” 

25. " We decidedly obj*ct to the piittciple sanctioned by the new 
RenU lions which reqiiie* a f esh Certificate of health, for every rise of 
Class ; a condition, winch i.owever proper when each Class of.Subscriptiou 
is onen to every Officer, altuough'remaining Stationary in Rank. Would 
operate with nern'isr hardship when applied to rise by .promotion, as it 
would deprive the Widow of an Officer of the Pension of her Class, in case 
Iter bnsnaud should suffer in his health, in any stage of his proraotiou ; either 
from climate or the nature of the public seivice in which he might be en¬ 
gaged." 

26* 44 We have lately resolved to render it obligatory upon all Civil 

Servant*, appointed by ns in future, to subscribe to the Civil Fund of th-ir 
respective Presidencies; and to communicate to 9nch of those Servants, 
now in India, our wish, that they may subscribe, and our determination ts 
rein b u c 'tnpliaiice with any application for relief on the behalf of Widowfe 
or Families of stich Servants as shall refuse to contribute to tbe Fund." 

27, 44 It is our intention to adopt similar resolutions in regard to the 
Subscription of Military, Medical, and Ecclesiastical Servants, appoiuted for < 
the Presidencies of Madras and Roiftbay, to tbe Fuads established for their 
rdsnective services, and we shall be piepared to follow the same courseia 
favor of the Bengal Military Widows' Fund, when its constitution shall have ' 
been revised upon the principles explains.! in thil letter.” 

28. 44 The adoption of snrh a revolution msv render it proper that the - 
principle of confining the operations of the Fund to case* of distress should 
he so far modified, as to admit of snipe contingept benefit to the psisj tibu* ,* 
tors, generally, as it respectf the Civil Finds of Madras and B<nn$i| 4 'the 1 
optional Annuities held out to a limited nnmber of their Subscribers; will 
answer the purpose, although the gradations of rack to the Military Service, 
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preclude the adoption of an arrangement precise ly'similar by the Military 
Fund* ; we are of opinion, that the modification of the «• eventual bem-fits” 
dfurrih- d in tin* Stli section of the Regulations of th" Madras Milirary Fund, 
dated in Oc tober 1618, extending those,or similar, ben. fits to a limited nnm< 
her of Officers, not id ill health, may acoomplisb the object without iuterfer* 
fug in any matciial degree, With the benevolent purposes of the Fuud.” 


2d. That th* present meeting having taken into consideration the re* 
commendation end suggestions contained in the above extracts fiom the let* 
ter of the* Houorabl* Court ; and knowing also that it is the wish of a nume* 
r -* body of the Bengal At my, that a Military Fund similar to those of 
Madra* ,nd Bombay should be established at this Presidency. 

3 i. That it be proposed, for the suffrages of the army at la«ge ; that 
a Bengal Military Fund be established, and that it be further submitted for 
the sanction of those concerned, that the Bengal Military Widow's Fuud 
be incorporated therewith. 

4th. That the following Statement of the Military Widow’s Fund up 

*o the 31st December 1822. shews the same to be in a most satisfactory and 
flourishing condition, the income exceeding the Expenditure of the last 
year, by more than 78,000 Rimers.

6th. That it is the first duty of the Members of the Military Widow’s 
Fond t° provide p-oner Securities for the full payment of all Annuities due 
to Widows of deceased Members. 


6th. That a Get tarn proportion (hereafter to be determined ;) of the 
•hove Capital of 10 Lacs, be transferred to the proposed new Military 
Fund ; the said new fund simulating to pay in full the amount of annuities~ 
aliuued to in the foregoing Resolution. 


7th. That all Member* of the Bengal Widow’s Fund, who have paid 
their donations and Subscriptions ; be considered Members de jure • of the 
Bengal Military Fund in their respective ranks to which entitled ; without 
paying any further donation ; their future subscription to the new Fund 
according to their rank to be hereafter snecified as agreed on. 

8th That all Members of the Widow’s Fund, declining to becooia 
Subscribers to the New Fund; may be allowed to be Members (in a separata 
ala.**,) of the ttengal Military Fund on th* aaue Regulation* and Condi* 
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lions on which they were previously Member* of the Widow’* Fund: the 
new Fund stipulating to ae< ore to Mich dissentients all the benefit* they 
could hate derived from the Widow’s Fund, on condition, that they con¬ 
tinue the Payment of their former Sobsctiptiou, and forfeit aJl other be¬ 
nefits of the proposed Military Fund. 

9th. That it appearing to be the wish of the Honorable the Court of 
Director* that no Odiner should qnbsciibe to a higner rank than that which 
he actually holds, and this also being in consonance with the regulations 
both of the Madras and Bombay Funds : no Member of the Bengal Milita¬ 
ry Fund can subscribe to a higher tank, (that of Army, or Regimental 
being left to the option of the Party ;)than he possesses. 

10th. That as several Members of the Bengal Widow’s Fund bave 
Subscribed to a higher tank than, by the preceding resolution, they arc en¬ 
titled to : such Members must enter the new Fund according to ( their At my, 
or Regimental Rank, receiving back however, (agreeably to ihe Honor*- 
b e Court’s suggestions;) such poition of their donations, (and Subsenp- 
ti'ons if desired ;) as may have been paid in excess to the actual rank under 
which they thus entei. 

11th. That those Subscriber* (not Members ;) of the Widow’*■ Fund 
who have subscribed for 5 yeais shall be considered as m manied Mlih^i* 
of the Military Fond, without payment of donation (it desired ;).

SECTION I. 


Admission of Subscribers. 

Art. 1. The following description of »t tmim, and they alone are

Officers oi Cadets in the M.liun Service of the Honorable Com* 
pany under the Piesuiei.cy of Forr William. 

2d. Chaplains <,f the Bengal F.stabli.hnient. 

3d. Officers of tii<» Bengal Medic-I Establishment. 

4th. Officers of the Heugal Eubiisliment on the Retired List. 

Art. 2. Cadets or Officers, chaplains, and Medical Officers, shall 
be admitted as M-mtiere, wnim.it being obliged to f.i.nish Ceitifiuates of 
Health, provided'thnv *iir».i»y tin ii wish of b-coming Members within si* 
month 1 , after tiie date of the Oeu^ral O der admitting th in to the Esta* 
blMnn'i.t, on paying th<* T) .nafi >n and Subset iption with aneais calculated 
from th" 1st ot the Men li s»cre>-dmw their arrival in India. Cadets or 
Ensigns however, (If mint a* i ed) w id, on their aritval, he called upon for 
Suhacfii tion only ;—out will t.« requited to pay the full Donation of Lien- 
tenant oil attaining that Rank. 

Art. 3. All applicants, as above, who may be married, shall be re. 
quit ed also to pay the Donation and Souse- imion of tl.eir mariied Rank, 
Tvilh ai tears also, calculated ns in the pi ceding Article. 

Akt. 4 Individuals of the d-seur twins emimei ated in the 1st Aiti- 
rle, who may not have signified then-wish of becoming Subscribers within 
*ix months ot their admission on the Establishment, shall only be admissible 
on tl»» toilowing Conditions : 

1st. That the apolicaticn for admission be accompanied by the Certi¬ 
ficate of two Surgeon., that the person desiring to subscribe is tlien, to the 
best of their knowledge, in ao >d health. This Certificate being c„> timed 
by the declaration to the same rflF-ct, from the person so applying to be 
admitted. Applications horn married Officers being also accompanied by 
a Certificate of their mar riace. 

2d. 1 hat Donation and Arrears of Subscription, according to the 

Rank at the time of admission, be paid with compound Interest on those

from the entrance of the person into the Service, if subsequent to tile insti¬ 
tution of the same. 

Art. 5. A Subscriber withdrawing from the Fund, forfeits, ipso 
facto, alt claims to its benefits, as also the amount of his Donation and Sub¬ 
scription, and all other sums whicji l.e may have paid nu to tbe period of Ins 
secession. Should he afterwatds be desirous of again becoming a Subseti- 
ber, be will be admissible on the same terms as a new Subscriber, as describ¬ 
ed in tbe 4<h At tide. 

Art. 6. Subscribers who may retire from the Setvice on the pre¬ 
scribed Pension of iheir Ranks, or who may return petinaueiitly to F.atone 
■hall not foneit (heir 1 itle as Subscribers to the eveutual beoefits.of tbs 
Fund, urovided they continue the regular payments of raouthly Subscription 
•f the Rank they had attained at the period of retiring, agreeably to the 
rates laid down for each Rank in Table No. 2. 

Art. 7. Subscribers not in ill health retiiing ftom tiic Service 
before they are entitled to Hie full Pension of Iheir Rank, to foifeit »ll 
claims ou the Institution.

Art. 10 Subscribers on promotion shall be required to pay the dif¬ 
ference of Donation between their former and increased Rank, as married 
or unmairied, agreeably to the rates specified in Table No. I, whether in 
India or Em ope. 

The Donation may be paid at once, or by monthly instal¬ 
ments not exceeding twelve, at the option of the Subscriber; in lailme of 
which all claims shall he forfeited upon the Fund, either for himself or 
Widow, unless the amount be paid with Interest at 12 per cent, per annum 
from the day of admission. 

Aut. 12. Eligible Individuals who may have applied to the Secre¬ 
tary for permission to subscribe within six mouths after their admission on 
the Esiabiishment, will he entitled at any time to the benefits ot the Fund, 

Aiit. 13. Monthly Subscriptions of Subscriber* shall be paid witnin 
four mouths, after fbey become due, on pain of exclusion from the Society, 
or forfeiture of double the arreais ol Subscription, except satisfactory tea- 
sons can be assigned for the delay of payment. Officers anihori«ing th'ir 
Paymastt r« to deduct their Subiciiptions fiom their monthly Pay. shall 
Dot be subject to the above penaitt ; nut shall nevei theleg* be ie»pon*ible 
for the arrears, in case it shall appear, that the Paymaster has ue«leeie<t to 
make the proper deductions; it payment l»*» then lefnsed, the n-mc to be 
atrnck off. Arrears which may be dne to the Fund by a Subscriber at the 
time of bis death, will, if not discharged by tile Payinastei of the Cotps to 
which the deceased was attached, or by his Executors or Agents, be deduc¬ 
ted horn the Pension of his Widow. 

Art. 14. All Subscribers marrying after their admission into tlie 
Fund, and who may be desirous that their Widow shornd possess claims to 
the eventual benefits of the Fund, are required to turonn rue Secretaiy of 
their Marriage, and unless this infounation be given, and uayment of the 
additional Donation made, within six months after such M-mage, the Sub¬ 
scribers shall he required to pay double the amount, with Interest. 

Art. 15. Subscribers who may have proceeded to Europe on Sick 
Certificate, or who may be in the receipt of any periodical aid from the 
Fund, shall dnring such period be exempted from the payment of monthly 
Subscription. The exemption nevei to exceed three years and not to bo 
repeated until after iiiinit«rrui"ed Subscription of 8 yeais. 

Art. 16. Subscribers who may be prevented from drawing Pay 
from. a temporary cause, such as captivity, extended furlough, suspension 
from Pay, or the like, shall during such period, be exempted from the 
payment of monthly Subset intion, without forfeiture of the rights of tho 
Subscription ; but on the removal of such incapacity, and upon the receipt 
of Pay, the airears to be made good within six months. 

SECTION III. 

Benefits derivable from the Bengal Military Fund . 

Art. 17. The Benefits derivable from the Military Fund are twofold 

1st. Such as are granted by the Regulations to Subscribers while living, 

2d. Such as are granted to Widows of deceased Subscribers. 

Art. 18. The Benefit granted to Subscribers while alive, are consi¬ 
dered personal, and subject to the decision of the Directors foi the time 
being, who will be guided in their decision on each claim, by the Regulati¬ 
ons of the Fund, except when they have reason to entertain doubts with res¬ 
pect to any snch claim; it will in'auch cases be their duty to call for fm ther 
information from the claimant; atid if tbie information should not be satis¬ 
factory to the Directors, they are authorized to withhold thg payment of the 
claim. 
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Art. 19. A Subscriber of whatever rank, who may proceed to Eut ops 
on Sick Certificate, and »ho may not be allowed Passage Money from Go¬ 
vernment. shall be authorized to apply to the Military Fund for the Passage 
to oney tegulhted for Ins rank,* provided his application shall be accompanied 
by a sincere and sol-mn declaration that he does not possess the sum of Ru¬ 
pees 10.000 ; oi prope<tv of any desc iptioti to that amount and ai«o shall 
be entiMed on hts return to India to receive from the Agents in England, < 
the sum iemulated for the outward passage oo the production of a similar 
declaration. 

Art. 20. A Subscriber so proceeding to England on Sick Certificate, 
shall be authoiized to apply for the further sum of Rupees Seven Hundred 
for ni« equipment, his application being accompanied bv a solemn and sincere 
decl-ratmi) of his not being possessed of the sniu of Rupees 2000; or pro¬ 
perly iif ny description to that amount tint no allowance will iu any casa 
be made tor equipment to a Suhseriuer returning rn India. 

Art. 21. Subaltern Offices proceeding to England on Stole’Cartifi« 
cate, wb<> shall make a solemn and sincere declaration that they do not pos¬ 
sess from any source (excusively of pay) su income of £ 50 per annum, shall 
be alt >w«d that sum annually, during the petiod of receiving English pay oo 
Furlough, The declarations to he ren wd annually. 

Art 22. It having howevet been deemed necessary to set limits totha 
claims tor gtatmtons Passage Money, Equipment allowance, and Income to 
8nb-«vib»-r$ pioceeding to England on Sick Certificate, no Subscriber shall 
c»> seqi|i-|,:|y he entitled to tins indulgence moie than once in eight years ; 

■ eck’iiing trim «he lenrwal <>f S haciint'O'i but in urgent cases of the certU 
fied sickness nt a Subscriber, who may have ahe-idv received the benefits of 
the F i d within that period, the application sh.il !>.• submitted to the con- 
sidei a■ ton of Subscribers at large, who will decide, if a«y, or what snm may 
be advanced as a loan to be repaid within 12 months after the return of snch 
nie,. b, i to Bengal, provided he may then have attained the rank of Captain, 
Otuer wise within twelvemonths alter lie shall have attained that rank. 

Art. 23. Subscribers prbceediug to England from any place not un¬ 
der the Presidency of Bengal, shall be entitled to the personal be u Hits which 
have been above enumerated, provided they shall have complied with ilia 
local Regulations, ami shall make immediate communication of the circum- 
atatr.ces to the Di rectors of the Fund. 

Art. 24. The second Class of Benefits, namely, those granted to 
Widows of deceased Subscribers, are absolute, not dependant on the decision 
of the Direct©!*, but controlled solely by the Regulations of the Institution. 

Art. 25. The Widows of deceased Subsciihera shall be entitled to 
receive the Annuities specified in the annexed T*ble.

Art. 26; If a Widow Pen<*iouer on the Fund marries, her Pension 
it to cease during her coverture ; hut in the event of her again becoming a 
Widow, she shall be re-admitted ts all the benefits she may nave enjoyed 
from me Fnud during Her first Widowhood, in like manner as .f she had not 
re-inarmed ; but subject of course to all the limitations and conditions pres 
senbed by the Regulations in the fiist instance. It the «econ<i Husband shall 
also have been a Subscriber to the Fond, the Widow will leeeive howe¬ 
ver only one Anuiiitv, taking that winch trtav be the greatest, that is to say* 
according to the Rank of the first or second husband, whichevei may be 
the bicker, 

Art. 27. Every Widow her efiting hy the Mihtaiv Fund and not 
provided with a passage to Europe at the expense of Governin' nt. shall be 
entitled ( ; or one passage oniy) to an allowance ot Sicca Rn; p',« 2000, provi¬ 
de! the Diiectors shall h<» sati-fi-d after due euq ii»y that nom the indi¬ 
gence of her circumstances, she has a icasonable claim to such assistance 
from the Fuad. 


SECTION IV. 


EventHil Benefits on the Fund. 

Art 29 Independent of ihe B nefits which have been recited, the 
Bengal Military Fima is considered as holding out the prospect of Benefits, 
under the following circumstances : 

1st. To Subscribers compelled by ill health to abandon the country 
after ten years servire, and bpfore they are entitl<-d to retire on trill pay, the 
regulated Passage Money of their rank, and an annuity which shall render 
their total income, fiout whatever source derived with the exception of

SECTION VI. 


General Regulations. ■ 

Art. 32. The Bengal Military Fund is to be administered by • 
President and Twelve DiiectO's, lobe chosen annually, on or about tba 
15th of January, by a General Meeting of all Subscribers who may be pre¬ 
sent at the Presidency. Subsetihers who may be absent from the Presi¬ 
dency may vote lor Directors by Pioxv, on addressing to the Secretary 
Letters containing the Names of the Persons for whom they wish to vote, 
or by transmitting such names under their Signature to the General Meeting 
by the band of any other Subscriber. The Directors who shall be fonnd 
duly elected shall then choose their President from amongst themselves.— 
The precise day and place of Meeting shall be notified by the President, iQ 
the Government Gazette, at least two calendar months before hand. 

Art. 33. At the Annual Meetings the Accounts of the Fund, and 
Proceedings of the Directors for the past y6ar, shall be laid before the 
Meeting, for inspection and approval by the Subscribers present, who 
were not of the Direction; after which the Meeting at large will proceed 
to choose Directors for the ensuing twelve months. The accounts to bp 
published for general information. 

Art. 34. The Directors of the pnst year are eligible to be re¬ 
elected. 

Art. 95. All Subscribers, who may have contributed to the Fund 
by paying Donations and Subscriptions in their respective Ranks, during 
six continued months before any Meeting, are entitled to attend to examine 
the Accounts and Proceedings, and to vote for Directors. 

Art. 3G. In the event of a Vacancy in the Office of Director oc- 
ftirribg, ip the intermediate period between two Anneal Meetings, the 
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Directors may cheese a Successor from amongst the Subscribers at the Pro 
•idency, who may he eligible to’tbe Office. 

Art. 37. On occasion of any particular and important business 
whirls may necessarily require the opinion of the Society at large, special 
Meeting* will be c*l : e<i of the Snhscriners at tbe Presidency (others voting'^ 
by Proxy) as provided for in Article 32, Or if any altrdged mis.manage* 
nient, or other emergent ca-jse should occur to any twelve Subscriber to 
requite tbe Notice of the Society at large, a Special Meeting shall he sum* 
Dinned by the Piesident on the wiitten requisition of such twelve Subaeri* 
bers nnder the form* above prescribed. 

Art. 38. The Directors shall hare a Secretary chosen by themselves 
who also shall bean Accountant, with an Establishment upon such allow* 
Duces a* shall be deemed adequate to the respective duties. 

Art, 39. 1 he Secretary will be expected to have an Office at his 
own Residence for the accommodation of the Meeting* of the Directors, 
for the preservation of the Records, and for the nnrpose of affording access 
to the Officei* of the A-my at large to the Kooks of ihe Institution. 

Art. 40. Tlje Directors of the Fund will hold regnlar monthly Meet* 
ings ; but no Meetiug of the Directors consisting of a smaller tinmurr than 
five, shall be competent to the transaction of business; and it wtii rest with 
any Director, or with the Secretary, to represent the occurrence of snob 
necessity to the Piesnient, who will convene a Special Meeting within ten 
days flora the date of hi a receiving the application ; hut no Special Meeting 
•hall be called with rhe view of recntiridet iug Resolutions which may have 
been already adorned hv a former Meeting of Directors, unless at the re* 
quisition of a uuniuer of Directors greater thau that which attended such 
Meeting. 

1 Art. 41. The Secretary will invariably lay before the Directors, 
either at the regnlar or Snecial Meetings, all letters that may have been 
received by him since th<* last Meeting. Minutes ot the Proceedings of 
all Meetings will be recorded and authenticated by the Signatures ot the 
Directors present. The Secretary will also submit to the Directors who 
attended, drafts of all the letters which in th^se Matings lie may have been 
desired to write. Letters demanding an immediate answer, when such 
may be ot an ordinary nature, msy be replied to by the Secretary, without 
waiting for a Meeting ot the Director*; but every letter proposed to.be 
despatched by the Secretary, must previously revive the special sanctiooxrf 
o»e Director, signified by Ids initial to the drafts, which will be teat to 
him for consider ition. 

Art. 42. The Secretary will keep the set of Books in use in (he 
Military Widows’ Fund under instructions which he may receive from time 
to time from the Directors of the Fund. 

Art. 43. The Book* and Correspondence of the Fund shall be at all 
times oneit to the inspection ot Snbscribei*. 

' Art. 41. When any new Regulation shall appear to the Directors 
to be advisable such Regulation shall be circulated to Corns for foneidera* 
tion, and the affirmative or negative of the majority of individnal votes shall 
decide its adoption or rejection. 

Art. 45.' If any Subscriber or Claimant on the Fund shall be riesir* 
ous to appeal from the decision of the Diiectots to that of tbe Subscribers 
at large, npoa any subject which may not be specifically defined by tbe Re* 
gnlations, such appeal provided it he approved by three Directors shall ba 
referred by the Directors‘and derided upon in the manner prescribed ia 
the preceding Article'and the derision on such appeal* »r that of Urn Di* 
kectois in Case# not'appeilaWe shall he 'finals in all cases whatever; soy 
further agitation of the question by a process of lip pc otherwise, being 
deemed in itieif to be an absolute forftiiuie o til claim oo Ihe Fund* 
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Art. 46. When a reference shall be made to the $iib*eribjBfa it large 
respecting either proposed Regulation, or an Appeal, the result of such 
ieieieui '0 shall he communicated to Corps for the information of Subsciibera.. 

Art 47. Generally all uaymeiMs due from the Fund are to he made' 
half yearly in England, and moiithly in India, but in eases when Pensioners 
or Claimants on (he Fund are about to em«a<k for Euiope all arieara am 
tv Ue paid np to (he latest date practicable 

Art. 48 Any ariear which may be due ts the Fund, by a Subscriber 

or by an Annuitant who may have received an over-pay im-nt, loan or ad* 
vance, sImII in all case* be deducted front- the fiist payments to be mad* 
from the Fund to the peisoii owing sinli arrear. 

Art. 4!). All income derived fiom the Bengal Military Fund is de¬ 
clared to be unalienable, and the tact ot attempting the alienation ot such 
income in any manner, oi under any pretence, shall be deetuYd in itaelt a 
for leu me of all futnie beuefits from the Fund. 

Art. 60. Iu the event of a Member of the Fund being dismissed) 
the seivice, the Orieitors aie auihoiized to atFoid the unfoilunate indi¬ 
vidual such assistance, as they may deem advisable, limning ihe extent 
of me sum advanced to the net amount coutiibuted. by such dismissed- 
Qfficer dining the penod of his Snliscriotiou to ihe Iiistitmion, and deduct* 
ing such Hums as he may have borrowed from the Fund; hut ternporaiy 
suspension irom Rank nr Pay is not to be considered a loifeitme ot socb 
claims, provided the arrears be paid up withiu a period rijtial to that oi the 
suspension and-immediately succeeding it. 

Art. 61. Ii a Subscriber who may be dismissed from the Service, 
by a Court Martial or othei wise, shad attei wards be restored to the Service, 
lie shall be re-admissible to the Fund oil payment of the arrears that may 
have accumulated, with compound mteiest thereon, iu the same manner as 
if be had suffered only temporary suspension. 

Art. 62, Ad Property belonging to the Military Fund at any period 
shall be invariable vested in the Honorable Company's Securities, wiib ex* 
ception of a small Balance to meet current expences, and Monthly Pension** 

Art. 53. When Biteiest may he chargeable according to these Re* 
gntations, on sums either receivable or payable by the Military Fuud, in ac* 
count with Subscribers to that Fund, or their Futilities or Representatives, 
(with exception to the case provided for in Article 30,) that Iuteiest shall 
be always calculated according to the rate allowed by the Honorable Com* 
pany on the Property of the Fund vested in the Public Treasury at this 
Presidency, at the time when such sums m*y be reiceved or paid. 

Art. 64, The existence of the Military Fund must he known to all 
persons entering the Sei vice, and in the cntnsenf six months, they must 
necessarily have various opportunities of learning the tenor of the Pegnlati* 
Ons j it will nevertheless be the duly of the Secretary to comniuuicate to 
each Cadet, Officer, Chaplain, or Assistant 9urgcon, entering ihe Seiviee, 
the advantage of a speedy declaration of his intention to snbsctibe, and the 
penalty of his delaying it for more than six mouths. Tina eeminnnication ia 
to be made immediately on the promulgation of the older admitting to the 
Service any individual of the class above mentioned, and is to be repeated at 
the exotration of three months, hnt the miscarriage or non.receipt of inch 
communication will not be admitted in bar of any existing Regulation. 

' Art. 55. The Business of the Fnnd in Europe vhall be condorteti 
through the Agency of Sir G. A. Robinson, Bart., Lieut. Col. J. Sal¬ 
mond, and Henry Trail, Esq. who will from time to time receive the ne¬ 
cessary instructions for their guidance, and to whom sneb A indication* will

reference to pecuniary transactions, and being Bank Murk or Securities, an; to 
be made out in the names of the Directors, hut mere receipts may he signed by 
the Secictarr, for the Treasurers. " s 

4. The Accounts of the Institution are to be made up to tin* 3Kt of December, 
annuallv and the Accounts Current of Depositors lorwardcd with alt practicable 
axpeditioi, after that date.

counts and such other business, as inav be brought before liiein ; special eeting*

7. The *iHire of Piesident to tie annual : and three Directors to go out annually 
by rotation l he President will lie elected by Ihe Diieetms themselves, hut tha 
three -eats in the Direction auuuallv vacated, will be filled up by the voles of Do- 
ivosito s, in the manner prescribed in Rule 15. 

FOR THE GUIDANCE OF DEPOSITORS. 

8. Remittances in Calcutta Sicca Rupees, may he made to the Bank for De¬ 
posit either tli ougb the pay .Masters, ns authorized by Cove riinient, or tliroiiM* 
any othor channel ; hut no ReiniltMice will be received under Ten Calculi* 
Sicca Rupees; or, containing the fraction of a Rupee. 

9. All sums received will he immediately earned to the Credit of the Depo¬ 
sitor, and held so fir at his disposal, as that Bills drawn, not being in excess to

feiting, however, to the Society, all Interest which uiay have iuteimedi¬ 
ately accrued thereon. 

22. No subsequent increase of Shares on any Life shall be allowed, 
except on a fiesh application to be again approved of t»y the Directors, and 
accompanied by a Certificate and Affidavit as above. The Subsciiptiou 
on the additional shares to be according to the age of the party at the time 
of making the new application, 

23. Any Member desiring to tiansfer his Interest in any share or 
shares which he may hold in the Society, shall be at liberty to do so by an 
Indorsement to be written on the original Certificate, which Indorsement \ 
however shall not be. valid, until the Certificate bearing the same shall 
have been produced to the Secreiarie*, and the Transfer duly registeied by 
them in the general Book of Registry, to be kept in the office of the So¬ 
ciety.

Bank Shares, or in Loaps secured by a Deposit of Government Paper, to 
be gi anted under the contronl and authority of the Dir-ctors ; it being 
cleat ly understood, that in all cases of Lean, the saleable value of the De* 
po«it shall be more than Mifficieut to cover the sum lent. All Public Secu¬ 
rities purchased for the Sorieiy, shall be specially endorsed to tlnee or 
more of the Directors, and the Interest only shall be made pa} able to the 
Sccre'aiies and Treasuiera. 

25. The pei son or pt rsons entitled to benefit by the lapse of a Life in 
this Society shall, on making application to the Secretaries in wi iting, ac¬ 
companied by Mich pi oof ot the Casualty as maybe satisfactory to a ma- 
joiity of the Duectors, immediately tective the sum of Four Thousand Sicca 
Rupees on each Share ; Two Thousand Rupees on each half Share, or One 
Thousand Rupees on each Quarter Sltaie, which he or they may have held 
or be emitted to on the lapsed Life; provided that, in the opinion of 
the Directors, the stale of the Fhikis of the Society will admit or so large 
a payment; being made. Should the Directors tnink, however, that tlia 
Fluids will not allow of an immediate payment of this amount, then such 
mm only shall be advanced as they may deem proper; and the balance of 
the ptesciibed advance shall be paid, so soon as the Directors shall be of 
opiuion that tie Funds will safely admit of it.

Tile considerations which led to the establishment of asciis of Sup 
plenieut>uy Laudable Societies, were these: By the constitution of the ori¬ 
ginal Laudable Societies, the major part of (heir lands, instead of being 
poi Honed out as the lapses occnired to the parties entitled to benefit tbeie- 
by, were left to accumulate for a seiies of years at a low rate of interest 
in Government Securities, This arrangement was specially inconvenient 
to those who hail recouis-. to those Societies tor effecting Iimirr.nc- on the 
lives oi iheir debtors, as in moat cases the deb's which the Insurance were 
intended to cover, continiied to increase at a rate of Interest »iear|v ex- 
deeding that at winch the fuuda of the Society improved. Exoeiienre also 
proven, that notwithstanding the scale of the original Laudable Societies 
had been so fai enlarged us in annnt ot the subscription for ten shares on a 
single life, the augmentation w«s not in a.l instances snflirienr for the pur¬ 
pose* ott he imt.hc, uor commensurate with a geueial and daily increasing 
externum ot Monty transactions. 

The leading principles or the Supplementary Laudable Societies may 
he thus brie fly enumerated. Tho duration of each Supplementary Society 
yvas tunneily fur one year only, at the end ot which time the muds ot the 
Institution were dividtd among the holders ot Shares on lapsed lives —In 
con-eqii' iire <>t the he ivy laps s which have occurred witniu three of tho' 
l««t tour years ami the consequent small dividrnds which (lie ^cieties in 
|ho»e years have tielded, the Directors have deemed it expedient to extend 
the dm atiou of tho ensuing or Eleventh Supplementary Society to tineo 
years, at an iucrea<ed rate of subscription on lives annually instead of 
qiiinquemiially, as heietofoie, aiid instead of dividing the funds among Hie 
holders of Shaics ou lapsed lives at the expiraiiou of the Society ; it is 
intended to make an intermediate dividend at the end of 18 mouths fiom 
the commencement of the Society, ol Sa, Its, 1 000 on each Share, provided 
the fiiuds admit of it—and ai tho termination of the Society, the balance of 
the funds am to be divided as hnetotme, with such reservation, and ac¬ 
cording to such rules as may be in force for the time being—The bolder* 
of shares on surviving lives have the option of transferring the same to a 
Dew Society of similar duration, without renewed warranty of health. 

As the Tenth Sppieinentaiv Laudable Society will expire on the SOtti 
Instant, it is intended to establish an Eleventh, which will commence on the 
1st Proximo, and will b« regulated by the following Scheme of Rules. 

Iu the eariv Supplementary Laudable Societies Sa, Rs. 10,000 was 
fixed on as the maximum, to bo received from the funds by the holder of a 
Share on a lapsed life. The surplus funds were directed to be appropri¬ 
ated under certain provisions to the ensuing Society, and the holders of 
shares in preceding Societies whose dividends had not equalled the ama of 
Sa. Rs. 10,000. This sum in the Eleventh Supplementary Laudable Socie¬ 
ty is still continued as a maximum of dividend receivable on a share held on 
a lapsed life ; but the surplus funds are to be exclusively appropriated ut 
Oho ensuing Society,

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When the sum of S i- Rs. 10,000 was fixed as the maximum of dividend 
to be received on one share, the interest ot money was high. That sum 
was then proportionate to the scale of Premia and its selection justified by 
experience. In ia»er years, owing t<> the depreciation of Money, the funds 
of uone of the Supplementary Sotiettes have yielded so h ; gh a dividend as 
Sa. Its- 10,000 <>n a share on a lansed life. Judging from the icsnlts of 
late yeais, Si. Us. 8,000 may be assumed as the probable amount, which 
(including the regulated advance) will be forthcoming in the holder of such 
share. These obsei vatious have been thought proper for the purpose of 
checking fallacious expectations which ttie* Insured might b>* apt to enter¬ 
tain by observing the sum of'Sa. Rs. 10.000 restricted as the maximum of

REGULATIONS OP THE ELEVENTH CALCUTTA SUPPLEMEN* 
T.VRY LAUDABLE SOCIETY. 

Article 1. The object of this association is to provide a fund for the 
insurance of lives. This fund is to be portioned into shares ; and an 
individual may Mibsciine for a certain number of shares, eitner on his or 
her own life, or on the life of any other individual. In the former case, the 
general estate ot the deceased, or such person or persons as he oi she may 
by will or assignment have appointed, shall benefit in the event of a lapse ; 
in the latter, the person who may have subscribed on the life or' the de¬ 
ceased, shall benefit to the extent of the shares suoscribed for ; unless in 
eitner case, such shares he specially declare l at the time of subscription, 
to be for the benefit of any other persou or persons, or be sub'eque ntly 
made over according to the form hereinafter prescribed, for th* benefit of 
auv other person oi persons, in which cases such persAn or persons shall bo 
entitled to benefit in the event of a lapse, and no others. 

2. In the case of a person subscribing on the life of another, the par¬ 
ty subscribing, and not the party on whose lire the subscription is made, 
■hallbe considered a Member of the Society, and have a voice in tin* ma¬ 
nagement ot its concerns. Co-oartiiera or other bodies of individuals 
may hold one or more shares jointly on any given life, either for their own 
benefit or tor that of otheis ; but in such case, the parties uniting in the 
subscription, shall not be entitled each to a senarate voice in the concerns 
of the Society, lint must vote collectively, or by tile deputation of one of 
their number, on a’l matters thereto relating. 

3. The Eleventh Supplementary Laudable Society shall commence ou 
the 1st July, 1826, :ind shall close on the 30th June, 1829, at midnight. 
The subscriptions for the fiist y«>ai aie tube pan! in advance, and half- 
yearly, for the two following yeais. 

4. Not more than ten shares can be subscribed for on any one life, 
whether those shares be held by oue or more individuals.
